INTRODUCTION. 


In  offering  the  accompanying  alphabetically  arranged 
compilation  of  the  United  States  Customs  Tariff,  Act  of 
October  3d,  1913,  the  publishers  call  attention  to  the  fact 
that  many  of  the  articles  comprised  in  the  20,000  items 
that  the  tariff  specifies  are  not  directly  mentioned  in  the 
text  of  the  tariff  law.  It  is  therefore  necessary  in  deter- 
mining rates  of  duty  on  such  articles  to  give  due  con- 
sideration to  many  Treasury  Department  rulings  and 
business  precedents  in  order  to  properly  fix  the  rates  of 
duty  on  the  many  articles  embraced  in  the  schedules  of 
this  volume. 

This  publication  contains  an  exact  copy  of  the  text  of 
the  Tariff  Act,  which  is  printed  by  schedules  and  para- 
graphs in  the  front  pages.  This  is  followed  by  an  alpha- 
betical list  of  articles,  which  is  the  most  distinctive  part 
of  the  publication  as  it  enables  the  prompt  ascertainment 
of  each  article  and  the  rate  of  duty  applicable  thereto,  in 
all  instances  that  require  an  explanatory  reference,  court 
and  Treasury  decisions  are  given. 

Great  care  has  been  exercised  in  the  preparation  of  this 
tariff,  but  owing  to  the  extremely  technical  and  com- 
plicated provisions  which  are  open  to  many  different 
judicial  interpretations,  the  publishers  cannot  agree  to 
accept  any  responsibility  in  the  event  of  a  discrepancy.

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MARKET  VALUE. 


All  merchandise  imported  into  the  United  States  must 
be  invoiced  when  actually  purchased,  or  agreed  to  be  pur- 
chased, at  the  foreign  price  actually  paid  for  same,  but 
should  not  be  entered  at  less  than  the  foreign  market  value. 
If  goods  are  purchased  at  less  than  their  market  value, 
addition  of  the  difference  should  be  made  by  the  importer 
at  time  of  entry.  If  purchased  at  more  than  actual  market 
value  the  importer  can  deduct  the  difference  on  entry. 
The  foreign  market  value  of  merchandise  is  the  price  at 
which  the  goods  are  openly  offered  in  the  principal  mar- 
kets of  the  country  from  which  they  are  exported  to  the 
United  States,  and  the  price  at  which  any  one  can  pur- 
chase them  in  the  usual  wholesale  quantities  at  time  of 
exportation. 

Merchandise  consigned  for  account  of  the  foreign  owner 
must  be  invoiced  at  the  actual  market  value,  that  is,  at 
the  price  for  which  it  could  be  purchased  in  the  open 
market;  provided,  however,  that  merchandise  which  is  con- 
signed for  sale  in  this  country  for  account  of  the  foreign 
owner  and  is  exclusively  manufactured  for  sale  in  the 
United  States  and  not  sold  in  the  home  market  whence 
exported  will  be  appraised  on  the  basis  of  the  wholesale 
selling  price  in  the  United  States;  due  allowance  being 
made  for  duties,  freight,  etc.,  and  a  commission  not  ex- 
ceeding six  per  cent.,  if  any  has  been  paid  or  contracted 
to  be  paid  on  consigned  goods,  or  a  reasonable  allowance 
for  general  expenses  and  profits  (not  to  exceed  eight  per 
cent.)  on  purchased  goods. 

Invoices  must  be  made  out  in  full  detail,  showing  the 
exact  cost  or  market  value  of  each  article  and  the  exact 
contents  of  each  package;  also  giving  separately  a  de- 
scription and  the  cost  of  packages,  including  boxes,  car- 
tons, etc.,  and  of  other  expenses  necessary  for  putting  the 
merchandise  in  condition  to  ship. 

Invoices  must  also  be  made  out  in  the  currency  of  the 
country  from  which  the  goods  come,  or,  if  purchased,  in 
the  currency  actually  paid  therefor. 
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RULES  FOR  ASCERTAINING  DUTIES. 


Specific  provisions  by  name  of  any  article  overrules  gen- 
eral provisions. 

If  an  article  sought  for  is  not  found  in  the  schedule, 
look  for  the  material  of  which  it  is  composed.  Whenever 
duty  is  levied  upon  the  ton  weight  the  English  ton  of 
2,240  pounds  is  meant. 

Proof  spirits  are  that  alcoholic  liquor  which  contains 
one-half  its  volume  of  a  specific  gravity  of  seven  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  thirty-nine  ten-thousandths  (.7939)  at 
sixty  degrees  Fahrenheit.  There  shall  be  no  constructive 
or  other  allowance  for  breakage,  leakage,  or  damage  on 
wines,  liquors,  cordials,  or  distilled  spirits,  except  that 
when  it  shall  appear  to  the  collector  of  customs  from  the 
gauger's  return,  verified  by  an  affidavit  by  the  importer  to 
be  filed  within  five  days  after  the  delivery  of  the  mer- 
chandise, that  a  cask  or  package  has  been  broken  or 
otherwise  injured  in  transit  from  a  foreign  pojt  and  as  a 
result  thereof  a  part  of  its  contents  amounting  to  10  per 
centum  or  more  of  the  total  value  of  the  contents  of  the 
said  cask  or  package  in  its  condition  as  exported,  has 
been  lost,  allowance  therefor  may  be  made  in  the  liquida- 
tion of  the  duties.  All  allowances  for  damage  of  any  kind 
on  the  voyage  of  importation  are  abolished,  but  the  im- 
porter can  abandon  within  ten  days  after  entry  all  or  any 
portion  of  an  invoice,  provided  that  not  less  than  ten  per 
cent,  of  an  invoice  is  abandoned,  and  be  relieved  of  the 
duties  on  the  portion  so  abandoned,  and  the  portion 
abandoned  will  be  sold  for  account  of  the  Government 

Duty  is  charged  on  all  cartons,  cases,  crates,  boxes, 
sacks  and  coverings  of  any  kind,  and  on  all  other  costs, 
charges  and  expenses  incident  to  placing  the  goods,  wares 
and  merchandise  in  condition,  packed  ready  for  shipment 
to  the  United  States;  but  it  is  not  charged  upon  commis- 
sion when  such  commission  is  paid  only  for  buying  and 
does  not  accrue  till  goods  are  ready  for  shipment,  pro- 
vided that  all  costs  for  packing,  etc.,  are  charged  for,  ex- 
clusive of  commission.  Charges  accruing  after  goods  are 
packed  ready  for  shipment  are  not  dutiable. 
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PAYMENT  OF  DUTIES. 


For  importers  who  are  not  located  at  ports  of  entry,  and 
for  all  others  who  desire  it,  we  can  pay  duty  at  New  York. 
Special  arrangements  regarding  the  advancing  of  duties 
can  be  made  by  corresponding  with  us  at  New  York. 

Arrangements  can  be  made  with  us  for  the  payment  of 
duty  at  any  of  the  ports  of  entry  in  the  United  States 
where  we  have  an  agency.

three  years  from  the  date  of  original  importation.

ADVICE  TO  AMERICAN  TOURISTS. 


The  advice  to  foreign  tourists  and  immigrants  on  follow- 
ing pages  applies,  except  that  particular  attention  is  called 
to  paragraph  642,  which  in  part  reads  as  follows:  Residents 
of  the  United  States  returning  from  abroad,  all  wearing 
apparel  and  other  personal  effects  taken  by  them  out  of 
the  United  States  to  foreign  countries  shall  be  admitted 
free  of  duty,  without  regard  to  their  value,  upon  their 
identity  being  established,  under  appropriate  rules  and 
regulations  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury, but  no  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  in  value  of 
articles  purchased  abroad  by  such  residents  of  the  United 
States  for  personal  or  household  use  or  as  souvenirs  or 
curios,  but  not  bought  on  commission  or  intended  for  sale 
shall  be  admitted  free  of  duty  upon  their  return.

ADVICE  TO  FOREIGN  TOURISTS  AND 

EMIGRANTS. 


The  following  are  the  only  articles  exempt  from  duty  as 
the  property  of  tourists  arriving  from  abroad,  except  such 
articles  as  are  free  by  law: 

Wearing  apparel  in  actual  use,  or  that  has  been  in  use, 
or  that  is  necessary  for  the  present  comfort  or  convenience 
of  the  owner.  Articles  of  clothing,  which  have  not  been 
in  actual  use  and  not  necessary  for  the  present  comfort 
or  convenience  of  the  owner,  are  dutiable. 

Professional  books,  implements,  instruments  and  tools 
of  trade,  occupation,  or  employment  of  the  person  arriv-' 
ing.  This  includes  theatrical  wardrobes  actually  belonging 
to  actors  arriving  with  the  articles. 

Personal  effects,  viz.:  Such  articles  as  are  worn  on  the 
person,  or  used  in  connection  therewith.  This  includes 
jewelry  that  has  been  worn,  or  is  in  use  by  the  owner, 
but  only  one  watch  is  passed  free  for  a  single  passenger. 

Books,  libraries,  or  parts  of  libraries  (other  than  pro- 
fessional), that  have  been  used  abroad  for  not  less  than 
one  year. 

Household  effects  that  have  been  used  abroad  for  not 
less  than  one  year. 

Free  entry  of  all  of  the  above  articles  is  conditional  upon 
the  fact  that  they  are  not  merchandise  nor  intended  for 
sale,  but  are  simply  the  personal  property  in  use,  and 
intended  for  the  use  of  the  person  bringing  them. 

The  above  list  includes  everything  that  is  free  by  reason 
of  being  the  property  of  returning  tourists.  Many  other 
articles  are  free  under  the  general  tariff  laws,  which  will 
be  found  in  the  "Alphabetical  Schedule."  The  rates  of 
duty  on  all  dutiable  goods  will  also  be  found  in  the 
schedule. 

Passengers'  declaration  forms  will  be  given  to  passen- 
gers during  the  voyage.  These  blanks  are  divided  into  two 
sections,  one  for  the  goods  exempt  from  duty,  according 
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to  the  foregoing  list,  and  one  for  dutiable  articles.  Pas- 
sengers must  fill  these  out  carefully,  giving  full  and  true 
details  of  everything  they  have  with  them.  If  a  family  is 
arriving,  the  senior  member  may  include  everything 
belonging  to  the  family  in  one  declaration. 

If  the  contents  of  any  one  trunk  or  package  exceed  $500 
in  value,  or  if  the  dutiable  articles  in  any  trunk  or  pack- 
age are  such  that  a  proper  examination  cannot  be  made  at 
the  wharf,  the  trunk  or  package  will  be  sent  to  the  IT.  S. 
Public  Stores  for  examination  and  appraisement. 

Particular  attention  is  called  to  this  provision  of  law: 
Whenever  any  article  subject  to  duty  is  found  in  baggage 
which  was  not  at  the  time  of  making  declaration  men- 
tioned by  the  person  making  declaration,  such  article 
shall  be  forfeited,  and  the  person  in  whose  baggage  it  is 
found  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  treble  the  value  of 
the  article. 

The  exemption  from  duty  of  household  effects,  and  books 
tnat  have  been  in  use  not  less  than  one  yeap,  is  not  limited 
to  those  actually  brought  by  passengers.  They  may  be 
imported  any  time  after  the  passenger's  arrival. 

To  ensure  safety  and  speedy  delivery  to  any  part  of  the 
United  States,  follow  carefully  the  directions  given  in 
"Shipping  Instructions,"  page  xviii.

AN  ACT 

To  Reduce  Tariff  Duties  and  to  Provide  Revenue 
for  the  Governmentt  and  for  Other  Purposes. 

Be  It  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  8tatet  of  America  In  Congress 
assembled.  That  on  and  after  the  day  following  the 
passage  of  this  Act,  except  as  otherwise  specially  provided 
for  in  this  Act,  there  shall  be  levied,  collected,  and  paid 
upon  all  articles  when  imported  from  any  foreign  country 
into  the  United  States  or  into  any  of  its  possessions 
(except  the  Philippine  Islands  and  the  islands  of  Guam 
and  Tutuila)  the  rates  of  duty  which  are  by  the  schedules 
and  paragraphs  of  the  dutiable  list  of  this  section  pre- 
scribed, namely: 

DUTIABLE  LIST. 

Schedule  A — Chemicals,  Oils,  and  Paints. 

1.  Acids:  Boracic  acid,  %  cent  per  pound;  citric  acid, 
5  cents  per  pound;  formic  acid,  1%  cents  per  pound;

for  fitting  stoppers  or  for  purposes  other  than  ornamenta- 
tion), and  all  articles  of  every  description,  including 
bottles  and  bottle  glassware,  composed  wholly  or  in  chief 
value  of  glass  blown  either  in  a  mold  or  otherwise;  all  of 
the  foregoing,  not  specially  provided  for  in  this  section, 
filled  or  unfilled,  and  whether  their  contents  be  dutiable 
or  free,  45  per  centum  ad  valorem:  Provided,  That  for  the 
purposes  of  this  Act,  bottles  with  cut-glass  stoppers  shall, 
with  the  stoppers,  be  deemed  entireties. 

85.  Unpolished,  cylinder,  crown,  and  common  window 
glass,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  fifty  square  inches, 
%  of  1  cent  per  pound;  above  that,  and  not  exceeding 
three  hundred  and  eighty-four  square  inches,  1  cent  per 
pound;  above  thaf,  and  not  exceeding  seven  hundred  and 
twenty  square  inches,  1%  cents  per  pound;  above  that, 
and  not  exceeding  one  thousand  two  hundred  square

thereon  according  to  the  actual  weight  of  glass.

92.  Lenses  of  glass  or  pebble,  molded  or  pressed,  or 
ground  and  polished  to  a  spherical,  cylindrical,  or  pris- 
matic form,  and  ground  and  polished  piano  or  coquill 
glasses,  wholly  or  partly  manufactured,  strips  of  glass, 
not  more  than  three  inches  wide,  ground  or  polished 
on  one  or  both  sides  to  a  cylindrical  or  prismatic  form, 
including  those  used  in  the  construction  of  gauges,  and 
glass  slides  for  magic  lanterns,  25  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

93.  Opera  and  field  glasses,  optical  instruments  and 
frames  and  mountings  for  the  same;  all  the  foregoing  not 
specially  provided  for  in  this,  section,  35  per  centum  ad 
valorem. 

94.  Surveying  instruments,  telescopes,  microscopes, 
photographic  and  projection  lenses,  and  frames  and  mount- 
ings for  the  same,  25  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

95.  Stained  or  painted  glass  windows,  or  parts  thereof, 
and  all  mirrors,  not  exceeding  in  size  one  hundred  and 
forty-foursquare  inches,  with  or  without  frames  or  cases;

containing  not  less  than  four  superficial  inches,  if  not 
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more  than  one  inch  in  thickness,  6  cents  per  superficial 
foot;  if  more  than  one  inch  and  not  more  than  one  and 
one-half  inches  in  thickness,  8  cents  per  superficial  foot;

98.  Marble,  breccia,  onyx,  alabaster,  and  jet,  wholly  or 
partly  manufactured  into  monuments,  benches,  vases,  and 
other  articles,  or  of  which  these  substances  or  either  of 
them  is  the  component  material  of  chief  value,  and  all 
articles  composed  wholly  or  in  chief  value  of  agate,  rock 
crystal,  or  other  semiprecious  stones,  except  such  as  are 
cut  into  shapes  and  forms  fitting  them  expressly  for  use 
in  the  construction  of  jewelry,  not  specially  provided  for  in 
this  section,  45  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

99.  Freestone,  granite,  sandstone,  limestone,  lava,  and  all 
other  stone  suitable  for  use  as  monumental  or  building 
stone,  except  marble,  breccia,  and  onyx,  not  specially  pro- 
vided for  in  this  section,  hewn,  dressed,  or  polished,  or 
otherwise  manufactured,  25  per  centum  ad  valorem;  un- 
manufactured, or  not  dressed,  hewn,  or  polished,  3  cents 
per  cubic  foot. 

100.  Grindstones,  finished  or  unfinished,   $1.50  per  ton. 

101.  Slates,  slate  chimney  pieces,  mantels,  slabs  for 
tables,  roofing  slates,  and  all  other  manufactures  of  slate, 
not  specially  provided  for  in  this  section,  10  per  centum 
ad  valorem.

ingots,  blooms  and  slabs,  die  blocks  or  blanks;  billets  and 
bars  and  tapered  or  beveled  bars;  pressed,  sheared,  or 
stamped  shapes  not  advanced  in  value  or  condition  by  any 
process  or  operation  subsequent  to  the  process  of  stamp- 
ing; hammer  molds  or  swaged  steel;  gun-barrel  molds  not 
in  bars;  alloys  used  as  substitutes  for  steel  in  the  manu- 
facture of  tools;  all  descriptions  and  shapes  of  dry  sand, 
loam,  or  iron  molded  castings,  sheets,  and  plates;  rolled 
Wire  rods  in  coils  or  bars  not  smaller  than  twenty  one- 
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hundredths  of  one  inch  in  diameter,  and  steel  not  specially 
provided  for  in  this  section,  all  the  foregoing  when  made 
by  the  crucible,  electric,  or  cementation  process,  either 
with  or  without  alloys,  and  finished  by  rolling,  hammering, 
or  otherwise,  and  all  steels  by  whatever  process  made,  con- 
taining alloys  such  as  nickel,  cobalt,  vanadium,  chromium, 
tungsten,  wolfram,  molybdenum,  titanium,  iridium,  uranium, 
tantalum,  boron,  and  similar  alloys,  15  per  centum  ad 
valorem.

provided  for  in  this  section  and  articles  manufactured 
wholly  or  in  chief  value  of  any  wire  or  wires  provided  for 
in  this  section;    all    the    foregoing  15    per    centum    ad 
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valorem;    wire  heddles  and   healds,   25  per    centum    ad 
valorem;  wire  rope,  30  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

115.  (No  article  not  specially  provided  for  in  this  section, 
which  is  wholly  or  partly  manufactured  from  tin  plate, 
terne  plate,  or  the  sheet,  plate,  hoop,  band,  or  scroll  iron 
or  steel  herein  provided  for,  or  of  which  such  tin  plate, 
terne  plate;  sheet,  plate,  hoop,  band,  or  scroll  iron  or  steel 
shall  be  the  material  of  chief  value,  shall  pay  a  lower  rate 
of  duty  than  that  imposed  on  the  tin  plate,  terne  plate,  or 
sheet,  plate,  hoop,  band,  or  scroll  iron  or  steel  from  which 
it  is  made,  or  of  which  it  shall  be  the  component  thereof 
of  chief  value.

121.  Axles,  or  parts  thereof,  axle  bars,  axle  blanks,  or 
forgings  for  axles,  whether  of  iron  or  steel,  without  refer- 
ence  to  the  stage  or  state  of  manufacture,  not  otherwise 
provided  for  in  this  section,  10  per  centum  ad  valorem:

127.  Lap-welded,  butt-welded,  seamed,  or  jointed  iron  or 
steel  tubes,  pipes,  flues,  or  stays;  cylindrical  or  tubular 
tanks  or  vessels,  for  holding  gas,  liquids,  or  other  material, 
whether  full  or  empty;  flexible  metal  tubing  or  hose,  not 
specially  provided  for  in  this  section,  whether  covered  with 
wire  or  other  material,  or  otherwise,  including  any  ap- 
pliances or  attachments  affixed  thereto;  welded  cylindrical 
furnaces,  tubes  or  flues  made  from  plate  metal,  and  corru- 
gated, ribbed,  or  otherwise  reenforced  against  collapsing 
pressure,  and  all  other  iron  or  steel  tubes,  finished,  not 
specially  provided  for  in  this  section,  20  per  centum  ad 
valorem. 

128.  Penknives,  pocketknives,  clasp  knives,  pruning 
knives,  budding  knives,  erasers,  manicure  knives,  and  all 
knives  by  whatever  name  known,  including  such  as  are 
denominatively  mentioned  in  this  section,  which  have  fold- 
ing or  other  than  fixed  blades  or  attachments,  and  razors, 
all  the  foregoing,  whether  assembled  but  not  fully  finished 
or  finished;  valued  at  not  more  than  $1  per  dozen,  35  per 
centum  ad  valorem;  valued  at  more  than  $1  per  dozen,  55 
per  centum  ad  valorem:  Provided,  That  blades,  handles, 
or  other  parts  of  any  of  the  foregoing  knives,  razors,  or 
erasers  shall  be  dutiable  at  not  less  than  the  rate  herein 
imposed  upon  the  knives,  razors,  and  erasers,  of  which 
they  are  parts.  Scissors  and  shears,  and  blades  for  the 
same,  finished  or  unfinished,  30  per  centum  ad  valorem: 
Provided  further,  That  all  articles  specified  in  this  para*

and  every  blade  thereof. 

129.  Sword  blades,  and  swords  and  side  arms,  irre- 
spective of  quality  or  use,  in  part  of  metal,  30  per  centum 
ad  valorem. 

130.  Table,  butchers',  carving,  cooks',  hunting,  kitchen, 
bread,  butter,  vegetable,  fruit,  cheese,  carpenters'  bench, 
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curriers',  drawing,  farriers',  fleshing,  hay,  tanners', 
plumbers',  painters',  palette,  artists',  and  shoe  knives, 
forks  and  steels,  finished  or  unfinished,  without  handles, 
25  per  oentum  ad  valorem;  with  handles,  30  per  centum 
ad  valorem:  Provided,  That  all  the  articles  specified  in 
this  paragraph,  when  imported,  shall  have  the  name  of  the 
maker  or  purchaser,  and  beneath  the  same  the  name  of 
the  country  of  origin  indelibly  stamped  or  branded  thereon 
in  a  place  that  shall  not  be  covered  thereafter. 

131.  Files,  file  blanks,  rasps,  and  floats,  of  all  cuts  and 
kinds,  25  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

132.  Muskets,  air-rifles,  muzzle-loading  shotguns  and 
rifles,  and  parts  thereof,  15  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

133.  Breech-loading  shotguns  and  rifles,  combination 
shotguns  and  rifles,  and  parts  thereof  and  fittings  therefor, 
including  barrels  further  advanced  than  rough  bored  only; 
pistols,  whether  automatic,  magazine,  or  revolving,  or 
parts  thereof  and  fittings  therefor,  35  per  centum  ad 
valorem. 

134.  Table,  kitchen,  and  hospital  utensils  or  other  similar 
hollow  ware  composed  of  iron  or  steel,  enameled  or  glazed 
with  vitreous  glasses;  table,  kitchen,  and  hospital  utensils 
or  other  similar  hollow  ware  composed  wholly  or  in  chief 
value  of  aluminum;  all  the  foregoing  not  especially  pro- 
vided for  in  this  section,  25  per  oentum  ad  valorem. 

135.  Needles  for  knitting  or  sewing  machines,  latch 
needles,  crochet  needles,  and  tape  needles,  knitting  and 
all  other  needles  not  specially  provided  for  in  this  section, 
bodkins  of  metal,  and  needle  cases  or  needle  books  fur* 
nished  with  assortments  of  needles  or  combinations  of 
needles  and  other  articles,  20  per  centum  ad  valorem;  but 
no  articles  other  than  the  needles  which  are  specifically 
named  in  this  section  shall  be  dutiable  as  needles  unless 
having  an  eye  and  fitted  and  used  for  carrying  a  thread.

139.  Crosscut  saws,  mill  saws,  pit  and  drag  saws,  circular 
saws,  steel  band  saws,  finished  or  further  advanced  than 
tempered  and  polished,  hand,  back,  and  all  other  saws,  not 
specially  provided  for  in  this  section,  12  per  centum  ad 
valorem. 

140.  Screws,  commonly  called  wood  screws,  made  of  iron 
or  steel,  25  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

141.  Umbrella  and  parasol  ribs  and  stretchers,  com- 
posed in  chief  value  of  iron,  steel,  or  other  metal,  in  frames 
or  otherwise,  and  tubes  for  umbrellas,  wholly  or  partially 
finished,  35  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

142.  Wheels  for  railway  purposes,  or  parts  thereof,  made 
of  iron  or  steel,  and  steel-tired  wheels  for  railway  purposes, 
whether  wholly  or  partly  finished,  and  iron  or  steel  loco- 
motive, car,  or  other  railway  tires  or  parts  thereof,  wholly 
or  partly  manufactured,  20  per  centum  ad  valorem:  Pro- 
vided, That  when  wheels  for  railway  purposes,  or  parts 
thereof,  of  iron  or  steel,  are  imported  with  iron  or  steel 
axles  fitted  in  them,  the  wheels  and  axles  together  shall 
be  dutiable  at  the  same  rate  as  is  provided  for  the  wheels 
when  imported  separately.

148.  Gold  leaf,  35  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

149.  Silver  leaf,  30  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

150.  Tinsel  wire,  lame  or  lahn,  made  wholly  or  in  chief 
value  of  gold,  silver,  or  other  metal,  6  per  centum  ad 
valorem;  bullions  and  metal  threads,  made  wholly  or  in 
chief  value  of  tinsel  wire,  lame  or  lahn,  25  per  centum 
ad  valorem;  fabrics,  ribbons,  beltings,  toys,  or  other 
articles,  made  wholly  or  in  chief  value  of  tinsel  wire,  lame 
or  lahn,  or  of  tinsel  wire,  lame,  or  lahn,  and  India  rubber, 
bullions,  or  metal  threads,  not  specially  provided  for  in 
this  section,  40  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

151.  Belt  buckles,  trousers  buckles,  waistcoat  buckles, 
snap  fasteners  and  clasps  by  whatever  name  known,  any 
of  the  foregoing  made  wholly  or  in  chief  value  of  iron  or 
steel;  hooks  and  eyes,  metallic;  steel  trousers  buttons,  and 
metal  buttons;  all  the  foregoing  and  parts  thereof,  not 
otherwise  specially  provided  for  in  this  section,  15  per 
centum  ad  valorem. 
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152.  Lead-bearing  ores  of  all  kinds  containing  more  than 
3  per  centum  of  lead,  %  cent  per  pound  on  the  lead  con- 
tained therein:  Provided,  That  on  all  importations  of  lead- 
bearing  ores  the  duties  shall  be  estimated  at  the  port  of 
entry,  and  a  bond  given  in  double  the  amount  of  such 
estimated  duties  for  the  transportation  of  the  ores  by 
common  carriers  bonded  for  the  transportation  of  appraised 
or  unappraised  merchandise  to  properly  equipped  sampling 
or  smelting  establishments,  whether  designated  as  bonded 
warehouses  or  otherwise.

154.  Metallic  mineral  substances  in  a  crude  state,  and 
metals  unwrought,  whether  capable  of  being  wrought  or 
not,  not  specially  provided  for  in  this  section,  10  per 
centum  ad  valorem;  monazite  sand  and  thorite;  thorium, 
oxide  of  and  salts  of;  gas,  kerosene,  or  alcohol  mantles, 
treated  with  chemicals  or  metallic  oxides,  25  per  centum 
ad  valorem;  and  gas-mantle  scrap  consisting  in  chief 
value  of  metallic  oxides,  10  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

155.  Nickel,  nickel  oxide,  alloy  of  any  kind  in  which 
nickel  is  a  component  material  of  chief  value,  in  pigs,

ad  valorem;  if  composed  wholly  or  in  chief  value  of  iron, 
steel,  lead,  copper,  brass,  nickel,  pewter,  zinc,  aluminum, 
or  other  metal,  but  not  plated  with  gold  or  silver,  and 
whether  partly  or  wholly  manufactured,  20  per  centum  ad 
valorem.

175.  Blinds,  curtains,  shades,  or  screens  any  of  the  fore- 
going in  chief  value  of  bamboo,  wood,  straw,  or  compo- 
sitions of  wood,  not  specially  provided  for  in  this  section, 
20  per  centum  ad  valorem;  if  stained,  dyed,  painted, 
printed,  polished,  grained,  or  creosoted,  and  baskets  in 
chief  value  of  like  material,  25  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

176.  House  or  cabinet  furniture  wholly  or  in  chief  value 
of  wood,  wholly  or  partly  finished,  and  manufactures  of 
wood  or  bark,  or  of  which  wood  or  bark  is  the  component 
material  of  chief  value,  not  specially  provided  for  in  this 
section,  15  per  centum  ad  valorem.

Sugar  candy  and  all  confectionery  not  specially  pro- 
vided for  in  this  section,  valued  at  15  cents  per  pound  or 
less,  2  cents  per  pound;  valued  at  more  than  15  cents  per 
pound,  25  per  centum  ad  valorem.  The  weight  and  the 
value  of  the  immediate  coverings,  other  than  the  outer 
packing  case  or  other  covering,  shall  be  included  in  the 
dutiable  weight  and  the  value  of  the  merchandise.

under  whose  laws  similar  sized  casks,  bottles,  jugs,  or 
other  packages  of  distilled  spirits,  wine,  or  other  beverage 
put  up  or  filled  in  the  United  States  are  denied  entrance 
into  such  country,  dependency,  or  province*  Bhall  be  for- 
feited to  the  United  States;  and  any  brandy  or  other 
spirituous  or  distilled  liquor  imported  in  a  cask  of  less 
capacity  than  ten  gallons  from  any  country  shall  be  for- 
feited to.  the  United  States* 

239.  On  all  compounds  or  preparations  of  which  distilled 
spirits  are  a  component  part  of  chief  value  there  shall  be 
levied  a  duty  not  less  than  that  imposed  upon  distilled 
spirits. 

240.  Cordials,  liqueurs,  arrack,  absinthe,  kirschwasser, 
ratafia,  and  other  spirituous  beverages  or  bitters  of  all 
kinds,  containing  spirits,  and  not  specially  provided  for 
in  this  section,  $2.60  per  proof  gallon. 

241*  No  lower  rate  or  amount  of  duty  shall  be  levied, 
collected,  and  paid  on  brandy,  spirits,  and  other  spirituous 
beverages  than  that  fixed  by  law  for  the  description 
of  first  proof;  but  it  shall  be  increased  in  proportion  for 
any  greater  strength  than  the  strength  of  first  proof,  and 
all  imitations  of  brandy  or  spirits  or  wines  imported  by 
any  names  whatever  shall  be  subject  to  the  highest  rate 
of  duty  provided  for   the  genuine   articles   respectively 
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intended  to  be  represented,  and  in  no  case  less  than  $1.75 
per  gallon. 

242.  Bay  rum  or  bay  water,  whether  distilled  or  com- 
pounded, of  first  proof,  and  in  proportion  for  any  greater 
strength  than  first  proof,  $1.75  per  gallon.

such  bottles  or  jugs  shall  be  subject  to  a  duty  of  6  cents 
per  pint  or  fractional  part  thereof,  but  no  separate  or 
additional  duty  shall  be  assessed  on  the  bottles  or  jugs: 
Provided,  That  any  wines,  ginger  cordial,  or  vermuth  im- 
ported containing  more  than  24  per  centum  of  alcohol 
shall  be  classed  as  spirits  and  pay  duty  accordingly:  And 
provided  further,  That  there  shall  be  no  constructive  or 
other  allowance  for  breakage,  leakage,  or  damage  on 
wines,  liquors,  cordials,  or  distilled  spirits,  except  that 
when  it  shall  appear  to  the  collector  of  customs  from  the 
gauger's  return,  verified  by  an  affidavit  by  the  importer 
to  be  filed  within  five  days  after  the  delivery  of  the 
merchandise,  that  a  cask  or  package  has  been  broken  or 
otherwise  injured  in  transit  from  a  foreign  port  and  as 
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a  result  thereof  a  part  of  its  contents  amounting  to  10 
per  centum  or  more  of  the  total  value  of  the  contents  of 
the  said  cask  or  package  in  its  condition  as  exported,  has 
been  lost,  allowance  therefor  may  be  made  in  the  liquida- 
tion of  the  duties.

291.  Clothing,  ready-made,  and  articles  of  wearing  ap- 
parel of  every  description,  including  shawls  whether  knitted 
or  woven,  and  knitted  articles  of  every  description  made 
up  or  manufactured  wholly  or  in  part,  and  not  specially 
provided  for  in  this  section,  composed  wholly  or  in  chief 
value  of  wool,  35  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

292.  Webbings,  suspenders,  braces,  bandings,  belts,  belt- 
ings,  bindings,  cords,  cords  and  tassels,  and  ribbons;  any 
of  the  foregoing  made  of  wool  or  of  which  wool  or  wool 
and  india  rubber  are  the  component  materials  of  chief 
value,  and  not  specially  provided  for  in  this  section,  35 
per  centum  ad  valorem. 

293.  Aubusson,  Axminster,  moquette,  and  chenille  carpets, 
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figured   or   plain,    and    all   carpets   or   carpeting   of   like 
character  or  description,  35  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

294.  Saxony,  Wilton,  and  Tournay  velvet  carpets,  figured 
or  plain,  and  all  carpets  or  carpeting  of  like  character  or 
description,  30  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

295.  Brussels  carpets,  figured  or  plain,  and  all  carpets 
or  carpeting  of  like  character  or  description,  25  per  centum 
ad  valorem. 

296.  Velvet  and  tapestry  velvet  carpets,  figured  or  plain, 
printed  on  the  warp  or  otherwise,  and  all  carpets  or  carpet- 
ing of  like  character  or  description,  30  per  centum  ad 
valorem. 

297.  Tapestry  Brussels  carpets,  figured  or  plain,  and  all 
carpets  or  carpeting  of  like  character  or  description,  printed 
on  the  warp  or  otherwise,  20  per  centum  ad  valorem.

309.  Plushes,  velvets,  and  all  other  pile  fabrics,  cut  or 
uncut,  woven  or  knit,  whether  or  not  the  pile  covers  the 
entire  surface,  made  wholly  or  partly  of  the  hair  of  the 
Angora  goat,  alpaca,  or  other  like  animals,  and  articles 
made  wholly  or  in  chief  value  of  such  plushes,  velvets,  or 
pile  fabrics,  45  per  centum  ad  valorem.

silk  or  of  which  silk  or  silk  and  india  rubber  are  the  com- 
ponent materials  of  chief  value,  not  specially  provided  for 
in  this  section,  50  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

318.  Woven  fabrics,  in  the  piece  or  otherwise,  of  which 
silk  is  the  component  material  of  chief  value,  and  all  man- 
ufactures of  silk,  or  of  which  silk  or  silk  and  india  rubber 
are  the  component  materials  of  chief  value,  not  specially 
provided  for  in  this  section,  45  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

319.  Yarns,  threads,  filaments  of  artificial  or  imitation 
silk,  or  of  artificial  or  imitation  horsehair,  by  whatever 
name  known,  and  by  whatever  process  made,  35  per  centum 
ad  valorem;  beltings,  cords,  tassels,  ribbons,  or  other 
articles  or  fabrics  composed  wholly  or  in  chief  value  of 
yarns,  threads,  filaments,  or  fibers  of  artificial  or  imitation 
silk  or  of  artificial  or  imitation  horsehair,  or  of  yarns,

slabs,  boards,  planks,  or  molded  forms,  %  cent  per  pound; 
cork  paper,  35  per  centum  ad  valorem;  manufactures 
wholly  or  in  chief  value  of  cork  or  of  cork  bark,  or  of 
artificial  cork  or  bark  substitutes,  granulated  or  ground 
cork,  not  specially  provided  for  in  this  section,  30  per 
centum  ad  valorem. 
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341.  Dice,  dominoes,  draughts,  chessmen,  chess  balls,  and 
billiard,  pool,  bagatelle  balls,  and  poker  chips,  of  ivory, 
bone,  or  other  materials,  50  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

342.  Dolls,  and  parts  of  dolls,  doll  heads,  toy  marbles  of 
whatever  materials  composed,  and  all  other  toys,  and  parts 
of  toys,  not  composed  of  china,  porcelain,  parian,  bisque, 
earthen  or  stone  ware,  and  not  specially  provided  for  in 
this  section,  35  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

343.  (Emery  grains  and  emery,  manufactured,  ground, 
pulverized,  or  refined,  l.cent  per  pound;  emery  wheels, 
emery  files,  emery  paper,  and  manufactures  of  which 
emery  or  corundum  is  the  component  material-  of  chief 
value,  20  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

344.  Firecrackers  of  all  kinds,  f>  cents  per  pound;  bombs, 
rockets,  Roman  candles,  and  fireworks  of  all  descriptions, 
not  specially  provided  for  in  this  section,  10  cents  per 
pound;  the  weight  on  all  the  foregoing  to  include  all 
coverings,  wrappings,  and  packing  material. 

345.  Matches,  friction  or  lucifer,  of  all  descriptions,  per 
gross  of  one  hundred  and  forty-four  boxes,  containing  not 
more  than  one  hundred  matches  per  box,  3  cents  per  gross; 
when  imported  otherwise  than  in  boxes  containing  not 
more  than  one  hundred  matches  each,  %  of  1  cent  per  one 
thousand  matches;  wax  matches,  fusees,  wind  matches, 
and  all  matches  in  books  or  folders  or  having  a  stained, 
dyed,  or  colored  stick  or  stem,  and  tapers  consisting  of  a 
wick  coated  with  an  inflammable  substance,  and  night 
lights,  25  per  centum  ad  valorem:  Provided,  That  in  ac- 
cordance with  section  ten  of  "An  Act  to  provide  for  a  tax 
upon  white  phosphorus  matches,  and  for  other  purposes," 
approved  April  ninth,  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve,  white 
phosphorus  matches  manufactured  wholly  or  in  part  in  any 
foreign  country  shall  not  be  entitled  to  enter  at  any  of 
the  ports  of  the  United  States,  and  the  importation  thereof 
is  hereby  prohibited:  Provided  further,  That  nothing  in 
this  Act  contained  shall  be  held  to  repeal  or  modify  said 
Act  to  provide  for  a  tax  upon  white  phosphorus  matches, 
and  for  other  purposes,  approved  April  ninth,  nineteen 
hundred  and  twelve. 
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346.  Percussion  caps,  cartridges,  and  cartridge  shells 
empty,  15  per  centum  ad  valorem;  blasting  caps,  $1  per 
thousand;  mining,  blasting,  or  safety  fuses  of  all  kinds,  15 
per  centum  ad  valorem. 

347.  Feathers  and  downs,  on  the  skin  or  otherwise,  crude 
or  not  dressed,  colored,  or  otherwise  advanced  or  manu- 
factured in  any  manner,  not  specially  provided  for  in  this 
section,  20  per  centum  ad  valorem;  when  dressed,  colored, 
or  otherwise  advanced  or  manufactured  in  any  manner,  and 
not  suitable  for  use  as  millinery  ornaments,  including 
quilts  of  down  and  manufactures  of  down,  40  per  centum 
ad  valorem;  artificial  or  ornamental  feathers  suitable  for 
use  as  millinery  ornaments,  artificial  and  ornamental 
fruits,  grains,  leaves,  flowers,  and  stems  or  parts  thereof, 
of  whatever  material  composed,  not  specially  provided  for 
in  this  section,  60  per  centum  ad  valorem;  boas,  bouton- 
nieres,  wreaths,  and  all  articles  not  specially  provided  for 
in  this  section,  composed  wholly  or  in  chief  value  of  any 
of  the  feathers,  flowers,  leaves,  or  other  material  herein 
mentioned,  60  per  centum  ad  valorem:  Provided,  That  the 
importation  of  aigrettes,  egret  plumes  or  so-called  osprey 
plumes,  and  the  feathers,  quills,  heads,  wings,  tails,  skins, 
or  parts  of  skins,  of  wild  birds,  either  raw  or  manufac- 
tured, and  not  for  scientific  or  educational  purposes,  is 
hereby  prohibited;  but  this  provision  shall  not  apply  to 
the  feathers  or  plumes  of  ostriches,  or  to  the  feathers  or 
plumes  of  domestic  fowls  of  any  kind. 

348.  Furs  dressed  on  the  skin,  not  advanced  further  than 
dyeing,  30  per  centum  ad  valorem;  plates  and  mats  of 
dog  and  goat  skins,  10  per  centum  ad  valorem;  manufac- 
tures of  furs,  further  advanced  than  dressing  and  dyeing, 
when  prepared  for  use  as  material,  joined  or  sewed  to- 
gether, including  plates,  linings,  and  crosses,  except  plates 
and  mats  of  dog  and  goat  skins,  and  articles  manufactured 
from  fur  not  specially  provided  for  in  this  section,  40  per 
centum  ad  valorem;  articles  of  wearing  apparel  of  every 
description  partly  or  wholly  manufactured,  composed  of 
or  of  which  hides  or  skins  of  cattle  of  the  bovine  species, 
or  of  the  dog  or  goat  are  the  component  material  of  chief 
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value,  15  per  centum  ad  valorem;  articles  of  wearing  ap- 
parel of  every  description  partly  or  wholly  manufactured, 
composed  of  or  of  which  fur  is  the  component  material  of 
chief  value,  not  specially  provided  for  in  this  section,  50 
per  centum  ad  valorem;  furs  not  on  the  skin,  prepared  for 
hatters*  use,  including  fur  skins  carroted,  15  per  centum 
ad  valorem. 

849.  Fans  of  all  kinds,  except  common  palm-leaf  fans, 
50  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

350.  Gun  wads  of  all  descriptions,  10  per  centum  ad 
valorem. 

351.  Human  hair,  raw,  10  per  centum  ad  valorem;  if 
cleaned  or  commercially  known  as  drawn,  but  not  manu- 
factured, 20  per  centum  ad  valorem;  manufactures  of 
human  hair,  including  nets  and  nettings,  or  of  which 
human  hair  is  the  component  material  of  chief  value,  not 
specially  provided  for  in  this  section,  35  per  centum  ad 
valorem. 

352.  Hair,  curled,  suitable  for  beds  or  mattresses,  10 
per  centum  ad  valorem. 

353.  Haircloth,  known  as  "crinoline"  cloth,  6  cents  per 
square  yard;  haircloth,  known  as  "hair  seating,"  and  hair 
press  cloth,  15  cents  per  square  yard. 

354.  Hats,  bonnets,  or  hoods,  for  men's,  women's,  boys', 
or  children's  wear,  trimmed  or  untrimmed,  including 
bodies,  hoods,  plateaux,  forms  or  shapes,  for  hats  or  bon- 
nets, composed  wholly  or  in  chief  value  of  fur  of  the 
rabbit,  beaver,  or  other  animals,  45  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

355.  Indurated  fiber  ware  and  manufactures  of  pulp, 
not  specially  provided  for  in  this  section,  25  per  centum 
ad  valorem. 

356.  Jewelry,  commonly  or  commercially  so  known, 
valued  above  20  cents  per  dozen  pieces,  60  per  centum  ad 
valorem;  rope,  curb,  cable,  and  fanoy  patterns  of  chain 
not  exceeding  one-half  inch  in  diameter,  width,  or  thick- 
ness, valued  above  30  cents  per  yard;  and  articles  valued 
above  20  cents  per  dozen  pieces  designed  to  be  worn  on 
apparel  or  carried  on  or  about  or  attached  to  the  person, 
such  as  and  including  buckles,  card  cases,  chains,  cigar 
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cases,  cigar  cutters,  cigar  holders,  cigarette  cases,  cigarette 
holders,  coin  holders,  collar,  cuff,  and  dress  buttons,  combs, 
match  boxes,  mesh  bags  and  purses,  millinery,  military, 
and  hair  ornaments,  pins,  powder  cases,  stamp  cases,  van- 
ity cases,  and  like  articles;  all  the  foregoing  and  parts 
thereof,  finished  or  partly  finished,  composed  of  metal, 
whether  or  not  enameled,  washed,  covered,  or  plated,  in- 
cluding rolled  gold  plate,  and  whether  or  not  set  with 
precious  or  semiprecious  stones,  pearls,  cameos,  coral,  or 
amber,  or  with  imitation  precious  stones  or  imitation 
pearls,  60  per  centum  ad  valorem.  Stampings,  galleries, 
mesh  and  other  materials  of  metal,  whether  or  not  set  with 
glass  or  paste,  finished  or  partly  finished,  separate  or  in 
strips  or  sheets,  suitable  for  use  in  the  manufacture  of 
any  of  the  foregoing  articles  in  this  paragraph,  50  per 
centum  ad  valorem. 

357.  Diamonds  and  other  precious  stones,  rough  or  uncut, 
and  not  advanced  in  condition  or  value  from  their  natural 
state  by  cleaving,  splitting,  cutting,  or  other  process, 
whether  in  their  natural  form  or  broken,  and  bort;  any  of 
the  foregoing  not  set,  and  diamond  dust,  10  per  centum  ad 
valorem;  pearls  and  parts  thereof,  drilled  or  undrilled,  but 
not  set  or  strung;  diamonds,  coral,  rubies,  cameos,  and 
other  precious  stones  and  semiprecious  stones,  cut  but  not 
set,  and  suitable  for  use  in  the  manufacture  of  jewelry, 
20  per  centum  ad  valorem;  imitation  precious  stones,  in- 
cluding pearls  and  parts  thereof,  for  use  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  jewelry,  doublets,  artificial,  or  so-called  synthetic 
or  reconstructed  pearls  and  parts  thereof,  rubies,  or  other 
precious  stones,  20  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

358.  Laces,  lace  window  curtains  not  specially  provided 
for  in  this  section,  coach,  carriage,  and  automobile  laces, 
and  all  lace  articles  of  whatever  yarns,  threads,  or  fila- 
ments composed;  handkerchiefs,  napkins,  wearing  apparel, 
and  all  other  articles  or  fabrics  made  wholly  or  in  part 
of  lace  or  of  imitation  lace  of  any  kind;  embroideries, 
wearing  apparel,  handkerchiefs,  and  all  articles  or  fabrics 
embroidered  in  any  manner  by  hand  or  machinery,  whether 
with  a  plain  or  fancy  initial,  monogram,  or  otherwise,  or 
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tamboured,  appliqued,  or  scalloped  by  hand  or  machinery, 
any  of  the  foregoing  by  whatever  name  known;  edgings, 
insertlngs,  galloons,  nets,  nettings,  veils,  veilings,  neck 
rufflings,  ruchings,  tuckings,  flouncings,  flutings,  quillings, 
ornaments;  braids,  loom  woven  and  ornamented  in  the 
process  of  weaving,  or  made  by  hand,  or  on  any  braid 
machine,  knitting  machine,  or  lace  machine,  and  not  spe- 
cially provided  for;  trimmings  not  specially  provided  for; 
woven  fabrics  or  articles  from  which  threads  have  been 
omitted,  drawn,  punched,  or  cut,  and  with  threads  intro- 
duced after  weaving,  forming  figures  or  designs,  not  in- 
cluding straight  hemstitching;  and  articles  made  in  whole 
or  in  part  of  any  of  the  foregoing  fabrics  or  articles;  all 
of  the  foregoing  of  whatever  yarns,  threads,  or  filaments 
composed,  60  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

359.  Chamois  skins,  15  per  centum  ad  valorem;  piano- 
forte, pianoforte  action,  enameled  upholstery  leather,  and 
glove  leathers,  10  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

360.  Bags,  baskets,  belts,  satchels,  card  cases,  pocket- 
books,  jewel  boxes,  portfolios,  and  other  boxes  and  cases, 
made  wholly  of  or  in  chief  value  of  leather  or  parchment, 
not  jewelry,  and  manufactures  of  leather  or  parchment,  or 
of  which  leather  or  parchment  is  the  component  material  of 
chief  value,  not  specially  provided  for  in  this  section,  30  per 
centum  ad  valorem;  any  of  the  foregoing  permanently 
fitted  and  furnished  with  traveling,  bottle,  drinking,  dining, 
luncheon  and  similar  sets,  35  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

361.  Gloves,  not  specially  provided  for  in  this  section, 
made  wholly  or  in  chief  value  of  leather,  whether  wholly 
or  partly  manufactured,  shall  pay  duty  at  the  following 
rates,  the  lengths  stated  in  each  case  being  the  extreme 
length  when  stretched  to  their  full  extent,  namely: 

362.  Men's,  women's,  or  children's  "glace"  finish, 
Schmaschen  (of  sheep  origin),  not  over  fourteen  inches  in 
length,  $1  per  dozen  pairs;  over  fourteen  inches  in  length, 
25  cents  additional  per  dozen  pairs  for  each  inch  in  excess 
of  fourteen  inches. 

363.  All  other  women's  or  children's  gloves  wholly  or  in 
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chief  value  of  leather,  not  over  fourteen  inches  in  length, 
$2  per  dozen  pairs;  over  fourteen  inches  in  length,  25  cents 
additional  per  dozen  pairs  for  each  inch  in  excess  of  four* 
teen  inches;  all  men's  leather  gloves  not  specially  provided 
for  in  this  section,  $2.5CT  per  dozen  pairs. 

364.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing  rates  there  shall  he 
paid  the  following  cumulative  duties:  On  all  leather 
gloves  when  lined  with  cotton  or  other  vegetable  fiber,  25 
cents  per  dozen  pairs;  when  lined  with  a  knitted  glove  or 
when  lined  with  silk,  leather,  or  wool,  50  cents  per  dozen 
pairs;  when  lined  with  fur,  $2  per  dozen  pairs;  on  all 
pique  and  prixseam  gloves,  25  cents  per  dozen  pairs. 

365.  Glove  tranks,  with  or  without  the  usual  accompany- 
ing pieces,  shall  pay  75  per  centum  of  the  duty  provided 
for  the  gloves  in  the  fabrication  of  which  they  are  suitable. 

366.  Manufactures  of  catgut,  or  whip  gut,  or  worm  gut, 
including  strings  for  musical  instruments;  any  of  the  fore- 
going  or  of  which  these  substances  or  any  of  them  is  the 
component  material  of  chief  value,  not  specially  provided 
for  in  this  section,  20  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

367.  Manufactures  of  amber,  asbestos,  bladders,  or  wax, 
or  of  which  these  substances  or  any  of  them  is  the  com- 
ponent material  of  chief  value,  not  specially  provided  for 
in  this  section,  10  per  centum  ad  valorem;  yarn  and  woven 
fabrics  composed  wholly  or  in  chief  value  of  asbestos,  20 
per  centum  ad  valorem. 

368.  Manufactures  of  bone,  chfp,  grass,  horn,  India  rub- 
ber or  gutta-percha,  palm  leaf,  quills,  straw,  weeds,  or 
whalebone,  or  of  which  any  of  them  is  the  component 
material  of  chief  value  not  otherwise  specially  provided 
for  in  this  section,  shall  be  subject  to  the  following  rates: 
Manufactures  of  india  rubber  or  gutta-percha,  commonly 
known  as  druggists'  sundries,  15  per  centum  ad  valorem; 
manufactures  of  india  rubber  or  gutta-percha,  not  spe- 
cially provided  for  in  this  section,  10  per  centum  ad 
valorem;  palm  leaf,  15  per  centum  ad  valorem;  bone,  chip, 
horn,  quills,  and  whalebone,  20  per  centum  ad  valorem; 
grass,  straw,  and  weeds,  25  per  centum  ad  valorem;  combs 
composed  wholly  of  horn  or  of  horn  and  metal,  25  per 
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centum  ad  valorem.  The  terms  "grass"  and  "straw"  shall 
be  understood  to  mean  these  substances  in  their  natural 
state,  and  not  the  separated  fibers  thereof. 

369.  Ivory  tusks  in  their  natural  state,  or  cut  vertically 
across  the  grain  only,  with  the  bark  left  intact,  20  per 
centum  ad  valorem;  manufactures  of  ivory  or  vegetable 
ivory,  or  of  which  either  of  these  substances  is  the  com- 
ponent material  of  chief  value,  not  specially  provided  for 
in  this  section,  35  per  centum  ad  valorem;  manufactures 
of  mother-of-pearl  and  shell,  plaster  of  Paris,  papier- 
mach€,  and  vulcanized  india  rubber  known  as  "hard  rub- 
ber," or  of  which  these  substances  or  any  of  them  is  the 
component  material  of  chief  value,  not  specially  provided 
for  in  this  section,  25  per  centum  ad  valorem;  shells  en- 
graved, cut,  ornamented,  or  otherwise  manufactured,  25 
per  centum  ad  valorem. 

370.  Masks,  of  whatever  material  composed,  25  per 
centum  ad  valorem. 

371.  Matting  made  of  cocoa  fiber  or  rattan,  5  cents  per 
square  yard;  mats  made  of  cocoa  fiber  or  rattan,  3  cents 
per  square  foot. 

372.  Moss  and  sea  grass,  eelgrass,  and  seaweeds,  if  man- 
ufactured or  dyed,  10  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

373.  Musical  instruments  or  parts  thereof,  pianoforte 
actions  and  parts  thereof,  cases  for  musical  instruments, 
pitch  pipes,  tuning  forks,  tuning  hammers,  and  metro- 
nomes; strings  for  musical  instruments,  composed  wholly 
or  in  part  of  steel  or  other  metal,  all  the  foregoing,  35  per 
centum  ad  valorem. 

374.  Phonographs,  gramophones,  graphophones,  and  sim- 
ilar articles,  or  parts  thereof,  25  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

375.  Violin  rosin,  in  boxes  or  cases  or  otherwise,  10  per 
centum  ad  valorem. 

376.  Works  of  art,  including  paintings  in  oil  or  water- 
colors,  pastels,  pen  and  ink  drawings,  or  copies,  replicas 
or  reproductions  of  any  of  the  same,  statuary,  sculptures, 
or  copies,  replicas  or  reproductions  thereof,  and  etchings 
and  engravings,  not  specially  provided  for  in  this  section, 
15  per  centum  ad  valorem. 
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377.  Peat  moss,  60  cents  per  ton. 

378.  Pencils  of  paper  or  wood,  or  other  material  not 
metal,  filled  with  lead  or  other  material,  pencils  of  lead, 
36  cents  per  gross,  but  in  no  case  shall  any  of  the  foregoing 
pay  less  than  25  per  centum  ad  valorem;  slate  pencils,  25 
per  centum  ad  valorem. 

379.  Pencil  leads  not  in  wood  or  other  material,  10  per 
centum  ad  valorem. 

380.  Photographic  cameras,  and  parts  thereof,  not  spe- 
cially provided  for  in  this  section,  photographic  dry  plates, 
not  specially  provided  for  in  this  section,  15  per  centum 
ad  valorem;  photographic-film  negatives,  imported  in  any 
form,  for  use  in  any  way  in  connection  with  moving- 
picture  exhibits,  or  for  making  or  reproducing  pictures  for 
such  exhibits,  exposed  but  not  developed,  2  cents  per  linear 
or  running  foot;  if  exposed  and  developed,  3  cents  per 
linear  or  running  foot;  photographic-film  positives,  im- 
ported in  any  form,  for  use  in  any  way  in  connection  with 
moving-picture  exhibits,  including  herein  all  moving, 
motion,  motophotography  or  cinematography  film  pictures, 
prints,  positives  or  duplicates  of  every  kind  and  nature, 
and  of  whatever  substance  made,  1  cent  per  linear  or  run- 
ning foot:  Provided,  however,  That  all  photographic-films 
imported  under  this  section  shall  be  subject  to  such 
censorship  as  may  be  imposed  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury. 

381.  Pipes  and  smokers'* articles:  Common  tobacco  pipes 
and  pipe  bowls  made  wholly  of  clay,  25  per  centum  ad 
valorem;  other  pipes  and  pipe  bowls  of  whatever  material 
composed,  and  all  smokers'  articles  whatsoever,  not  spe- 
cially provided  for  in  this  section,  including  cigarette 
books,  cigarette-book  covers,  pouches  for  smoking  or  chew- 
ing tobacco,  and  cigarette  paper  in  all  forms,  except  cork 
paper,  50  per  centum  ad  valorem;  meerschaum,  crude  or 
unmanufactured,  20  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

382.  Plush,  black,  known  commercially  as  hatters'  plush, 
composed  of  silk,  or  of  silk  and  cotton,  such  as  is  used  for 
making  men's  hats,  10  per  centum  ad  valorem. 
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383.  Umbrellas,  parasols,  and  sunshades  covered  with 
material  other  than  paper  or  lace,  not  embroidered  or  ap- 
pliqued,  35  per  centum  ad  valorem.  Sticks  for  umbrellas, 
parasols,  or  sunshades,  and  walking  canes,  finished  or  un- 
finished, 30  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

384.  Waste,  not  specially  provided  for  in  this  section,  10 
per  centum  ad  valorem. 

385.  That  there  shall  be  levied,  collected,  and  paid  on 
the  importation  of  all  raw  or  unmanufactured  articles  not 
enumerated  or  provided  for  in  this  section,  a  duty  of  10 
per  centum  ad  valorem,  and  on  all  articles  manufactured, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  not  provided  for  in  this  section,  a  duty 
of  15  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

386.  That  each  and  every  imported  article,  not  enumer- 
ated in  this  section,  which  is  similar,  either  in  material, 
quality,  texture,  or  the  use  to  which  it  may  be  applied,  to 
any  article  enumerated  in  this  section  as  chargeable  with 
duty,  shall  pay  the  same  rate  of  duty  which  is  levied  on 
the  enumerated  article  which  it  most  resembles  in  any  of 
the  particulars  before  mentioned;  and  if  any  nonenumer- 
ated  article  equally  resembles  two  or  more  enumerated 
articles  on  which  different  rates  of  duty  are  chargeable, 
there  shall  be  levied  on  such  nonenumerated  article  the 
same  rate  of  duty  as  is  chargeable  on  the  article  which  it 
resembles  paying  the  highest  rate  of  duty;  and  on  articles 
not  enumerated,  manufactured  of  two  or  more  materials, 
the  duty  shall  be  assessed  at  the  highest  rate  at  which  the 
same  would  be  chargeable  if  composed  wholly  of  the 
component  material  thereof  of  chief  value;  and  the  words 
"component  material  of  chief  value,"  wherever  used  in 
this  section,  shall  be  held  to  mean  that  component  material 
which  shall  exceed  in  value  any  other  single  component 
material  of  the  article;  and  the  value  of  each  component 
material  shall  be  determined  by  the  ascertained  value  of 
such  material  in  its  condition  as  found  in  the  article.  If 
two  or  more  rates  of  duty  shall  be  applicable  to  any  im- 
ported article,  it  shall  pay  duty  at  the  highest  of  such 
rates. 
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That  on  and  after  the  day  following  the  passage  of  this 
Act,  except  as  otherwise  specially  provided  for  in  this  Act, 
the  articles  mentioned  in  the  following  paragraphs  shall, 
when  imported  into  the  United  States  or  into  any  of  its 
possessions  (except  the  Philippine  Islands  and  the  islands 
of  Guam  and  Tutuila),  be  exempt  from  duty: 

387.  Acids:  Acetic  or  pyroligneous,  arsenic  or  arsenious, 
carbolic,  chromic,  fluoric,  hydrofluoric,  hydrochloric  or 
muriatic,  nitric,  phosphoric,  phthalic,  prussic,  silicic,  sul- 
phuric or  oil  of  vitriol,  and  valerianic. 

388.  Aconite. 

389.  Acorns,  raw,  dried#or  undrled,  but  unground.

sculptures  or  statuary,  including  not  more  than  two  repli- 
cas or  reproductions  of  the  same;  but  the  terms  "sculp- 
ture" and  "statuary"  as  used  in  this  paragraph  shall  be 
understood  to  include  professional  productions  of  sculp- 
tors only,  whether  in  round  or  in  relief,  in  bronze,  marble,

importation:  Provided,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
may,  in  his  discretion,  extend  such  period  for  a  further 
term  of  six  months  in  cases  where  application  therefor 
shall  be  made. 

654.  Works  of  art,  collections  in  Illustration  of  the 
progress  of  the  arts,  sciences,  agriculture,  or  manufactures, 
photographs,  works  in  terra  cotta,  parian,  pottery,  or 
porcelain,  antiquities  and  artistic  copies  thereof  in  metal 
or  other  material,  Imported  in  good  faith  for  exhibition  at 
a  fixed  place  by  any  State  or  by  any  society  or  institution 
established  for  the  encouragement  of  the  arts,  science,, 
agriculture,  or  education,  or  for  a  municipal  corporation, 
and  all  like  articles  imported  in  good  faith  by  any  society 
or  association,  or  for  a  municipal  corporation,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  erecting  a  public  monument,  and  not  intended  for 
sale  nor  for  any  other  purpose  than  herein  expressed;  but 
bond  shall  be  given  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  prescribe,  for  the  payment 
of  lawful  duties  which  may  accrue  should  any  of  the 
articles  aforesaid  be  sold,  transferred,  or  used  contrary  to 
this  provision,  and  such  articles  shall  be  subject,  at  any 
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time,  to  examination  and  inspection  by  tne  proper  officers 
oi  the  customs:  Provided,  That  the  privileges  of  this  anil 
the  preceding  paragraph  shall  not  fee  allowed  to  associa1 
tions  or  corporations  engaged  in  or  connected  with  busi- 
ness of  a  private  or  commercial  character.

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Section  II. 

A.  Subdivision  1.  That  there  shall  be  levied,  assessed, 
collected  and  paid  annually  upon  the  entire  net  income 
arising  or  accruing;  from  all  sources  in  the  preceding 
calendar  year  to  every  citizen  of  the  United  States, 
whether  residing  at  home  or  abroad,  and  to  every  person 
residing  in  the  United  States,  though  not  a  citizen  thereof, 
a  tax  of  1  per  centum  per  annum  upon  such  income,  except 
as  hereinafter  provided;  and  a  like  tax  shall  be  assessed, 
levied,  collected,  and  paid  annually  upon  the  entire  net  in- 
come from  all  property  owned  and  of  every  business,  trade, 
or  profession  carried  on  in  the  United  States  by  persons 
residing  elsewhere. 

Subdivision  2.  In  addition  to  the  income  tax  provided 
under  this  section  (herein  referred  to  as  the  normal  in- 
come tax)  there  shall  be  levied,  assessed,  and  collected 
upon  the  net  income  of  every  individual  an  additional 
income  tax  (herein  referred  to  as  the  additional  tax)  of 
1  per  centum  per  annum  upon  the  amount  by  which 
the  total  net  income  exceeds  $20,000  and  does  not  ex- 
ceed $60,000,  and  2  per  centum  per  annum  upon  the 
amount  by  which  the  total  net  income  exceeds  $50,000 
and  does  not  exceed  $75,000,  3  per  centum  per  annum 
upon  the  amount  by  which  the  total  net  inoome  exceeds 
$75,000  and  does  not  exceed  $100,000,  4  per  centum  per 
annum  upon  the  amount  by  which  the  total  net  income 
exceeds  $100,000  and  does  not  exceed  $250,000,  5  per 
centum  per  annum  upon  the  amount  by  which  the  total 
net  income  exceeds  $250,000  and  does  not  exceed  $500,- 
000,  and  6  per  centum  per  annum  upon  the  amount  by 
which  the  total  net  income  exceeds  $500,000.  All  the 
provisions  of  this  section  relating  to  individuals  who 
are  to  be  chargeable  with  the  normal  income  tax,  so 
far  as  they  are  applicable  and  are  not  inconsistent  with 
this  subdivision  of  paragraph  A,  shall  apply  to  the  levy, 
assessment,  and  collection  of  the  additional  tax  imposed 
under  this  section.  Every  person  subject  to  this  additional 
tax  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  its  assessment  and  collection, 
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make  a  personal  return  of  his  total  net  income  from  all 
sources,  corporate  or  otherwise,  for  the  preceding  calendar 
year,  under  rules  and  regulations  to  be  prescribed  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  and  approved  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  For  the  purpose  of  this  addi- 
tional tax  the  taxable  income  of  any  individual  shall  em- 
brace the  share  to  which  he  would  be  entitled  of  the  gains 
and  profits,  if  divided  or  distributed,  whether  divided  or 
distributed  or  not,  of  all  corporations,  joint-stock  com- 
panies, or  associations  however  created  or  organized, 
formed  or  fraudulently  availed  of  for  the  purpose  of  pre- 
venting the  imposition  of  such  tax  through  the  medium 
of  permitting  such  gains  and  profits  to  accumulate  in- 
stead of  being  divided  or  distributed;  and  the  fact  that 
any  such  corporation,  joint-stock  company,  or  association, 
is  a  mere  holding  company,  or  that  the  gains  and  profits 
are  permitted  to  accumulate  beyond  the  reasonable  needs 
of  the  business  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  a  fraud- 
ulent purpose  to  escape  such  tax;  but  the  fact  that  the 
gains  and  profits  are  in  any  case  permitted  to  accumulate 
and  become  surplus  shall  not  be  construed  as  evidence  of 
a  purpose  to  escape  the  said  tax  in  such  case  unless  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Treasury  shall  certify  that  in  his  opinion  such 
accumulation  is  unreasonable  for  the  purposes  of  the 
business.  When  requested  by  the  Commissioner  of  In- 
ternal Revenue,  or  any  district  collector  of  internal  rev- 
enue, such  corporation,  joint-stock  company,  or  associ- 
ation shall  forward  to  him  a  correct  statement  of  such 
profits  and  the  names  of  the  individuals  who  would  be 
entitled  to  the  same  if  distributed. 

B.  That,  subject  only  to  such  exemptions  and  deductions 
as  are  hereinafter  allowed,  the  net  income  of  a  taxable 
person  shall  include  gains,  profits,  and  income  derived 
from  salaries,  wages,  or  compensation  for  personal  service 
of  whatever  kind  and  in  whatever  form  paid,  or  from  pro- 
fessions, vocations,  businesses,  trade,  commerce,  or  sales, 
or  dealings  in  property,  whether  real  or  personal,  growing 
out  of  the  ownership  or  use  of  or  interest  in  real  or  per- 
sonal property,  also  from  interest,  rent,  dividends,  securi- 
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ties,  or  the  transaction  of  any  lawful  business  carried  on 
for  gain  or  profit,  or  gains  or  profits  and  income  derived 
from  any  source  whatever,  including  the  income  from  hut 
not  the  value  of  property  acquired  hy  gift,  bequest,  devise, 
or  deseent:  Provided,  That  the  proceeds  of  life  insurance 
policies  paid  upon  the  death  of  the  person  insured  or  pay- 
ments made  by  or  credited  to  the  insured,  on  life  insurance, 
endowment,  or  annuity  contracts,  upon  the  return  thereof 
to  the  insured  at  the  maturity  of  the  term  mentioned  in  the 
contract,  or  upon  surrender  of  contract,  shall  not  be  in- 
cluded as  income. 

That  in  computing  net  income  for  the  purpose  of  the 
normal  tax  there  shall  be  allowed  as  deductions:  First, 
the  necessary  expenses  actually  paid  in  carrying  on  any 
business,  not  including  personal,  living,  or  family  ex- 
penses; second,  all  interest  paid  within  the  year  by  a 
taxable  person  on  indebtedness;  third,  all  national,  State, 
county,  school,  and  municipal  taxes  paid  within  the  year, 
not  including  those  assessed  against  local  benefits;  fourth, 
losses  actually  sustained  during  the  year,  incurred  in 
trade  or  arising  from  fires,  storms,  or  shipwreck,  and  not 
compensated  for  by  insurance  or  otherwise;  fifth,  debts  due 
to  the  taxpayer  actually  ascertained  to  be  worthless  and 
charged  off  within  the  year;  sixth,  a  reasonable  allowance 
for  the  exhaustion,  wear  and  tear  of  property  arising  out 
of  its  use  or  employment  in  the  business,  not  to  exceed, 
in  the  case  of  mines,  5  per  centum  of  the  gross  value  at 
the  mine  of  the  output  for  the  year  for  which  the  cpmpu- 
tation  is  made,  but  no  deduction  shall  be  made  for  any 
amount  of  expense  of  restoring  property  or  making  good 
the  exhaustion  thereof  for  which  an  allowance  is  or  has 
been  made:  Provided,  That  no  deduction  shall  be  allowed 
for  any  amount  paid  out  for  new  buildings,  permanent 
improvements,  or  betterments,  made  to  increase  the  value 
of  any  property  or  estate;  seventh,  the  amount  received 
as  dividends  upon  the  stock  or  from  the  net  earnings  of 
any  corporation,  joint  stock  company,  association,  or  in- 
surance company  which  is  taxable  upon  Its  net  income  as 
hereinafter  provided;   eighth,  the  amount  of  income,  the 
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tax  upon  which  has  been  paid  or  withheld  for  payment  at 
the  source  of  the  Income,  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  provided  that  whenever  the  tax  upon  the  Income 
of  a  person  is  required  to  be  withheld  and  paid  at  the 
source  as  hereinafter  required,  if  such  annual  income  does 
not  exceed  the  sum  of  $3,000  or  is  not  fixed  or  certain,  or 
is  indefinite,  or  irregular  as  to  amount  or  time  of  accrual, 
the  same  shall  not  be  deducted  in  the  personal  return  of 
such  person. 

The  net  income  from  property  OWned  and  business 
carried  on  in  the  United  States  by  persons  residing  else- 
where shall  be  computed  upon  the  basis  prescribed  in  this 
paragraph  and  that  part  of  paragraph  G  of  this  section 
relating  to  the  computation  of  the  net  income  of  corpora- 
tions, Joint-stock  and  insurance  companies,  organised,  cre- 
ated, or  existing  under  the  laws  of  foreign  countries,  In 
so  far  as  applicable. 

That  in  Computing  net  income  under  this  Section  there 
shall  be  excluded  the  interest  upon  the  Obligations  of  a 
State  or  any  political  subdivision  thereof,  and  upon  the 
obligations  Of  the  United  States  or  its  possessions;  also 
the  compensation  of  the  present  President  of  the  United 
States  during  the  term  for  which  he  has  been  elected,  and 
of  the  Judges  Of  the  supreme  and  inferior  Courts  of  the 
United  States  now  in  office,  and  the  compensation  of  all 
officers  and  employees  of  a  State  or  any  political  subdi- 
vision thereof  except  when  such  compensation  Is  paid  by 
the  United  States  Government.

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D.  The  said  tax  shall  he  computed  upon  the  remainder 
pf  sal$  net  income  of  each  person  subject  thereto,  aeeru- 
ing  guring  each  ©receding  calendar  year  ending  Beeember 
thirty-first:  Provided,  however,  That  for  the  year  ending 
December  thirty-first^  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen,  said 
tax  shall  be,  computed  on  the  net  income  accruing  from 
March  first  to  December  thirty-first,  nineteen  hundred  and 
fjiirteen,  both  dates  inclusive,  after  deducting  five-sixths 
only  of  the  specific  exemptions  and  deductions  herein 
provided  for.

tion which  apply  to  individuals:  Provided.  That  a  return 
made  by  one  of  two  or  more  joint  guardja^ns,  trustees,  ex§c- 
u£prs,  administrators^  agents,  receivers  and  conservators^ 
or  other  persons  acting  iii  a  flduciary  capacity,  fijed  in  the 
district  where  such  person  resides,  or  in  the  district  where 
the  will  or  other  instrument  under  which  he  acts  is 
recorded,  under  such  regulations  as  th,e  Secretary  of  the

separate  and  distinct,  of  the  portion  of  the  income  of  each 
person  from  which  the  normal  tax  has  been  thus  withheld, 
and  containing  also  the  name  and  address  of  such  person 
or  stating  that  the  name  and  address  or  the  address,  as 
the  case  may  be,  are  unknown:  Provided,  That  the  pro- 
vision requiring  the  normal  tax  of  individuals  to  be  with- 
held at  the  source  of  the  income  shall  not  be  construed

if  the  same  were  divided,  whether  divided  or  otherwise, 
shall  be  returned  for  taxation  and  the  tax  paid,  under  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  and  any  such  firm,  when  re- 
quested by  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  or  any 
district  collector,  shall  forward  to  him  a  correct  statement 
of  such  profits  and  the  names  of  the  individuals  who  would 
be  entitled  to  the  same,  if  distributed:  Provided  further, 
That  persons  liable  for  the  normal  income  tax  only,  on 
their  own  account  or  in  behalf  of  another,  shall  not  be 
required  to  make  return  of  the  income  derived  from  divi- 
dends on  the  capital  stock  or  from  the  net  earnings  of 
corporations,  joint-stock  companies  or  associations,  and 
insurance  companies  taxable  upon  their  net  income  as 
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hereinafter  provided.  Any  person  for  whom  return  has 
been  made  and  the  tax  paid,  or  to  be  paid  as  aforesaid, 
shall  not  be  required  to  make  a  return  unless  such  person 
has  other  net  income,  but  only  one  deduction  of  $3,000 
shall  be  made  in  the  case  of  any  such  person.  The  col- 
lector or  deputy  collector  shall  require  every  list  to  be 
verified  by  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  the  party  rendering 
it.  If  the  collector  or  deputy  collector  have  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  the  amount  of  any  income  returned  is  under- 
stated, he  shall  give  due  notice  to  the  person  making  the 
return  to  show  cause  why  the  amount  of  the  return  should 
not  be  increased,  and  upon  proof  of  the  amount  under- 
stated may  increase  the  same  accordingly.  If  dissatisfied 
with  the  decision  of  the  collector,  such  person  may  submit 
the  case,  with  all  the  papers,  to  the  Commissioner  of  In- 
ternal Revenue  for  his  decision,  and  may  furnish  sworn 
testimony  of  witnesses  to  prove  any  relevant  facts. 

E.  That  all  assessments  shall  be  made  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Internal  Revenue  and  all  persons  shall  be  noti- 
fied of  the  amount  for  which  they  are  respectively  liable 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June  of  each  successive  year, 
and  said  assessments  shall  be  paid  on  or  before  the 
thirtieth  day  of  June,  except  in  cases  of  refusal  or  neglect 
to  make  such  return  and  in  cases  of  false  or  fraudulent 
returns,  in  which  cases  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Rev. 
enue  shall,  Upon  the  discovery  thereof,  at  any  time  within 
three  years  after  said  return  is  due,  make  a  return  upon 
information  obtained  as  provided  for  in  this  section  or  by 
existing  law,  and  the  assessment  made  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Internal  Revenue  thereon  shall  be  paid  by  such 
person  or  persons  immediately  upon  notification  of  the 
amount  of  such  assessment;  and  to  any  sum  or  sums  due 
and  unpaid  after  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  in  any  year, 
and  for  ten  days  after  notice  and  demand  thereof  by  the 
collector,  there  shall  be  added  the  sum  of  5  per  centum  on 
the  amount  of  tax  unpaid,  and  Interest  at  the  rate  of  1 
per  centum  per  month  upon  said  tax  from  the  time  the 
same  became  due,  except  from  the  estates  of  insane,  de- 
ceased, or  insolvent  persons. 
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All  persons,  firms,  copartilergnips,  cofhiJktties1,  fc&fJjbfS- 
tidhs,  Joint-stock  coiripkhie'g  df  ks'sociatib'hs,  and  littsur&iicS 
companies,  In  whatever  capacity  actiiig,  iHcludlhg  ies^ftl 
of  mortgagors  6t  real  or  persbnal  profcertjf,  trtl§te'e'S  dctittS 
in  any  trust  capacity,  executors,  administfaiSfS,  kgettts; 
receivers,  cdnservators,  Employers,  and  all  bftcefs  Und  e*ffl: 
plbyees  of  the  TJhited  States  hdfing  the  cbtitrdl,  receipt, 
custody,  disposal,  or  payment  df  Interest,  reiit,  §klkries\ 
wages,  pre'miums,  annuities,  cbmtfehiktidii,  fSmuhefaiibii, 
emoluments,  or  other  fixed  of  detefinihafcle  ktiniial  Skiiik, 
promts,  and  income  of  another  person,  exceeding  |3,l)6() 
for  any  taxable  year,  other  than  divideiidS  bn  capital  Stock, 
br  from  tiie  net  earnings  of  cofpofatibris  and  Jbiht:stbc£ 
companies  of  association's  subject  to  like  tax,  who  are 
required  to  make  and  fender  a  retiirri  in  behalf  of  another, 
as  provided  herein,  to  the  collector  -of  his,  iter,  of  iii 
district,  are  hereby  authorized  aha  fequifed  to  deduct  aiift 
withhold  frbm  such  annual  gains,  t>fdfiis,  arid  ihcbm'e  s*tich 
Stirii  d&  wili  be"  sufficient  to  i>ay  tiie  iiofihai  tkx  imposed 
thefebntft  this  section,  and  Shall  pajf  to  tiie  officer  bi  tiie' 
tfhited  states  tjoyerhnierii  au^horiied  tb'  receive  tnb  same;

for  tne*  purpose  of  obtaining  any  allowance  of  reduction  fiy 
farttie  bt  a  claim  fof  such  exemption,  either  for  himself 
dr  fbr  any  Stner  person,  kriowirigly  makes  any  false  state- 
ment Bf  false  of  fraudulent  representation,  he  shall  be 
li&Dli  to  I  penalty  of  $&}&*;  nor  shall  ahjf  person  under  tne 
foregoing  conditions  be  allowed  tiie  Benefit  of  any  dediic- 
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tion  provided  {or  in  subsection  £  of  this  section  unless  he 
stall,  not  legs  thaxx  thirty  days  prior  to  the  day  011  which 
the  return  of  his  income  is  due,  either  file  with  the  person 
who  is  required  to  withhold  and  pay  tax  for  him  a  true  and 
correct  return  of  his  annual  gains,  profits,  and  income 
from  all  other  sources,  and  also  the  deductions  asked  for, 
and  the  showing  thus  made  shall  then  become  a  part  of 
the  return  to  be  made  in  his  behalf  by  the  person  re- 
quired to  withhold  and  pay  the  tax,  or  likewise  make 
application  for  deductions  to  the  collector  of  the  district 
in  which  return  is  made  or  to  be  made  for  him;  Provided 
further,  That  if  such  person  is  a  minor  or  an  insane  person, 
or  is  absent  from  the  United  States,  or  is  unable  owing 
to  serious  illness  to  make  the  return  and  application  above 
provided  for,  the  return  and  application  may  be  made 
for  him  or  her  by  the  person  required  to  withhold  and  pay 
the  tax,  he  making  oath  under  the  penalties  of  this  Act 
that  he  has  sufficient  knowledge  of  the  affairs  and  property 

of  his  beneficiary  to  enable  him  to  make  a  full  and  com- 
plete return  for  him  or  her,  and  that  the  return  and  appli- 
cation made  by  him  are  full  and  complete:  Provided 
further,  That  the  amount  of  the  normal  tax  hereinbefore 
imposed  shall  be  deducted  and  withheld  from  fixed  and 
determinable  annual  gains,  profits,  and  income  derived 
from  interest  upon  bonds  and  mortgages,  or  deeds  of  trust 
or  other  similar  obligations  of  corporations,  joint-stock 
companies  or  associations,  and  insurance  companies* 
whether  payable  annually  or  at  shorter  or  longer  periods* 
although  such  interest  does  not  amount  to  ?3,Q00,  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  this  section  requiring  the  tax  to  be 
withheld  at  the  source  and  deducted  from  annual  income 
and  paid  to  the  Government;  and  likewise  the  amount  of 
such  tax  shall  be  deducted  and  withheld  from  coupons* 
checks,  or  bills  of  exchange  for  or  in  payment  of  interest 
upon  bonds  of  foreign  countries  and  upon  foreign  mort- 
gages or  like  obligations  (not  payable  in  the  United 
States),  and  also  from  coupons,  checks,  or  bills  of  ex- 
change for  or  in  payment  of  any  dividends  upon  the  stock 
or  interest  upon  the  obligations  of  foreign  corporations, 
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associations,  and  insurance  companies  engaged  in  business 
in  foreign  countries;  and  the  tax  in  each  case  shall  be 
withheld  and  deducted  for  and  in  behalf  of  any  person 
subject  to  the  tax  hereinbefore  imposed,  although  such 
interest,  dividends,  or  other  compensation  does  not  exceed 
$3,000,  by  any  banker  or  person  who  shall  sell  or  otherwise 
realize  coupons,  checks,  or  bills  of  exchange  drawn  or 
made  in  payment  of  any  such  interest  or  dividends  (not 
payable  in  the  United  States),  and  any  person  who  shall 
obtain  payment  (not  in  the  United  States),  in  behalf  of 
another  of  such  dividends  and  interest  by  means  of  cou- 
pons, checks,  or  bills  of  exchange,  and  also  any  dealer  in 
such  coupons  who  shall  purchase  the  same  for  any  such 
dividends  or  interest  (not  payable  in  the  United  States), 
otherwise  than  from  a  banker  or  another  dealer  in  such 
coupons;  but  in  each  case  the  benefit  of  the  exemption 
and  the  deduction  allowable  under  this  section  may  be 
had  by  complying  with  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this 
paragraph. 

All  persons,  firms,  or  corporations  undertaking  as  a 
matter  of  business  or  for  profit  the  collection  of  foreign 
payments  of  such  interest  or  dividends  by  means  of  cou- 
pons, checks,  or  bills  of  exchange  shall  obtain  a  license 
from  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  and  shall  be 
subject  to  such  regulations  enabling  the  Government  to 
ascertain  and  verify  the  due  withholding  and  payment  of 
the  income  tax  required  to  be  withheld  and  paid  as  the 
Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  shall  prescribe;  and  any 
person  who  shall  knowingly  undertake  to  collect  such  pay- 
ments as  aforesaid  without  having  obtained  a  license  there- 
for, or  without  complying  with  such  regulations,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  for  each  offense  be 
fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  $5,000,  or  imprisoned  for  a 
term  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  court. 

Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  release  a 
taxable  person  from  liability  for  income  tax,  nor  shall  any 
contract  entered  into  after  this  Act  takes  effect  be  valid 
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in  regard  to  any  Federal  income  tax  inlposed  upon  a 
person  liable  to  such  payment. 

The  tax  herein  imposed  upon  annual  gains,  profits,  and 
income  not  falling  under  the  foregoing  and  not  returned 
and  paid  by  virtue  of  the  foregoing  shall  be  assessed  by 
personal  return  under  rules  and  regulations  to  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  and 
approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  relating  to  the  deduction 
and  payment  of  the  tax  at  the  source  of  income  shall  only 
apply  to  the  normal  tax  hereinbefore  imposed  upon  indi- 
viduals. 

F.  That  if  any  person,  corporation,  joint-stock  company, 
association,  or  insurance  company  liable  to  make  the  re- 
turn or  pay  the  tax  aforesaid  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to 
make  a  return  at  the  time  or  times  hereinbefore  specified 
in  each  year,  such  person  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of 
not  less  than  $20  nor  more  than  $1,000.  Any  person  or 
any  officer  of  any  corporation  required  by  law  to  make, 
render,  sign,  or  verify  any  return  who  makes  any  false  or 
fraudulent  return  or  statement  with  intent  to  defeat  or 
evade  the  assessment  required  by  this  section  to  be  made* 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  fined  not 
exceeding  $2,000  or  be  imprisoned  not  exceeding  one  year, 
or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court,  with  the  costs  of 
prosecution. 

O.  (a)  That  the  normal  tax  hereinbefore  imposed  upon 
individuals  likewise  shall  be  levied,  assessed,  and  paid 
annually  upon  the  entire  net  income  arising  or  accruing 
from  all  sources  during  the  preceding  calendar  year  to 
every  corporation,  joint-stock  company  or  association,  and 
every  insurance  company,  organized  in  the  United  States, 
no  matter  how  created  or  organized,  not  including  partner, 
ships;  but  if  organized,  authorized,  or  existing  under  the 
laws  of  any  foreign  country,  then  upon  the  amount  of  net 
income  accruing  from  business  transacted  and  capital  in- 
vested within  the  United  States  during  such  year:  Pro- 
vided, however,  That  nothing  in  this  section  shall  apply 
to  labor,   agricultural,   or   horticultural  organizations,   or 
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provision  is  not  intended  to  confer  upon  such  person  or 
corporation  any  financial  gain  or  exemption  or  to  relieve 
such  person  or  corporation  from  the  payment  of  a  tax 
as  provided  for  in  this  section  upon  the  part  or  portion  of 
the  said  income  to  which  such  person  or  corporation  shall 
he  entitled  under  such  contract. 

(b)  Such  net  income  shall  be  ascertained  by  deducting 
from  the  gross  amount  of  the  income  of  such  corporation, 
joint-stock  company  or  association,  or  insurance  company, 
received  within  the  year  from  all  sources,  (first)  all  the 
ordinary  and  necessary  expenses  paid  within  the  year  in 
the  maintenance  and  operation  of  its  business  and  proper- 
ties, including  rentals  or  other  payments  required  to  be 
made  as  a  condition  to  the  continued  use  or  possession  of 
property;  (second)  all  losses  actually  sustained  within  the 
year  and  not  compensated  by  insurance  or  otherwise,  in- 
cluding a  reasonable  allowance  for  depreciation  by  use, 
wear  and  tear  of  property,  if  any;  and  in  the  case  of  mines 
a  reasonable  allowance  for  depletion  of  ores  and  all 
other  natural  deposits,  not  to  exceed  5  per  centum  of  the 
gross  value  at  the  mine  of  the  output  for  the  year  for 
which  the  computation  is  made;  and  in  case  of  insurance 
companies  the  net  addition,  if  any,  required  by  law  to  be 
made  within  the  year  to  reserve  funds  and  the  sums 
other  than  dividends  paid  within  the  year  on  policy  and 
annuity  contracts:  Provided,  That  mutual  fire  insurance 
companies  requiring  their  members  to  make  premium  de- 
posits to  provide  for  losses  and  expenses  shall  not  return 
as  income  any  portion  of  the  premium  deposits  returned 
to  their  policyholders,  but  shall  return  as  taxable  income 
all  lnoome  received  by  them  from  all  other  sources  plus 
suoh  portions  of  the  premium  deposits  as  are  retained  by  the 
companies  for  purpose*  other  than  the  payment  of  losses 
and  expenses  and  reinsurance  reserves:  Provided  further, 
That  mutual  marine  insurance  companies  shall  include  in 
their  return  of  gross  inoome  gross  premiums  collected  and 
received  by  them  less  amounts  paid  for  reinsurance,  but 
shall  be  entitled  to  include  in  deductions  from  gross  income 
Amounts  repaid  to  policyholders  on  account  of  premiums 
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to  mutual  savings  banks  not  having  a  capital  stock  repre- 
sented by  shares,  or  to  fraternal  beneficiary  societies, 
orders,  or  associations  operating  under  the  lodge  system 
or  for  the  exclusive  benefit  of  the  members  of  a  fraternity 
Itself  operating  under  the  lodge  system,  and  providing  for 
the  payment  of  life,  sick,  accident,  and  other  benefits,  to 
the  members  of  such  societies,  orders,  or  associations  and 
dependents  of  such  members,  nor  to  domestic  building 
and  loan  associations,  nor  to  cemetery  companies,  organ- 
ised and  operated  exclusively  for  the  mutual  benefit  of 
their  members,  nor  to  any  corporation  or  association  or- 
ganized and  operated  exclusively  for  religious,  charitable, 
scientific,  or  educational  purposes,  no  part  of  the  net  in- 
come of  which  inures  to  the  benefit  of  .any  private  stock- 
holder or  individual,  nor  to  business  leagues,  nor  to  cham* 
bers  of  commerce  or  boards  of  trade,  not  organised  for 
profit  or  no  part  of  the  net  income  of  which  inures  to  the 
benefit  of  the  private  stockholder  or  individual;  nor  to  any 
etrte  league  or  organisation  not  organized  for  profit,  but 
operated  exclusively  for  the  promotion  of  social  welfare; 
Provided  further,  That  there  shall  not  be  taxed  under  tfeif 
section  any  income  derived  from  any  pubUe  utility  or 
from  the  exercise  of  any  essential  governmental  function 
accruing  to  any  State,  Territory,  or  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia, or  any  political  subdivision  of  a  State,  Territory,  or 
the  District  of  Columbia,  nor  any  income  accruing  to  the 
government  of  the  Philippine  Islands  or  Porto  Rico,  or  of 
any  political  subdivision  of  the  Philippine  Islands  or  Porto 
Rico:  Provided,  That  whenever  any  State,  Territory,  or 
the  District  of  Columbia,  or  any  political  subdivision  of  a 
State  or  Territory,  has,  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  Act, 
entered  in  good  faith  into  a  contract  with  any  person  or 
corporation,  the  object  and  purpose  of  which  is  to  acquire, 
construct,  operate  or  maintain  a  public  utility,  no  tax 
shall  be  levied  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  upon  the 
income  derived  from  the  operation  of  such  public  utility, 
so  far  as  the  payment  thereof  will  impose  a  loss  or  burden 
upon  such  State,  Territory,  or  the  District  of  Columbia*  or 
a  political  subdivision  of  a  State  or  Territory;  but  this 
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provision  is  not  intended  to  confer  upon  such  person  or 
corporation  any  financial  gain  or  exemption  or  to  relieve 
such  person  or  corporation  from  the  payment  of  a  tax 
as  provided  for  in  this  section  upon  the  part  or  portion  of 
the  said  income  to  which  such  person  or  corporation  shall 
he  entitled  under  such  contract. 

(b)  Such  net  income  shall  be  ascertained  by  deducting 
from  the  gross  amount  of  the  income  of  such  corporation, 
joint-stock  company  or  association,  or  insurance  company, 
received  within  the  year  from  all  sources,  (first)  all  the 
ordinary  and  necessary  expenses  paid  within  the  year  in 
the  maintenance  and  operation  of  its  business  and  proper- 
ties, including  rentals  or  other  payments  required  to  be 
made  as  a  condition  to  the  continued  use  or  possession  of 
property;  (second)  all  losses  actually  sustained  within  the 
year  and  not  compensated  by  insurance  or  otherwise,  in. 
eluding  a  reasonable  allowance  for  depreciation  by  use, 
wear  and  tear  of  property,  if  any;  and  in  the  case  of  mines 
a  reasonable  allowance  for  depletion  of  ores  and  all 
other  natural  deposits,  not  to  exceed  5  per  centum  of  the 
gross  value  at  the  mine  of  the  output  for  the  year  for 
which  the  computation  is  made;  and  in  case  of  insurance 
companies  the  net  addition,  if  any,  required  by  law  to  be 
made  within  the  year  to  reserve  funds  and  the  sums 
other  than  dividends  paid  within  the  year  on  policy  and 
annuity  contracts:  Provided,  That  mutual  fire  insurance 
companies  requiring  their  members  to  make  premium  de- 
posits to  provide  for  losses  and  expenses  shall  not  return 
as  income  any  portion  of  the  premium  deposits  returned 
to  their  policyholders,  but  shall  return  as  taxable  income 
all  income  received  by  them  from  all  other  sources  plus 
suoh  portions  of  the  premium  deposits  as  are  retained  by  the 
companies  for  purposes  other  than  the  payment  of  losses 
and  expenses  and  reinsurance  reserves:  Provided  further, 
Thai  mutual  marine  insurance  companies  shall  include  in 
their  return  of  gross  inoome  gross  premiums  collected  and 
received  by  them  less  amounts  paid  for  reinsurance,  but 
shall  be  entitled  to  include  in  deductions  from  gross  income 
amounts  repaid  to  policyholders  on  account  of  premiums 
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previously  paid  by  them  and  interest  paid  upon  such 
amounts  between  the  ascertainment  thereof  and  the  pay- 
ment thereof  and  life  insurance  companies  shall  not  in- 
clude as  income  in  any  year  such  portion  of  any  actual 
premium  received  from  any  individual  policyholder  as 
shall  have  been  paid  back  or  credited  to  such  individual 
policyholder,  or  treated  as  an  abatement  of  premium  of 
such  individual  policyholder,  within  such  year;  (third) 
the  amount  of  interest  accrued  and  paid  within  the  year 
on  its  indebtedness  to  an  amount  of  such  indebtedness 
not  exceeding  one-half  of  the  sum  of  its  interest  bearing 
indebtedness  and  its  paid-up  capital  stock  outstanding  at 
the  close  of  the  year,  or  if  no  capital  stock,  the  amount  of 
interest  paid  within  the  year  on  an  amount  of  its  indebted- 
ness not  exceeding  the  amount  of  capital  employed  in  the 
business  at  the  close  of  the  year:  Provided,  That  in  case 
of  indebtedness  wholly  secured  by  collateral  the  subject 
of  sale  in  ordinary  business  of  such  corporation,  joint- 
stock  company,  or  association,  the  total  interest  secured 
and  paid  by  such  company,  corporation,  or  association 
within  the  year  on  any  such  indebtedness  may  be  deducted 
as  a  part  of  its  expense  of  doing  business:  Provided 
further,  That  in  the  case  of  bonds  or  other  indebtedness, 
which  have  been  issued  with  a  guaranty  that  the  interest 
payable  thereon  shall  be  free  from  taxation,  no  deduction 
for  the  payment  of  the  tax  herein  imposed  shall  be 
allowed;  and  in  the  case  of  a  bank,  banking  association, 
loan,  or  trust  company,  interest  paid  within  the  year  on 
deposits  or  on  moneys  received  for  investment  and  secured 
by  interest-bearing  certificates  of  indebtedness  issued  by 
such  bank,  banking  association,  loan  or  trust  company; 
(fourth)  all  sums  paid  by  it  within  the  year  for  taxes 
imposed  under  the  authority  of  the  United  States  or  of  any 
State  or  Territory  thereof,  or  imposed  by  the  Government 
of  any  foreign  country:  Provided,  That  in  the  case  of  a 
corporation,  joint-stock  company  or  association,  or  insur- 
ance company,  organized,  authorized,  or  existing  under 
the  laws  of  any  foreign  country,  such  net  income  shall  be 
ascertained  by  deducting  from  the  gross  amount  of  its 
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income  accrued  within  the  year  from  business  transacted 
and  capital  invested  within  the  United  States,  (first)  all 
the  ordinary  and  necessary  expenses  actually  paid  within 
the  year  out  of  earnings  in  the  maintenance  and  operation 
of  its  business  and  property  within  the  United  States,  in- 
cluding rentals  or  other  payments  required  to  be  made  as 
a  condition  to  the  continued  use  or  possession  of  property; 
(second)  all  losses  actually  sustained  within  the  year  in 
business  conducted  by  it  within  the  United  States  and  not 
compensated  by  insurance  or  otherwise,  including  a  reason- 
able allowance  for  depreciation  by  use,  wear  and  tear  of 
property,  if  any,  and  in  the  case  of  mines  a  reasonable 
allowance  for  depletion  of  ores  and  all  other  natural  depos- 
its, not  to  exceed  5  per  centum  of  the  gross  value  at  the 
mine  of  the  output  for  the  year  for  which  the  computation 
is  made;  and  in  case  of  insurance  companies  the  net  addi- 
tion, if  any,  required  by  law  to  be  made  within  the  year 
to  reserve  funds  and  the  sums  other  than  dividends  paid 
within  the  year  on  policy  and  annuity  contracts  :  Provided 
further,  That  mutual  fire  insurance  companies  requiring 
their  members  to  make  premium  deposits  to  provide  for 
losses  and  expenses  shall  not  return  as  income  any  portion 
of  the  premium,  deposits  returned  to  their  policyholders, 
but  shall  return  as  taxable  income  all  income  received  by 
them  from  all  other  sources  plus  such  portions  of  the 
premium  deposits  as  are  retained  by  the  companies  for 
purposes  other  than  the  payment  of  losses  and  expenses 
and  reinsurance  reserves:  Provided  further,  That  mutual 
marine  insurance  companies  shall  include  in  their  return 
of  gross  income  gross  premiums  collected  and  received 
by  them  less  amounts  paid  for  reinsurance,  but  shall 
be  entitled  to  include  in  deductions  from  gross  income 
amounts  repaid  to  policyholders  on  account  of  premiums 
previously  paid  by  them,  and  interest  paid  upon  such 
amounts  between  the  ascertainment  thereof  and  the  pay- 
ment thereof  and  life  insurance  companies  shall  not  in- 
clude as  income  in  any  year  such  portion  of  any  actual 
premium  received  from  any  individual  policyholder  as 
•hall  have  been  paid  back  or  credited  to  such  individual 
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policyholder,  or  treated  as  an  abatement  of  premium  of 
such  Individual  policyholder,  within  such  year;  (third) 
the  amount  of  interest  accrued  and  paid  within  the  year 
on  its  indebtedness  to  an  amount  of  such  indebtedness 
not  exceeding  the  proportion  of  one-half  of  the  sum  of  its 
interest  bearing  indebtedness  and  its  paid-up  capital  stock 
outstanding  at  the  close  of  the  year,  or  if  no  capital  stock, 
the  capital  employed  in  the  business  at  the  close  of  the 
year  which  the  gross  amount  of  its  income  for  the  year 
from  business  transacted  and  capital  invested  within  the 
United  States  bears  to  the  gross  amount  of  its  income 
derived  from  all  sources  within  and  without  the  United 
States:  Provided,  That  in  the  case  of  bonds  or  other  in- 
debtedness which  have  been  issued  with  a  guaranty  that 
the  interest  payable  thereon  shall  be  free  from  taxation, 
no  deduction  for  the  payment  of  the  tax  herein  imposed 
shall  be  allowed;  (fourth)  all  sums  paid  by  it  within  the 
year  for  taxes  imposed  under  the  authority  of  the  United 
States  or  of  any  State  or  Territory  thereof  or  the  District 
of  Columbia.  In  the  case  of  assessment  insurance  com- 
panies, whether  domestic  or  foreign,  the  actual  deposit^  of 
sums  with  State  or  Territorial  officers,  pursuant  to  law, 
as  additions  to  guarantee  or  reserve  funds  shall  be  treated 
as  being  payments  required  by  law  to  reserve  funds. 

(c)  The  tax  herein  imposed  shall  be  computed  upon  its 
entire  net  income  accrued  within  each  preceding  calendar 
year  ending  December  thirty-first:  Provided,  however, 
That  for  the  year  ending  December  thirty-flrst,  nineteen 
hundred  and  thirteen,  said  tax  shall  be  imposed  upon  its 
entire  net  income  accrued  within  that  portion  of  said  year 
from  March  first  to  December  thirty-first,  both  dates  in- 
clusive, to  be  ascertained  by  taking  five-sixths  of  its  entire 
net  income  for  said  calendar  year:  Provided  further, 
That  any  corporation,  joint-stock  company  or  association, 
or  insurance  company  subject  to  this  tax  may  designate  the 
last  day  of  any  month  in  the  year  as  the  day  of  the  closing 
of  its  fiscal  year  and  shall  be  entitled  to  have  the  tax 
payable  by  it  computed  upon  the  basis  of  the  net  income 
ascertained  as  herein  provided  for  the  year  ending  on

the  day  so  designated  in  the  year  preceding  the  date  of 
assessment  instead  of  upon  the  basis  of  the  net  income 
for  the  calendar  year  preceding  the  date  of  assessment; 
and  it  shall  give  notice  of  the  day  it  has  thus  designated 
as  the  closing  of  its  fiscal  year  to  the  collector  of  the 
district  in  which  its  principal  business  office  is  located  at 
any  time  not  less  than  thirty  days  prior  to  the  date  upon 
Which  its  annual  return  Shall  be  filed.  All  corporations, 
joint-stock  companies  or  associations,  and  insurance  com- 
panies subject  to  the  tax  herein  imposed,  computing  taxes 
upon  the  income  of  the  calendar  year,  shall,  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  March,  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  and 
the  first  day  of  March  in  each  year  thereafter,  and  all 
corporations,  joint-stock  companies  or  associations,  and 
insurance  companies,  computing  taxes  upon  the  income 
of  a  fiscal  year  which  it  may  designate  in  the  manner 
hereinbefore  provided,  shall  render  a  like  return  within 
sixty  days  after  the  close  of  its  said  fiscal  year,  and  within 
sixty  days  after  the  close  of  its  fiscal  year  in  each  year 
thereafter,  or  in  the  case  of  a  corporation,  joint-stock  com* 
pany  or  association,  or  insurance  company,  organized  or 
existing  under  the  laws  of  a  foreign  country,  in  the  place 
Where  its  principal  business  is  located  within  the  United 
States,  in  such  form  as  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Rev- 
enue, with  the  approval  of  tho  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
shall  prescribe,  shall  render  a  true  and  accurate  return 
under  oath  or  affirmation  of  its  president,  vice-president, 
or  other  principal  officer,  and  its  treasurer  or  assistant 
treasurer,  to  the  collector  of  internal  revenue  for  the  dis- 
trict in  which  it  has  its  principal  place  of  business,  setting 
forth  (first)  the  total  amount  of  its  paid-up  capital  stock 
outstanding*  or  if  no  capital  stock,  its  capital  employed  in 
business,  at  the  close  of  the  year;  (second)  the  total 
amount  of  its  bonded  and  other  indebtedness  at  the  close 
of  the  year;  (third)  the  gross  amount  of  its  income,  re- 
ceived during  such  year  from  all  sources,  and  if  organized 
under  the  laws  of  a  foreign  country  the  gross  amount  of  its 
income  received  within  the  year  from  business  transacted 
add  capital  Invested  within  the  United  states;   (fourth) 
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the  total  amount  of  all  its  ordinary  and  necessary  expenses 
paid  out  of  earnings  in  the  maintenance  and  operation  of 
the  business  and  properties  of  such  corporation,  Joint- 
stock  company  or  association,  or  insurance  company  within 
the  year,  stating  separately  all  rentals  or  other  payments 
required  to  be  made  as  a  condition  to  the  continued  use 
or  possession  of  property,  and  if  organized  under  the  laws 
of  a  foreign  country  the  amount  so  paid  in  the  mainten- 
ance and  operation  of  its  business  within  the  United 
States;  (fifth)  the  total  amount  of  all  losses  actually 
sustained  during  the  year  and  not  compensated  by  insur- 
ance or  otherwise,  stating  separately  any  amounts  allowed 
for  depreciation  of  property,  and  in  case  of  insurance  com- 
panies the  net  addition,  if  any,  required  by  law  to  be  made 
within  the  year  to  reserve  funds  and  the  sums  other  than 
dividends  paid  within  the  year  on  policy  and  annuity  con- 
tracts: Provided  further,  That  mutual  fire  insurance  com- 
panies requiring  their  members  to  make  premium  deposits 
to  provide  for  losses  and  expenses  shall  not  return  as  in- 
come any  portion  of  the  premium  deposits  returned  to 
their  policyholders,  but  shall  return  as  taxable  income  all 
income  received  by  them  from  all  other  sources  plus  such 
portions  of  the  premium  deposits  as  are  retained  by  the 
companies  for  purposes  other  than  the  payment  of  losses 
and  expenses  and  reinsurance  reserves:  Provided  further,

such  amounts  between  the  ascertainment  thereof  and  the 
payment  thereof  and  life  insurance  companies  shall  not 
include  as  income  in  any  year  such  portion  of  any  actual 
premium  received  from  any  individual  policyholder  as 
shall  have  been  paid  back  or  credited  to  such  individual 
policyholder,  or  treated  as  an  abatement  of  premium  of 
such  individual  policyholder,  within  such  year;  and  in  case 
Qt  a  corporation,  Joint-stock  company  or  association,  or 
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insurance  company,  organized  under  the  laws  of  a  foreign 
country,  all  losses  actually  sustained  by  it  during  the  year 
in  business  conducted  by  it  within  the  United  States,  not 
compensated  by  insurance  or  otherwise,  stating  separately 
any  amounts  allowed  for  depreciation  of  property,  and  in 
case  of  insurance  companies  the  net  addition,  if  any,  re- 
quired by  law  to  be  made  within  the  year  to  reserve  funds 
and  the  sums  other  than  dividends  paid  within  the  year 
on  policy  and  annuity  contracts:  Provided  further,  That 
mutual  fire  insurance  companies  requiring  their  members 
to  make  premium  deposits  to  provide  for  losses  and  ex- 
penses shall  not  return  as  income  any  portion  of  the 
premium  deposits  returned  to  their  policyholders,  but  shall 
return  as  taxable  income  all  income  received  by  them 
from  all  other  sources  plus  such  portions  of  the  premium 
deposits  as  are  retained  by  the  companies  for  purposes 
other  than  the  payment  of  losses  and  expenses  and  rein- 
surance reserves:  Provided  further,  That  mutual  marine 
insurance  companies  shall  include  in  their  return  of  gross 
income  gross  premiums  collected  and  received  by  them 
less  amounts  paid  for  reinsurance,  but  shall  be  entitled 
to  include  in  deductions  from  gross  income  amounts  re- 
paid to  policyholders  on  account  of  premiums  previously 
paid  by  them  and  interest  paid  upon  such  amounts  between 
the  ascertainment  thereof  and  the  payment  thereof  and 
life  insurance  companies  shall  not  include  as  income  in 
any  year  such  portion  of  any  actual  premium  received 
from  any  individual  policyholder  as  shall  have  been  paid 
back  or  credited  to  such  individual  policyholder,  or  treated 
as  an  abatement  of  premium  of  such  individual  policy, 
holder,  within  such  year;  (sixth)  the  amount  of  interest 
accrued  and  paid  within  the  year  on  its  bonded  or  other 
indebtedness  not  exceeding  one-half  of  the  sum  of  its 
interest  bearing  indebtedness  and  its  paid-up  capital  stock, 
outstanding  at  the  close  of  the  year,  or  if  no  capital  stock, 
the  amount  of  interest  paid  within  the  year  on  an  amount 
of  indebtedness  not  exceeding  the  amount  of  capital  em- 
ployed in  the  business  at  the  close  of  the  year,  and  in  the 
case  of  a  bank,  banking  association,  or  trust  company. 
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stating  separately  all  interest  paid  by  it  within  the  year 
an  deposits;  or  in  case  of  a  corporation,  joint-stock  com- 
pany or  association,  or  insurance  company,  organized 
under  the  lava  of  a  foreign  country,  interest  so  paid  on 
its  bonded  or  other  indebtedness,  to  an  amount  of  such 
banded  or  other  indebtedness  not  exceeding  the  proportion 
ol  Hi  paid-up  capital  stock  outstanding  at  the  close  of  the 
year,  er  if  no  capital  stock,  the  amount  of  capital  em- 
ployed in  the  buainesa  at  the  close  of  the  year,  which  the 
gross  amount  of  Ha  income  for  the  year  from  bpatoaes 
traq&&ete4  and  capital  invested  within  the  United  States 
bears  to  the  gross  amount  of  its  income  derived  fuem  all 
sources  within  and  without  the  United  States;  (seventh) 
the  amount  paid  by  it  within  the  year  for  taxes  imposed 
under  the  authority  of  the  United  States  and  separately  the 
amoral  so  paid  by  it  for  taxes  imposed  by  the  Government 
o£  anp  foreign  country;  (eighth)  the  net  income  of  such 
eerporattea,  Joint-stock  company  or  association,  or  insur- 
ance* company,  after  making  the  deductions  in  this  safe- 
section  authorised.  All  such  returns  shall  as  received  be 
transmitted  forthwith  by  tho  collector  to  the  Commissioner 
of  Internal  Revenue. 

All  a#sessmea£»  anal*  be  made  and  the  several  corpora, 
time*  Joint-stock  companies  or  associations,  and  insurance 
eanpftg*e*  shall  be  notified  ot  the  amount  for  which  they 
are  see&eetiffelar  Uabfe  on  or  before  the  fisst  day  of  June 
ej  eaafc  sueeeasive  year,  and  said  assessment  shall  be  paid 
en  or  before  tfce-  thirtieth  day  of  June:  Provided*  That 
every  ee*poMtian,  joint-stoefc  company  or  association,  and 
ImuGranoar  company,  computing  taxes  upon  the  income  of 
the-  fiscal  yeas  which  it  may  designate  in  the  manner  herein- 
befero  proxtted*  shall  pay  the  taxes  due  under  its  assess- 
ment witiMn  one  hundred  and  twenty  days  after  the  date 
upon  which  it  is  reejtirod  to  file  its  list  or  return  of  income 
for  aese&sj&en*;  exeept  in  eaees  of  refusal  or  neglect  to 
mafca  eueh  return,  and  in  eases  of  false  or  fraudulent 
return*  in-  which,  eases  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Rev- 
enue- shall*  u#an  the  discovery  thereof,  at  any  time  within 
three  years  after  said  return  is  due,  make  a  return,  upon 
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information  obtained  as  provided  for  in  this  section  or 
by  existing  law,  and  the  assessment  made  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  Internal  Revenue  thereon  shall  be  paid  by 
such  corporation,  joint-stock  company  or  association,  or 
fnsurance  company  immediately  upon  notification  Of  the 
amount  of  such  assessment;  and  to  any  sum  ot  sums  due 
and  unpaid  after  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  in  any  year,  or 
after  one  hundred  and  twenty  days  from  the  date  on  which 
the  return  of  income  is  required  to  be  made  by  the  tax- 
payer, and  after  ten  days  notice  and  demand  thereof  by 
the  Collector,  there  shall  be  added  the  sum  of  5  per  eentum 
on  the  amount  of  tax  unpaid  and  interest  at  the  rate  of  1 
per  centum  per  month  upon  said  tax  from  the  time  the 
same  becomes  due. 

(d)  When  the  assessment  shall  be  made,  as  provided  in 
this  section,  the  returns,  together  with  any  corrections 
thereof  which  may  have  been  made  by  the  commissioner, 
shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Commissioner  of  Internal 
Revenue  and  Shall  constitute  public  records  and  be  open 
to  inspection  as  Such:  Provided,  That  any  and  all  such 
returns  shall  be  open  to  inspection  only  upon  the  order  of 
the  President,  under  rules  and  regulations  to  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  and  approved 
by  the  President:  Provided  further,  That  the  proper 
officers  of  any  State  imposing  a  general  income  tax  may, 
upon  the  request  of  the  governor  thereof,  have  access  to 
said  returns  Or  to  an  abstract  thereof,  showing  the  name 
and  income  of  each  such  corporation,  joint  stock  company, 
association  or  insurance  company,  at  such  times  and  in 
such  manner  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  pre- 
scribe. 

If  any  of  the  corporations,  joint-stock  companies  or 
associations,  or  insurance  companies  aforesaid,  shall  refuse 
or  neglect  to  make  a  return  at  the  time  or  times  herein- 
before specified  in  each  year,  or  shall  render  a  false  or 
fraudulent  return,  such  corporation,  joint-stock  company 
or  association,  or  insurance  company  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  not  exceeding  $10,000. 

H.  That  the  word  "State"  or  "United  States"  when  used 
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in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  include  any  Territory, 
Alaska,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Porto  Rico,  and  the  Phil- 
ippine Islands,  when  such  construction  Is  necessary  to 
ca^ry  out  its  provisions. 

I.  That  sections  thirty-one  hundred  and  sixty-aeven, 
thirty-one  hundred  and  seventy-two,  thirty-one  hundred 
and  seventy-three,  and  thirty-one  hundred  and  seventy-six 
of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States  as  amended 
are  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  3167.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  collector,  deputy 
collector,  agent,  clerk,  or  other  officer  or  employee  of  the 
United  States  to  divulge  or  to  make  known  in  any  manner 
whatever  not  provided  by  law  to  any  person  the  opera- 
tions, style  of  work,  or  apparatus  of  any  manufacturer  or 
producer  visited  by  him  in  the  discharge  of  his  official 
duties,  or  the  amount  or  source  of  income,  profits,  losses, 
expenditures,  or  any  particular  thereof,  set  forth  or  dis- 
closed in  any  income  return  by  any  person  or  corporation, 
or  to  permit  any  income  return  or  copy  thereof  or  any 
book  containing  any  abstract  or  particulars  thereof  to  be 
seen  or  examined  by  any  person  except  as  provided  by 
law;  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  print  or 
publish  in  any  manner  whatever  not  provided  by  law  any 
income  return  or  any  part  thereof  or  the  amount  or  source 
of  income,  profits,  losses,  or  expenditures  appearing  in  any 
income  return;  and  any  offense  against  the  foregoing  pro- 
vision shall  be  a  misdemeanor  and  be  punished  by  a  fine 
not  exceeding  $1,000  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding 
one  year,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court;  and  if 
the  offender  be  an  officer  or  employee  of  the  United  States 
he  shall  be  dismissed  from  office  and  be  incapable  there- 
after of  holding  any  office  under  the  Government. 

"Sec.  3172.  Every  collector  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
cause  his  deputies  to  proceed  through  every  part  of  his 
district  and  inquire  after  and  concerning  all  persons 
therein  who  are  liable  to  pay  any  internal-revenue  tax, 
and  all  persons  owning  or  having  the  care  and  manage- 
ment of  any  objects  liable  to  pay  any  tax,  and  to  make  a 
list  of  such  persons  and  enumerate  said  objects. 
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"Sec.  3173.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  person,  partner- 
ship, firm,  association,  or  corporation,  made  liable  to  any 
duty,  special  tax,  or  other  tax  imposed  by  law,  when  not 
otherwise  provided  for,  in  case  of  a  special  tax,  on  or 
before  the  thirty-first  day  of  July  in  each  year,  in  case  of 
income  tax  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  March  in  each  year, 
and  in  other  cases  before  the  day  on  which  the  taxes 
accrue,  to  make  a  list  or  return,  verified  by  oath  or  affirma- 
tion, to  the  collector  or  a  deputy  collector  of  the  district 
where  located,  of  the  articles  or  objects,  including  the 
amount  of  annual  income  charged  with  a  duty  or  tax,  the 
quantity  of  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise  made  or  sold 
and  charged  with  a  tax,  the  several  rates  and  aggregate 
amount,  according  to  the  forms  and  regulations  to  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  for  which  such 
person,  partnership,  firm,  association,  or  corporation  is 
liable:  Provided,  That  if  any  person  liable  to  pay  any  duty 
or  tax,  or  owning,  possessing,  or  having  the  care  or  man- 
agement of  property,  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise,  arti- 
cles or  objects  liable  to  pay  any  duty,  tax,  or  license,  shall 
fail  to  make  and  exhibit  a  list  or  return  required  by 
law,  but  shall  consent  to  disclose  the  particulars  of  any 
and  all  the  property,  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise,  arti- 
cles, and  objects  liable  to  pay  any  duty  or  tax,  or  any 
business  or  occupation  liable  to  pay  any  tax  as  aforesaid, 
then,  and  in  that  case,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  collector 
or  deputy  collector  to  make  such  list  or  return,  which, 
being  distinctly  read,  consented  to,  and  signed  and  verified 
by  oath  or  affirmation  by  the  person  so  owning,  possessing, 
or  having  the  care  and  management  as  aforesaid,  may  be 
received  as  the  list  of  such  persons:  Provided  further. 
That  in  case  no  annual  list  or  return  has  been  rendered  by 
such  person  to  the  collector  or  deputy  collector  as  required 
by  law,  and  the  person  shall  be  absent  from  his  or  her 
residence  or  place  of  business  at  the  time  the  collector  or 
a  deputy  collector  shall  call  for  the  annual  list  or  return, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  collector  or  deputy  collector  to 
leave  at  such  place  of  residence  or  business,  with  some 
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one.  of  suitable  age  and  discretion,  if  such  be  present, 
otherwise  to  deposit  in  the  nearest  post  office,  a  note  or 
memorandum  addressed  to  such  person,  requiring  him  or 
her  to  render  to  such  collector  or  deputy  collector  the 
list  or  return  required  by  law  within  ten  days  from  the 
date  of  such  note  or  memorandum,  verified  by  oath  or  affir- 
mation. And  if  any  person,  on  being  notified  or  required  as 
aforesaid,  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  render  such  list  or  re- 
turn within  the  time  required  as  aforesaid,  or  whenever  any 
person  who  is  required  to  deliver  a  monthly  or  other  return 
of  objects  subject  to  tax  fails  to  do  so  at  the  time  required, 
or  delivers  any  return  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  collec- 
tor, is  false  or  fraudulent,  or  contains  any  undervaluation 
or  understatement,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  collector 
to  summon  such  person,  or  any  other  person  having  pos- 
session, custody,  or  care  of  books  of  account  containing 
entries  relating  to  the  business  of  such  person,  or  any 
other  person  he  may  deem  proper,  to  appear  before  him 
and  produce  such  books,  at  a  time  and  place  named  in 
the  summons,  and  to  give  testimony  or  answer  interroga- 
tories, under  oath,  respecting  any  objects  liable  to  tax  or 
the  returns  thereof.  The  collector  may  summon  any  per- 
son residing  or  found  within  the  State  in  which  his  dis- 
trict lies;  and  when  the  person  intended  to  be  summoned 
does  not  reside  and  can  not  be  found  within  such  State, 
he  may  enter  any  collection  district  where  such  person 
may  be  found  and  there  make  the  examination  herein 
authorized.  And  to  this  end  he  may  there  exercise  all  the 
authority  which  he  might  lawfully  exercise  in  the  district 
for  which  he  was  commissioned. 

"Sec.  3176.  When  any  person,  corporation,  company,  or 
association  refuses  or  neglects  to  render  any  return  or 
list  required  by  law,  or  renders  a  false  or  fraudulent  return 
or  list,  the  collector  or  any  deputy  collector  shall  make, 
according  to  the  best  information  which  he  can  obtain, 
including  that  derived  from  the  evidence  elicited  by  the 
examination  of  the  collector,  and  on  his  own  view  and  in- 
formation,  such  list  or  return,  according  to  the  form  pre- 
scribed, of  the  income,  property,  and  objects  liable  to  tax 
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owned  or  possessed  or  under  the  care  or  management  of 
such  person  or  corporation,  company  or  association,  and 
the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  shall  assess  all 
taxes  not  paid  toy  stamps,  including  tfte  amount,  if  any, 
due  for  special  tax,  Income  or  other  tax,  and  in  case  of 
any  return  of  a  false  or  fraudulent  list  or  valuation  inten- 
tionally he  shall  add  100  per  centum  to  such  tax;  and  In 
case  of  a  refusal  or  neglect,  except  in  cases  of  sickness  Or 
absence,  to  make  a  list  or  return,  or  to  verify  the  same  as 
aforesaid,  he  shall  add  50  per  centum  to  such  tax.  In  case 
of  neglect  occasioned  by  sickness  or  absence  as  aforesaid 
the  collector  may  allow  such  further  time  for  making  and 
delivering  such  list  or  return  as  he  may  deem  necessary, 
not  exceeding  thirty  days.  The  amount  so  added  to  the 
tax  shall  be  collected  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  tax  unless  the  neglect  or  falsity  is  dis- 
covered after  the  tax  has  been  paid,  in  which  case  the 
amount  so  added  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  manner 
as  the  tax;  and  the  list  or  return  so  made  and  subscribed 
by  such  collector  or  deputy  collector  shall  be  held  prima 
facie  good  and  sufficient  for  all  legal  purposes." 

J.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  collector  of  Internal 
revenue,  to  whom  any  payment  of  any  taxes  other  than 
the  tax  represented  by  an  adhesive  stamp  or  other  en- 
graved stamp  is  made  under  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
to  give  to  the  person  making  such  payment  a  full  written 
or  printed  receipt,  expressing  the  amount  paid  and  the 
particular  account  for  which  such  payment  was  made; 
and  whenever  such  payment  is  made  such  collector  shall, 
if  required,  give  a  separate  receipt  for  each  tax  paid  by 
any  debtor,  on  account  of  payments  made  to  or  to  be 
made  by  him  to  separate  creditors  in  such  form  that  such 
debtor  can  conveniently  produce  the  same  separately  to 
his  several  creditors  in  satisfaction  of  their  respective  de- 
mands to  the  amounts  specified  in  such  receipts;  and 
such  receipts  shall  be  sufficient  evidence  in  favor  of  such 
debtor  to  justify  him  in  withholding  the  amount  therein 
expressed  from  his  next  payment  to  his  creditor;  but  such 
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creditor  may,  upon  giving  to  his  debtor  a  full  written  re- 
ceipt, acknowledging  the  payment  to  him  of  whatever  sum 
may  be  actually  paid,  and  accepting  the  amount  of  tax 
paid  as  aforesaid  (specifying  the  same)  as  a  further  satis- 
faction of  the  debt  to  that  amount,  require  the  surrender 
to  him  of  such  collector's  receipt. 

K.  That  jurisdiction  is  hereby  conferred  upon  the  dis- 
trict courts  of  the  United  States  for  the  district  within 
which  any  person  summoned  under  this  section  to  appear 
to  testify  or  to  produce  books  shall  reside,  to  compel  such 
attendance,  production  of  books,  and  testimony  by  ap- 
propriate process. 

L.  That  all  administrative,  special,  and  general  pro- 
visions of  law,  including  the  laws  in  relation  to  the  assess- 
ment,  remission,  collection,  and  refund  of  internal-revenue 
taxes  not  heretofore  specifically  repealed  and  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  this  section,  are  hereby  ex- 
tended and  made  applicable  to  all  the  provisions  of  this 
section  and  to  the  tax  herein  imposed. 

M.  That  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  extend  to 
Porto  Rico  and  the  Philippine  Islands:  Provided,  That  the 
administration  of  the  law  and  the  collection  of  the  taxes 
imposed  In  Porto  Rico  and  the  Philippine  Islands  shall  be 
by  the  appropriate  internal-revenue  officers  of  those  govern- 
ments, and  all  revenues  collected  in  Porto  Rico  and  the 
Philippine  Islands  thereunder  shall  accrue  intact  to  the 
general  governments,  thereof,  respectively:  And  provided 
further,  That  the  jurisdiction  in  this  section  conferred 
upon  the  district  courts  of  the  United  States  shall,  so  far 
as  the  Philippine  Islands  are  concerned,  be  vested  in  the 
courts  of  the  first  instance  of  said  islands:  And  provided 
further,  That  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  held  to  ex- 
clude from  the  computation  of  the  net  income  the  compen- 
sation paid  any  official  by  the  governments  of  the  District 
of  Columbia,  Porto  Rico  and  the  Philippine  Islands  or  the 
political  subdivisions  thereof. 

N.  That  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  II  of  this  Act,  and  to  pay  the  expenses 
of  assessing  and  collecting  the  Income  tax  therein  Imposed, 
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and  to  pay  such  sums  as  the  Commissioner  of  Internal 
Revenue,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury, may  deem  necessary,  for  information,  detection,  and 
bringing  to  trial  and  punishment  persons  guilty  of  violat- 
ing the  provisions  of  this  section,  or  conniving  at  the  same, 
in  cases  where  such  expenses  are  not  otherwise  provided 
for  by  law;  there  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  money 
in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen, 
the  sum  of  $800,000,  and  the  Commissioner  of  Internal 
Revenue,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury, is  authorized  to  appoint  and  pay  from  this  appropria- 
tion all  necessary  officers,  agents,  inspectors,  deputy  col- 
lectors, clerks,  messengers  and  janitors,  and  to  rent  such 
quarters,  purchase  such  supplies,  equipment,  mechanical 
devices,  and  other  articles  as  may  be  necessary  for  em- 
ployment or  use  in  the  District  of  Columbia  or  any  collec- 
tion district  in  the  United  States,  or  any  of  the  Terri- 
tories thereof:  Provided,  That  no  agent  paid  from  this 
appropriation  shall  receive  compensation  at  a  rate  higher 
than  that  now  received  by  traveling  agents  on  accounts 
in  the  Internal  Revenue  Service,  and  no  inspector  shall 
receive  a  compensation  higher  than  $5  a  day  and  $3  addi- 
tional in  lieu  of  subsistence,  and  no  deputy  collector,  clerk, 
messenger,  or  other  employee  shall  be  paid  at  a  rate  of 
compensation  higher  than  the  rate  now  being  paid  for  the 
same  or  similar  work  in  the  Internal  Revenue  Service. 

In  the  office  of  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  at 
Washington,  District  of  Columbia  there  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  one  additional 
deputy  commissioner,  at  a  salary  of  $4,000  per  annum; 
two  heads  of  divisions,  whose  compensation  shall  not 
exceed  $2,500  per  annum;  and  such  other  clerks,  messen- 
gers, and  employees,  and  to  rent  such  quarters  and  to 
purchase  such  supplies  as  may  be  necessary:  Provided, 
That  for  a  period  of  two  years  from  and  after  the  passage 
of  this  Act  the  force  of  agents,  deputy  collectors,  inspec- 
tors, and  other  employees  not  including  the  clerical  force 
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below  the  grade  of  chief  of  division  employed  in  the 
Bureau  of  Internal  Revenue  in  the  city  of  Washington, 
District  of  Columbia  authorized  by  this  section  of  this  Act 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Rev- 
enue, with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  fixed  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  insure  faithful  And  com- 
petent service,  and  with  such  compensation  as  the  Com- 
missioner of  Internal  Revenue  may  fix,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  within  the  limitations 
herein  prescribed:  Provided  further,  That  the  force 
authorized  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  Section  II  of 
this  Act,  when  not  employed  as  herein  provided,  shall  bft 
employed  on  general  internal-revenue  work. 

Section  III. 

A.  That  the  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  simplify  the  laws 
in  relation  to  the  collection  of  the  revenues,"  approved 
June  tenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety,  as  amended,  be 
further  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"B.  That  all  merchandise  imported  into  the  United 
States  shall)  for  the  purpose  of  this  Act,  be  deemed  and 
held  to  be  the  property  of  the  person  to  whom  the  same 
is  consigned;  and  the  holder  of  a  bill  of  lading  duly  in* 
dorsed  by  the  consignee  therein  named,  or,  If  consigned 
to  order,  by  the  consignor,  shall  be  deemed  the  consignee 
thereof;  and  in  case  of  the  abandonment  of  any  merchan- 
dise to  the  underwriters  the  latter  may  be  recognized  as 
the  consignee. 

"C.  That  all  invoices  of  imported  merchandise  shall  be 
made  out  in  the  currency  of  the  place  or  country  from 
whence  the  importations  shall  be  made,  or,  if  purchased, 
or  agreed  to  be  purchased,  in  the  currency  actually  paid, 
agreed  upon,  or  to  be  paid  therefor,  shall  contain  a  correct, 
complete,  and  detailed  description  of  such  merchandise 
and  of  the  packages,  wrappings,  or  other  coverings  con- 
taining it,  and  shall  be  made  in  triplicate  or  in  quadrupli- 
cate in  case  of  merchandise  intended  for  immediate  trans- 
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portation  without  appraisement,  and  signed  by  the  person 
owning  or  shipping  the  same,  if  the  merchandise  has  been 
actually  purchased,  or  price  agreed  upon,  fixed,  or  de- 
termined, or  by  the  manufacturer  or  owner  thereof,  if  the 
same  has  been  procured  otherwise  than  by  purchase,  or 
agreement  of  purchase,  or  by  the  duly  authorized  agent  of 
such  purchaser,  seller,  manufacturer,  or  owner. 

"D.  That  all  such  invoices  shall,  at  or  before  the  ship- 
ment of  the  merchandise,  be  produced  to  the  consular 
officer  of  the  United  States  of  the  consular  district  in 
which  the  merchandise  was  manufactured,  or  purchased, 
or  contracted  to  be  delivered  from,  or  when  purchases  or 
agreements  for  purchase  are  made  in  several  places,  in 
the  consular  district  where  the  merchandise  is  assembled 
for  shipment,  as  the  case  may  be,  for  export  to  the  United 
States,  and  shall  have  indorsed  thereon,  when  so  produced, 
a  declaration  signed  by  the  purchaser,  seller,  manufac- 
turer, owner,  or  agent,  setting  forth  that  the  invoice  is 
in  all  respects  correct  and  true  and  was  made  at  the  place 
from  which  the  merchandise  is  to  be  exported  to  the 
United  States;  that  it  contains,  if  the  merchandise  was 
obtained  by  purchase,  or  agreement  for  purchase,  a  true 
and  full  statement  of  the  time  when,  the  place  where,  the 
person  from  whom  the  same  was  purchased,  or  agreed  to 
be  purchased,  and  the  actual  cost  thereof,  or  price  agreed 
upon,  fixed,  or  determined,  and  of  all  charges  thereon,  as 
provided  by  this  Act;  and  that  no  discounts,  rebates,  or 
commissions  are  contained  in  the  invoice  but  such  as  have 
been  actually  allowed  thereon,  and  that  all  drawbacks  or 
bounties  received  or  to  be  received  are  shown  therein; 
and  when  obtained  in  any  other  manner  than  by  purchase, 
or  agreement  of  purchase,  the  actual  market  value  or 
wholesale  price  thereof,  at  the  time  of  exportation  to  the 
United  States,  in  the  principal  markets  of  the  country  from 
whence  exported;  that  such  actual  market  value  is  the 
price  at  which  the  merchandise  described  in  the  invoice 
is  freely  offered  for  sale  to  all  purchasers  in  said  markets, 
and  that  it  is  the  price  which  the  manufacturer  or  owner 
making   the   declaration   would   have   received,    and   was 
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willing  to  receive,  for  such  merchandise  sold  in  the  ordi- 
nary course  of  trade  in  the  usual  wholesale  quantities,  and 
that  it  includes  all  charges  thereon  as  provided  by  this 
Act,  and  the  actual  quantity  thereof;  and  that  no  different 
invoice  of  the  merchandise  mentioned  in  the  invoice  so 
produced  has  been  or  will  be  furnished  to  anyone.  If  the 
merchandise  was  actually  purchased,  or  agreed  to  be 
purchased,  the  declaration  shall  also  contain  a  statement 
that  the  currency  in  which  such  invoice  is  made  out  is 
that  which  was  actually  paid  for  the  merchandise  by  the 
purchaser,  or  agreed  to  be  paid,  fixed,  or  determined. 

"E.  That,  except  in  case  of  personal  effects  accompany- 
ing the  passenger,  no  importation  of  any  merchandise  ex- 
ceeding $100  in  value  shall  be  admitted  to  entry  without 
the  production  of  a  duly  certified  invoice  thereof  as  re- 
quired by  law,  or  of  an  affidavit  made  by  the  owner,  im- 
porter, or  consignee,  before  the  collector  or  his  deputy, 
showing  why  it  is  impracticable  to  produce  such  invoice; 
and  no  entry  shall  be  made  in  the  absence  of  a  certified 
invoice,  upon  affidavit  as  aforesaid,  unless  such  affidavit 
be  accompanied  by  a  statement  in  the  form  of  an  invoice, 
or  otherwise,  showing  the  actual  cost  of  such  merchandise, 
if  purchased,  or  if  obtained  otherwise  than  by  purchase, 
the  actual  market  value  or  wholesale  price  thereof  at  the 
time  of  exportation  to  the  United  States  in  the  principal 
.markets  of  the  country  from  which  the  same  has  been 
imported,  which  statement  shall  be  verified  by  the  oath 
of  the  owner,  importer,  consignee,  or  agent  desiring  to 
make  entry  of  the  merchandise,  to  be  administered  by  the 
collector  or  his  deputy,  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
collector  or  his  deputy  to  examine  the  deponent  under  oath, 
touching  the  sources  of  his  knowledge,  information,  or 
belief  in  the  premises,  and  to  require  him  to  produce  any 
letter,  paper,  or  statement  of  account  in  his  possession,  or 
under  his  control,  which  may  assist  the  officers  of  customs 
in  ascertaining  the  actual  value  of  the  importation  or  any 
part  thereof,  and  in  default  of  such  production,  when  so 
requested,  such  owner,  importer,  consignee,  or  agent  shall 
be  thereafter  debarred  from  producing  any  such  letter, 
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paper,  or  statement  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  any  addi- 
tional duty,  penalty,  or  forfeiture  incurred  under  this  Act, 
anless  he  shall  show  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court  or  the 
officers  of  the  customs,  as  the  case  may  be,  that  it  was  not 
in  his  power  to  produce  the  same  when  so  demanded;  and 
no  merchandise  shall  be  admitted  to  entry  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  unless  the  collector  shall  be  satisfied 
that  the  failure  to  produce  a  duly  certified  invoice  is  due 
to  causes  beyond  the  control  of  the  owner,  consignee,  or 
agent  thereof:  Provided,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury may  make  regulations  by  which  books,  magazines,  and 
other  periodicals  published  and  imported  in  successive 
parts,  numbers,  or  volumes,  and  entitled  to  be  imported 
free  of  duty,  shall  require  but  one  declaration  for  the 
entire  series.  And  when  entry  of  merchandise  exceeding 
$100  in  value  is  made  by  a  statement  in  the  form  of  an 
invoice,  the  collector  shall  require  a  bond  for  the  produc- 
tion of  a  duly  certified  invoice. 

"F.  That  whenever  merchandise  imported  into  the 
United  States  is  entered  by  invoice,  a  declaration  upon 
a  form  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
according  to  the  nature  of  the  case,  shall  be  filed  with  the 
collector  of  the  port  at  the  time  of  entry  by  the  owner, 
importer,  consignee,  or  agent,  which  declaration  so  filed 
shall  be  duly  signed  by  the  owner,  importer,  consignee,  or 
agent  before  the  collector,  or  before  a  notary  public  or 
other  officer  duly  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths 
and  take  acknowledgments,  under  regulations  to  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury:  Provided,  That 
if  any  of  the  invoices  or  bills  of  lading  of  any  merchandise 
imported  in  any  one  vessel  which  should  otherwise  be 
embraced  in  said  entry  have  not  been  received  at  the  date 
of  the  entry  the  declaration  may  state  the  fact,  and  there- 
upon such  merchandise,  of  which  the  Invoices  or  bills  of 
lading  are  not  produced,  shall  Hot  be  included  in  such 
entry,  but  may  be  entered  subsequently.  That  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury  and  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  are 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  establish  from  time  to 
time  for  statistical   purposes   a  list  or   enumeration   of 
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articles  in  such  detail  as  in  their  judgment  may  be  neces- 
sary comprehending  all  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise 
imported  into  the  United  States,  and  that  as  a  part  of  the 
declaration  herein  provided  there  shall  be  either  attached 
thereto  or  included  therein  an  accurate  statement  specify- 
ing, in  the  terms  of  the  said  detailed  list  or  enumeration, 
the  kinds  and  quantities  of  all  merchandise  imported,  and 
the  value  of  the  total  quantity  of  each  kind  of  article,  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  consular  officer,  to  whom  the  in- 
voice shall  be  produced,  to  require  such  information  to  be 
given. 

"G.  That  if  any  consignor,  seller,  owner,  importer,  con- 
signee, agent,  or  other  person  or  persons,  shall  nnter  or 
introduce,  or  attempt  to  enter  or  introduce,  into  the  com- 
merce of  the  United  States  any  imported  merchandise  by 
means  of  any  fraudulent  or  falBe  invoice,  declaration,  affi- 
davit, letter,  paper,  or  by  means  of  any  false  statement, 
written  or  verbal,  or  by  means  of  any  false  or  fraudulent 
practice  or  appliance  whatsoever,  or  shall  make  any  false 
statement  in  the  declarations  provided  for  in  paragraph  F 
without  reasonable  cause  to  believe  the  truth  of  such  state- 
ment, or  shall  aid  or  procure  the  making  of  any  such  false 
statement  as  to  any  matter  material  thereto  without 
reasonable  cause  to  believe  the  truth  of  such  statement,  or 
shall  be  guilty  of  any  willful  act  or  omission  by  means 
whereof  the  United  States  shall  or  may  be  deprived  of 
the  lawful  duties,  or  any  portion  thereof,  accruing  upon 
the  merchandise,  or  any  portion  thereof,  embraced  or  re- 
ferred to  in  such  invoice,  declaration,  affidavit,  letter, 
paper,  Or  statement,  or  affected  by  such  act  or  omission, 
such  person  or  persons  shall  upon  conviction  be  fined  for 
each  offense  a  sum  not  exceeding  $5,000,  or  be  imprisoned 
for  a  time  not  exceeding  two  years,  or  both,  in  the  discre- 
tion of  the  court:  Provided,  That  nothing  In  this  section 
shall  be  construed  to  relieve  imported  merchandise  from 
forfeiture  by  reason  of  such  false  statement  or  for  any 
cause  elsewhere  provided  by  law. 

"H.  That  if  any  consignor,  seller,  owner,  importer,  con- 
signee, agent,  or  other  person  or  persons  shall  enter  or 
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introduce,  or  attempt  to  enter  or  introduce,  into  the  com- 
merce of  the  United  States  any  imported  merchandise  by 
means  of  any  fraudulent  or  false  invoice,  declaration,  affi- 
davit, letter,  paper,  or  by  means  of  any  false  statement, 
written  or  verbal,  or  by  means  of  any  false  or  fraudulent 
practice  or  appliance  whatsoever,  or  shall  make  any  false 
statement  in  the  declarations  provided  for  in  paragraph  F 
without  reasonable  cause  to  believe  the  truth  of  such 
statement,  or  shall  aid  or  procure  the  making  of  any  such 
false  statement  as  to  any  matter  material  thereto  without 
reasonable  cause  to  believe  the  truth  of  such  statement, 
or  shall  be  guilty  of  any  willful  act  or  omission  by  means 
whereof  the  United  States  shall  or  may  be  deprived  of  the 
lawful  duties  or  any  portion  thereof,  accruing  upon  the  mer- 
chandise or  any  portion  thereof,  embraced  or  referred  to  in 
suck  invoice,  declaration,  affidavit,  letter,  paper,  or  state*- 
ment,  or  affected  by  such  act  or  omission,  such  merchaB- 
dftse,  ear  the  value  thereof,  to  be  recovered  from  such 
person  or  persons,  shall  be  forfeited,  which  forfeiture  shall 
omiy  amply  to  the  whole  of  the  merchandise  or  the  value 
thereof  hi  the  case  or  package  containing  the  particular  arti- 
cle oar  articles  of  merchandise  to  which  such  f rau*  or  false 
paper  or  statement  relates.  That  the  arrival  within  the  terri- 
torial limits  of  the  United  States  of  any  merchandise  con- 
atgned  for  sale  and  remaining  the  property  of  the  shipper 
or  consignor,  and  the  acceptance  of  a  false  or  fraudulent 
invoice  thereof  by  the  consignee  of  the  agent  of  the  eon- 
signnr,  or  the  existence  of  any  other  facts  constituting  an 
attempted  fraud,  shall  be  deemed,  for  the  purposes  of  this 
paragraph,  to  be  an  attempt  to  enter  such  merchandise 
notwithstanding  no  actual  entry  has  been  made  or  offered. 
"L  That  the  owner,  consignee,  or  agent  of  any  imported 
merchandise  may,  at  the  time  when  he  shaft!  make  entry 
of  such  merchandise,  but  not  after  either  the  invoice  or 
the  merchandise  has  come  under  the  observation  of  the 
appraiser,  make  such  addition  in  the  entry  to  or  such  de- 
duction from  the  cost  or  value  given  in  the  invoice  or 
pro  forma  invoice  or  statement  in  form  of  an  intelee; 
vhfeh  he  shall  produce  with  his  entry,  as  in  his  opinion1 
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may  raise  or  lower  the  same  to  the  actual  market  value 
or  wholesale  price  of  such  merchandise  at  the  time  of 
exportation. to  the  United  States,  in  the  principal  markets 
of  the  country  from  which  the  same  has  been  imported; 
and  the  collector  within  whose  district  any  merchandise 
may  be  imported  or  entered,  whether  the  same  has  been 
actually  purchased  or  procured  otherwise  than  by  pur- 
chase, shall  cause  the  actual  market  value  or  wholesale 
price  of  such  merchandise  to  be  appraised;  and.  if  the 
appraised  value  of  any  article  of  imported  merchandise 
subject  to  an  ad  valorem  duty  or  to  a  duty  based  upon  or 
regulated  in  any  manner  by  the  value  thereof  shall  exceed 
the  value  declared  in  the  entry,  there  shall  be  levied,  col- 
lected, and  paid,  in  addition  to  the  duties  imposed  by  law 
on  such  merchandise,  an  additional  duty  of  1  per  centum 
of  the  total  appraised  value  thereof  for  each  1  per  centum 
that  such  appraised  value  exceeds  the  value  declared  in 
the  entry:  Provided,  That  the  additional  duties  shall  only 
apply  to  the  particular  article  or  articles  in  each  Invoice 
that  are  so  undervalued  and  shall  not  be  imposed  upon  any 
article  upon  which  the  amount  of  duty  imposed  by  law  on 
account  of  the  appraised  value  does  not  exceed  the  amount 
of  duty  that  would  be  imposed  if  the  appraised  value  did 
not  exceed  the  entered  value,  and  shall  be  limited  to  76 
per  centum  of  the  appraised  value  of  such  article  or  arti- 
cles. Such  additional  duties  shall  not  be  construed  to  be 
penal,  and  shall  not  be  remitted  nor  payment  thereof  in 
any  way  avoided  except  in  cases  arising  from  a  manifest 
clerical  error,  nor  shall  they  be  refunded  in  case  of  expor- 
tation of  the  merchandise,  or  on  any  other  account,  nor 
shall  they  be  subject  to  the  benefit  of  drawback:  Provided, 
That  if  the  appraised  value  of  any  merchandise  shall  ex- 
ceed the  value  declared  in  the  entry  by  more  than  75  per 
centum,  except  when  arising  from  a  manifest  clerical  error, 
such  entry  shall  be  held  to  be  presumptively  fraudulent, 
and  the  collector  of  customs  shall  seize  such  merchandise 
and  proceed  as  in  case  of  forfeiture  for  violation  of  the 
customs  laws,  and  in  any  legal  proceeding  other  than  a 
criminal  prosecution  that  may  result  from  such  seizure, 
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the  undervaluation  as  shown  by  the  appraisal  shall  be  pre- 
sumptive evidence  of  fraud,  and  the  burden  of  proof  shall 
be  on  the  claimant  to  rebut  the  same,  and  forfeiture  shall 
be  adjudged  unless  he  shall  rebut  such  presumption  of 
fraudulent  intent  by  sufficient  evidence.  The  forfeiture 
provided  for  in  this  section  shall  apply  to  the  whole  of  the 
merchandise  or  the  value  thereof  in  the  case  or  package 
containing  the  particular  article  or  articles  in  each  invoice 
which  are  undervalued:  Provided  further,  That  all  addi- 
tional duties,  penalties,  or  forfeitures  applicable  to  mer- 
chandise entered  by  a  duly  certified  invoice  shall  be  alike 
applicable  to  merchandise  entered  by  a  pro  forma  invoice 
or  statement  in  the  form  of  an  invoice,  and  no  forfeiture 
or  disability  of  any  kind  incurred  under  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  be  remitted  or  mitigated  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury.  The  duty  shall  not,  however,  be 
assessed  in  any  case  upon  an  amount  less  than  the  entered 
value,  unless  by  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
in  cases  in  which  the  importer  certifies  at  the  time  of 
entry  that  the  entered  value  is  higher  that  the  foreign 
market  value  and  that  the  goods  are  so  entered  in  order 
to  meet  advances  by  the  appraiser  in  similar  cases  then 
pending  on  appeal  for  reappraisement,  and  the  importer's 
contention  shall  subsequently  be  sustained  by  a  final  de- 
cision on  reappraisement,  and  it  shall  appear  that  the  ac- 
tion of  the  importer  on  entry  was  taken  in  good  faith,  after 
due  diligence  and  inquiry  on  his  part,  and  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  shall  accompany  his  directions  with  a 
statement  of  his  conclusions  and  his  reasons  therefor. 

"J.  That  when  merchandise  entered  for  customs  duty 
has  been  consigned  for  sale  by  or  on  account  of  the  man- 
ufacturer thereof,  to  a  person,  agent,  partner,  or  con- 
signee in  the  United  States,  such  person,  agent,  partner, 
or  consignee  shall,  at  the  time  of  the  entry  of  such  mer- 
chandise, present  to  the  collector  of  customs  at  the  port 
where  such  entry  is  made,  as  a  part  of  such  entry,  and  in 
addition  to  the  certified  invoice  or  statement  in  the  form 
of  an  invoice  required  by  law,  a  statement  signed  by  such 
manufacturer,  declaring  the  eost  of  production  of  suet* 
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merchandise,  such  cost  to  include  all  the  elements  of  cost 
as  stated  in  paragraph  L  of  this  Act.  When  merchandise 
entered  for  customs  duty  has  been  consigned  for  sale  by 
or  on  account  of  a  person  other  than  the  manufacturer  of 
such  merchandise,  to  a  person,  agent,  partner,  or  con- 
signee in  the  United  States,  such  person,  agent,  partner, 
or  consignee  shall  at  the  time  of  the  entry  of  such  mer- 
chandise present  to  the  collector  of  customs  at  the  port 
where  such  entry  is  made,  as  a  part  of  such  entry,  a  state- 
ment signed  by  the  consignor  thereof,  declaring  that  the 
merchandise  was  actually  purchased  by  him  or  for  his 
account,  and  showing  the  time  when,  the  place  where,  and 
from  whom  he  purchased  the  merchandise,  and  in  detail 
the  price  he  paid  for  the  same:  Provided,  That  the  state- 
ments required  by  this  section  shall  be  made  in  triplicate, 
and  shall  bear  the  attestation  of  the  consular  officer  of 
the  United  States  resident  within  the  consular  district 
wherein  the  merchandise  was  manufactured,  if  consigned 
by  the  manufacturer  or  for  his  account,  or  from  whence 
it  was  imported  when  consigned  by  a  person  other  than 
the  manufacturer,  one  copy  thereof  to  be  delivered  to  the 
person  making  the  statement,  one  copy  to  be  transmitted 
with  the  triplicate  invoice  of  the  merchandise  to  the  col- 
lector of  the  port  in  the  United  States  to  which  the  mer- 
chandise is  consigned,  and  the  remaining  copy  to  be  filed 
in  the  consulate. 

"K.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  appraisers  of  the 
United  States,  and  every  of  them,  and  every  person  who 
shall  act  as  such  appraiser,  or  of  the  collector,  as  the  case 
may  be,  by  all  reasonable  ways  and  means  in  his  or  their 
power  to  ascertain,  estimate,  and  appraise  (any  invoice 
or  affidavit  thereto  or  statement  of  coBt,  or  of  cost  of  pro- 
duction to  the  contrary  notwithstanding)  the  actual  market 
value  and  wholesale  price  of  the  merchandise  at  the  time 
of  exportation  to  the  United  States,  in  the  principal  mar- 
kets of  the  country  whence  the  same  has  been  imported, 
and  the  number  of  yards,  parcels,  or  quantities,  and  actual 
market  value  or  wholesale  price  of  every  of  them,  as  the 
case  may  require. 
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"L.  That  when  the  actual  market  value,  as  defined  by 
law,  of  any  article  of  imported  merchandise,  wholly  or 
partly  manufactured  and  subject  to  an  ad  valorem  duty, 
or  to  a  duty  based  in  whole  or  in  part  on  value,  can  not 
be  ascertained  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  appraising  officer, 
such  officer  shall  use  all  available  means  in  his  power  to 
ascertain  the  cost  of  production  of  such  merchandise  at 
the  time  of  exportation  to  the  United  States,  and  at  the 
place  of  manufacture,  such  cost  of  production  to  include 
the  cost  of  materials  and  of  fabrication,  and  all  general 
expenses  to  be  estimated  at  not  less  than  10  per  centum, 
covering  each  and  every  outlay  of  whatsoever  nature  inci- 
dent to  such  production,  together  with  the  expense  of 
preparing  and  putting  up  such  merchandise  ready  for  ship- 
ment, and  an  addition  of  not  less  than  8  nor  more  than 
50  per  centum  upon  the  total  cost  as  thus  ascertained; 
and  in  no  case  shall  such  merchandise  be  appraised  upon 
original  appraisal  or  reappraisement  at  less  than  the  total 
cost  of  production  as  thus  ascertained.  The  actual  market 
value  or  wholesale  price,  as  defined  by  law,  of  any  im- 
ported merchandise  which  is  consigned  for  sale  in  the 
United  States,  or  which  is  sold  for  exportation  to  the 
United  States,  and  which  is  not  actually  sold  or  freely 
offered  for  sale  in  usual  wholesale  quantities  in  the  open 
market  of  the  country  of  exportation  to  all  purchasers, 
shall  not  in  any  case  be  appraised  at  less  than  the  whole- 
sale price  at  which  such  or  similar  imported  merchandise 
is  actually  sold  or  freely  offered  for  sale  in  usual  whole- 
sale quantities  in  the  United  States  in  the  open  market, 
due  allowance  by  deduction  being  made  for  estimated 
duties  thereon,  cost  of  transportation,  insurance  and  other 
necessary  expenses  from  the  place  of  shipment  to  the 
place  of  delivery,  and  a  commission  not  exceeding  6  per 
centum,  if  any  has  been  paid  or  contracted  to  be  paid  on 
consigned  goods,  or  profits  not  to  exceed  8  per  centum 
and  a  reasonable  allowance  for  general  expenses  (not  to 
exceed  8  per  centum)  on  purchased  goods. 

"M.  That  the  appraiser  shall  revise  and  correct  the 
reports  of  the  assistant  appraisers  as  he  may  judge  proper,

and  the  appraiser,  or,  at  ports  where  there  is  no  appraiser, 
the  person  acting  as  such,  shall  report  to  the  collector  his 
decision  as  to  the  value  of  the  merchandise  appraised.  At 
ports  where  there  is  no  appraiser  the  certificate  of  the 
customs  officer  to  whom  is  committed  the  estimating  and' 
collection  of  duties,  of  the  dutiable  value  of  any  merchan- 
dise required  to  be  appraised,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken 
to  be  the  appraisement  of  such  merchandise.  If  the  collec- 
tor shall  deem  the  appraisement  of  any  imported  merchan- 
dise too  low,  he  may,  within  sixty  days  thereafter,  appeal 
to  reappraisement,  which  shall  be  made  by  one  of  the 
general  appraisers,  or  if  the  importer,  owner,  agent,  or 
consignee  of  such  merchandise  shall  deem  the  appraise- 
ment thereof  too  high,  and  shall  have  complied  with  the 
requirements  of  law  with  respect  to  the  entry  and  ap- 
praisement of  merchandise,  he  may  within  ten  days  there- 
after appeal  for  reappraisement  by  giving  notice  thereof 
to  the  collector  in  writing.  Such  appeal  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  finally  abandoned  and  waived  unless  within  two  days 
from  the  date  of  filing  thereof  the  person  who  filed  such 
notice  shall  deposit  with  the  collector  of  customs  a  fee  of 
$1  for  each  entry.  (Such  fee  shall  be  deposited  and  ac- 
counted for  as  miscellaneous  receipts,  and  in  case  the 
appeal  in  connection  with  which  such  fee  was  deposited 
shall  be  finally  sustained,  in  whole  or  in  part,  such  fee 
shall  be  refunded  to  the  importer,  with  the  duties  found 
to  be  collected  in  excess,  from  the  appropriation  for  the 
refund  to  importers  of  excess  of  deposits.  The  decision 
of  the  general  appraiser  in  cases  of  reappraisement  shall 
be  final  and  conclusive  as  to  the  dutiable  value  of  such 
merchandise  against  all  parties  interested  therein,  unless 
the  importer,  owner,  consignee,  or  agent  of  the  merchan- 
dise shall  deem  the  reappraisement  of  the  merchandise 
too  high,  and  shall,  within  five  days  thereafter,  give  notice 
to  the  collector,  in  writing,  of  an  appeal,  or  unless  the 
collector  shall  deem  the  reappraisement  of  the  merchan- 
dise too  low,  and  shall  within  ten  days  thereafter  appeal 
for  re-reappraisement;  in  either  case  the  collector  shall 
transmit   the   invoice   and   all   the   papers   appertaining 
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thereto  to  the  hoard  of  nine  general  appraisers,  to  be  by 
rule  thereof  duly  assigned  for  determination.  In  such 
cases  the  general  appraiser  and  hoards  of  general  apprais- 
ers shall  proceed  by  all  reasonable  ways  and  means  in 
their  power  to  ascertain,  estimate,  and  determine  the 
dutiable  value  of  the  imported  merchandise,  and  in  so 
doing  may  exercise  both  judicial  and  inquisitorial  func- 
tions. In  such  cases  the  general  appraisers  and  the  Boards 
of  General  Appraisers  shall  give  reasonable  notice  to  the 
importer  and  the  proper  representative  of  the  Government 
of  the  time  and  place  of  each  and  every  hearing  at  which 
the  parties  or  their  attorneys  shall  have  opportunity  to 
introduce  evidence  and  to  hear  and  cross-examine  the  wit- 
nesses for  the  other  party,  and  to  inspect  all  samples  and 
all  documentary  evidence  or  other  papers  offered.  Affi- 
davits .of  persons  whose  attendance  can  not  be  procured 
may  be  admitted  in  the  discretion  of  the  general  appraiser 
or  Board  of  General  Appraisers.  The  decision  of  the  ap- 
praiser, or  the  person  acting  as  such  (in  case  where  no 
objection  is  made  thereto,  either  by  the  collector  or  by  the 
importer,  owner,  consignee,  'or  agent),  or  the  single  gen- 
eral appraiser  in  case  of  no  appeal,  or  of  the  board  of 
three  general  appraisers,  in  all  reappraisement  cases,  shall 
be  final  and  conclusive  against  all  parties  and  shall  not  be 
subject  to  review  in  any  manner  for  any  cause  in  any 
tribunal  or  court,  and  the  collector  or  the  person  acting 
as  such  shall  ascertain,  fix,  and  liquidate  the  rate  and 
amount  of  the  duties  to  be  paid  on  such  merchandise,  and 
the  dutiable  costs  and  charges  thereon,  according  to  law; 
and  no  reappraisement  or  re-reappraisement  shall  be  con- 
sidered invalid  because  of  the  absence  of  the  merchandise 
or  samples  thereof  before  the  officer  or  officers  making  the 
same,  where  no  party  in  interest  had  demanded  the  in- 
spection of  such  merchandise  or  samples,  and  where  the 
merchandise  or  samples  were  reasonably  accessible  for 
inspection. 

"N.  That  the  decision  of  the  collector  as  to  the  rate 
and  amount  ef  duties  chargeable  upon  imported  merchan- 
dise, or  upon  merchandise  on  which  duty  shall  have  been 
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assessed,  including  all  dutiable  costs  and  charges,  and  as 
to  all  fees  and  exactions  of  whatever  character  (except 
duties  on  tonnage),  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  against 
all  persons  interested  therein,  unless  the  owner,  importer, 
consignee,  or  agent  of  such  merchandise,  or  the  person 
paying  such  fees,  charges,  and  exactions  other  than  duties, 
shall,  within  thirty  days  after  but  not  before  such  ascer- 
tainment and  liquidation  of  duties,  as  well  in  cases  of 
merchandise  entered  in  bond  as  for  consumption,  or  within 
fifteen  days  after  the  payment  of  such  fees,  charges,  and 
exactions,  If  dissatisfied  with  such  decision  imposing  a 
higher  rate  of  duty,  or  a  greater  charge,  fee,  or  exaction, 
than  he  shall  claim  to  be  legally  payable,  file  a  protest  or 
protests  in  writing  with  the  collector,  setting  forth  therein 
distinctly  and  specifically,  and  in  respect  to  each  entry 
or  payment,  the  reasons  for  his  objections  thereto,  and  if 
the  merchandise  is  entered  for  consumption  shall  pay  the 
full  amount  of  the  duties  and  charges  ascertained  to  be 
due  thereon.  Such  protest  shall  be  deemed  to  be  finally 
abandoned  and  waived  unless  within  thirty  days  from  the 
date  of  filing  thereof  the  person  who  filed  such  notice  or 
protest  shall  have  deposited  with  the  collector  of  customs 
a  fee  of  $1  with  respect  to  each  protest.  Such  fee  shall 
be  deposited  and  accounted  for  as  miscellaneous  receipts, 
and  in  case  the  protest  in  connection  with  which  such 
fee  was  deposited  shall  be  finally  sustained  in  whole  or  in 
part,  such  fee  shall  be- refunded  to  the  importer,  with  the 
duties  found  to  be  collected  in  exCesB,  from  the  appropria- 
tion for  the  refund  to  importers  of  excess  of  deposits.  No 
agreement  for  a  contingent  fee  in  respect  to  recovery  or 
refund  under  protest  shall  be  lawful.  'Compliance  with 
this  provision  shall  be  a  condition  precedent  to  the  validity 
of  the  protest  and  to  any  refund  thereunder,  and  a  vio- 
lation of  this  provision  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  not 
exceeding  $500,  6f  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one 
year,  or  both. 

"Upon  such  payment  of  duties,  protest,  and  deposit  of 
protest  fee,  the  collector  shall  transmit  the  invoice  and 
all  the  papers  and  exhibits  connected  therewith  to  the 
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board  of  nine  general  appraisers,  for  due  assignment  and 
determination  as  provided  by  law;  such  determination 
shall  be  final  and  conclusive  upon  all  persons  interested 
therein,  and  tbe  record  snail  be  transmitted  to  the  proper 
collector  or  person  acting  as  such,  who  shall  liquidate  the 
entry  accordingly,  except  in  cases  where  an  appeal  shall 
be  filed  in  the  United  States  CouFt  of  Customs  Appeals 
within  the  time  and  in  the  manner  provided  for  by  law. 

"Q,  That  the  general  appraisers,  or  any  of  them,  are 
harehy  authorised  to  administer  oaths,  and  said  general 
appraisers,  the  boards  of  general  appraisers,  tbe  local 
appraisers,  ej«  the  collectors,  as  the  case  may  ho,  may 
ette  to  appear  before  them,  and  examine  upon  oath  any 
owner,  importer,  agent,  consignee,  or  other  person  touch- 
ing any  matter  or  thing  which  they,  or  either  of  them, 
sifty  deem  material  respecting  any  imported  merchandise 
then  Wider  consideration  or  previously  imported  within 
OP6  yea?,  in  ascertaining  the  classification  or  dutiable 
wig*  thereof  or  the  rate  or  amount  of  duty;  and  they, 
a*  either  el  them,  may  reanire  the  production  of  any 
letters,  accounts,  contracts,  or  invoices  relating  to  said 
merchandise,  and  may  require  such  testimony  to  be  re- 
duced to  writing,  and  when  so  tafcen  it  shall  be  filed  and 
preserved  for  use  or  reference  until  the  final  decision  of 
tbe  collector,  appraiser,  or  said  board  of  appraisers  shall 
be  made  respecting  the  valuation  or  classification  of  said 
mercbaadi&e,  as  the  case  may  be;  and  such  evidence  shall 
b*  givea  consideration  |n  *H  subsequent  proceedings  re- 
lating to  such  merchandise. 

"P.  That  if  any  person  so  cited  to  appear  shall  neglect 
or  refuse  to  attend,  or  shall  decline  to  answer,  or  shall 
refuse  to  answer  in  writing  any  interrogatories,  and  sub- 
scribe his  name  to  his  deposition,  or  to  produce  such 
papers  when  so  required  by  a  general  appraiser,  or  a  board 
of  general  appraisers,  or  a  local  appraiser,  or  a  collector, 
be  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  $20  nor 
more  than  $600;  and  if  such  person  be  the  owner,  im- 
porter, or  consignee,  the  appraisement  which  tbe  Board 
of  General  Appraisers   or   local  appraiser,   or   collector 
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where  there  is  no  appraiser,  may  make  of  the  merchandise 
shall  be  final  and  conclusive;  and  any  person  who  shall 
willfully  and  corruptly  swear  falsely  on  an  examination 
before  any  general  appraiser,  or  Board  of  General  Ap- 
praisers, or  local  appraiser  or  collector,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  perjury;  and  if  he  is  the  owner,  importer,  or 
consignee,  the  merchandise  shall  be  forfeited,  or  the  value 
thereof  may  be  recovered  from  him. 

"Q.  That  all  decisions  of  the  general  appraisers  and  of 
the  boards  of  general  appraisers,  respecting  values  and 
rates  of  duty,  shall  be  preserved  and  filed,  and  shall  be 
open  to  inspection  under  proper  regulations  to  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  All  decisions 
of  the  general  appraisers  shall  be  reported  forthwith  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  and  to  the  Board  of  General 
Appraisers  on  duty  at  the  port  of  New  York,  and  the 
report  to  the  board  shall  be  accompanied,  whenever  prac- 
ticable, by  samples  of  the  merchandise  in  question,  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  board,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  to  cause  an  abstract  to  be 
made  and  published  of  such  decisions  of  the  appraisers  as 
they  or  he  may  deem  important,  to  be  published  either  in 
full,  or  if  full  publication  shall  not  be  requested  by  the 
Secretary  or  by  the  board,  then  by  an  abstract  contain- 
ing a  general  description  of  the  merchandise  in  question, 
a  statement  of  the  facts  upon  which  the  decision  is  based, 
and  of  the  value  and  rate  of  duty  fixed  in  each  case,  with 
reference,  whenever  practicable,  by  number  or  other  des- 
ignation, to  samples  deposited  in  the  place  of  samples  at 
New  York,  and  such  abstracts  shall  be  issued  from  time  to 
time,  at  least  once  in  each  week,  for  the  information  of 
customs  officers  and  the  public. 

"R.  That  whenever  imported  merchandise  is  subject  to 
an  ad  valorem  rate  of  duty,  or  to  a  duty  based  upon  or 
regulated  in  any  manner  by  the  value  thereof,  the  duty 
shall  be  assessed  upon  the  actual  market  value  or  whole- 
sale price  thereof,  at  the  time  of  exportation  to  the  United 
States,,  in  the  principal  markets  of  the  country  from 
whence  exported;  that  such  actual  market  value  shall  be

held  to  be  the  price  at  which  such  merchandise  is  freely 
offered  for  sale  to  all  purchasers  in  said  markets,  in  the 
usual  wholesale  quantities,  and  the  price  which  the  seller, 
shipper,  or  owner  would  have  received,  and  was  willing 
to  receive,  for  such  merchandise  when  sold  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  trade  in  the  usual  wholesale  quantities,  includ- 
ing the  value  of  all  cartons,  cases,  crates,  boxes,  sacks, 
casks,  barrels,  hogsheads,  bottles,  jars,  demijohns,  carboys, 
and  other  containers  or  coverings,  whether  holding  liquids 
or  solids,  and  all  other  costs,  charges,  and  expenses  inci- 
dent to  placing  the  merchandise  in  condition,  packed  ready 
for  shipment  to  the  United  States,  and  if  there  be  used  for 
covering  or  holding  imported  merchandise,  whether  duti- 
able or  free,  any  unusual  article  or  form  designed  for  use 
otherwise  than  in  the  bona  fide  transportation  of  such 
merchandise  to  the  United  States,  additional  duty  shall  be 
levied  and  collected  upon  such  material  or  article  at  the 
rate  to  which  the  same  would  be  subjected  if  separately 
imported.  That  the  words  "value,"  or  "actual  market 
value,"  or  "wholesale  price,"  whenever  used  in  this  Act, 
or  in  any  law  relating  to  the  appraisement  of  imported 
merchandise,  shall  be  construed  to  be  the  actual  market 
value  or  wholesale  price  of  such,  or  similar  merchandise 
comparable  in  value  therewith,  as  defined  in  this  Act. 

"S.  Any  merchandise  deposited  in  any  public  or  private 
bonded  warehouse  may  be  withdrawn  for  consumption 
within  three  years  from  the  date  of  original  importation, 
on  payment  of  the  duties  and  charges  to  which  it  may 
be  subject  by  law  at  the  time  of  such  withdrawal:  Pro- 
vided, That  nothing  herein  shall  affect  or  impair  existing 
provisions  of  law  in  regard  to  the  disposal  of  perishable 
or  explosive  articles. 

"T.  That  in  all  suits  or  informations  brought,  where  any 
seizure  has  been  made  pursuant  to  any  Act  providing  for 
or  regulating  the  collection  of  duties  on  imports  or  ton- 
nage, if  the  property  is  claimed  by  any  person,  the  burden 
of  proof  shall  lie  upon  such  claimant,  and  in  all  actions 
or  proceedings  for  the  recovery  of  the  value  of  merchan- 
dise imported  contrary  to  any  Act  providing  for  or  regu- 
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lating  the  collection  of  duties  on  imports  or  tonnage,  the 
burden  of  proof  shall  be  upon  the  defendant:  Provided, 
That  probable  cause  is  shown  for  such  prosecution,  to  be 
judged  of  by  the  court. 

"U.  That  if  any  person,  persons,  corporations,  or  other 
bodies,  selling,  shipping,  consigning,  or  manufacturing 
merchandise  exported  to  the  United  States,  shall  fail  or 
refuse  to  submit  to  the  inspection  of  a  duly  accredited  in- 
vestigating officer  of  the  United  States,  when  so  requested 
to  do,  any  or  all  of  his  books,  records,  or  accounts  per- 
taining to  the  value  or  classification  of  such  merchandise, 
then  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  in  his  discretion,  is 
authorized  while  such  failure  or  refusal  continues  to  levy 
an  additional  duty  of  15  per  centum  ad  valorem  on  all 
such  merchandise  when  imported  into  the  United  States: 
Provided,  however,  That  such  additional  duties  shall  not 
be  imposed  in  case  the  laws  of  the  country  of  exportation 
provide  for  the  administration,  by  its  duly  authorized  offi- 
cers, of  oaths  to  invoices,  or  statements  of  cost,  before 
certification  by  consuls,  and  for  punishment  for  false 
swearing  under  said  oaths,  whenever  consuls  are  directed 
by  the  Secretary  of  State,  under  section  twenty-eight  hun- 
dred and  sixty-two  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  to  require 
such  oaths  before  certification  of  the  invoices. 

"V.  That  if  any  person,  persons,  corporations,  or  other 
bodies,  engaged  in  the  importation  of  merchandise  into 
the  United  States  or  engaged  in  dealing  with  such  im- 
ported merchandise,  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  submit  to  the 
inspection  of  a  duly  accredited  investigating  officer  of  the 
United  States,  upon  request  so  to  do  from  the  chief  officer 
of  customs  at  the  port  where  such  merchandise  is  entered, 
any  or  all  of  his  books,  records,  or  accounts  pertaining  to 
the  value  or  classification  of  any  such  imported  merchan- 
dise, then  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  in  his  discretion, 
is  authorized  while  such  failure  or  refusal  continues,  to 
assess  additional  duty  of  15  per  centum  on  all  merchan- 
dise consigned  to  or  imported  by,  or  shipped,  or  intended 
for  delivery,  to  such  person,  persons,  corporations,  or  other 
bodies  so  failing  or  refusing. 
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"W.  That  where  merchandise  purchased  or  manufac- 
tured in  different  consular  districts  in  the  same  country 
is  assembled  for  shipment  and  embraced  in  a  single  in- 
voice and  consulated  at  the  shipping  point,  such  invoice 
shall  have  attached  thereto  the  original  bills  or  invoices 
or  statements  in  the  nature  of  such,  showing  the  prices 
actually  paid,  contracted  to  be  paid,  fixed,  or  determined, 
and  in  connection  with  each  such  purchase  or  consignment 
the  invoice  shall  state  all  charges  and  expenses  as  pro- 
vided in  paragraph  R  of  this  section. 

"X.  No  allowance  shall  be  made  in  the  estimation  and 
liquidation  of  duties  for  shortage  or  nonimportation  caused 
by  decay,  destruction,  or  injury  to  fruit  or  other  perishable 
articles  imported  into  the  United  States  whereby  their 
commercial  value  has  been  destroyed,  unless  under  regu- 
lations prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  Proof 
to  ascertain  such  destruction  or  nonimportation  shall  be 
lodged  with  the  collector  of  customs  of  the  port  where 
such  merchandise  has  been  landed,  or  the  person  acting 
as  such,  within  ten  days  after  the  landing  of  such  merchan- 
dise. The  provisions  hereof  shall  apply  whether  or  not 
the  merchandise  has  been  entered,  and  whether  or  not  the 
duties  have  been  paid  or  secured  to  be  paid,  and  whether 
or  not  a  permit  of  delivery  has  been  granted  to  the  owner 
or  consignee.  Nor  shall  any  allowance  be  made  for  dam- 
age, but  the  importers  may  within  ten  days  after  entry 
abandon  to  the  United  States  all  or  any  portion  of  goods, 
wares,  or  merchandise  of  every  description  included  in 
any  invoice  and  be  relieved  from  the  payment  of  duties 
on  the  portion  so  abandoned:  Provided,  That  the  portion 
so  abandoned  shall  amount  to  10  per  centum  or  more  of 
the  total  value  or  quantity  of  the  invoice.  The  right  of 
abandonment  herein  provided  for  may  be  exercised 
whether  the  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  have  been 
damaged  or  not,  or  whether  or  not  the  same  have  any 
commercial  value:  Provided  further,  That  section  twenty- 
eight  hundred  and  ninety-nine  of  the  Revised  Statutes, 
relating  to  the  return  of  packages  unopened  for  appraise- 
ment, shall  in  no  wise  prohibit  the  right  of  importers  to 
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make  all  needful  examinations  to  determine  whether  the 
right  to  abandon  accrues,  or  whether  by  reason  of  total 
destruction  there  is  a  nonimportation  in  whole  or  in  part 
All  merchandise  abandoned  to  the  Government  by  the  im- 
porters shall  be  delivered  by  the  importers  thereof  at  such 
place  within  the  port  of  arrival  as  the  chief  officer  of  cus- 
toms may  direct,  and  on  the  failure  of  the  importers  to 
comply  with  the  direction  of  the  collector  or  the  chief 
officer  of  customs,  as  the  case  may  be,  the  abandoned 
merchandise  shall  be  disposed  of  by  the  customs  authori- 
ties under  such  regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury may  prescribe,  at  the  expense  of  such  importers.  Where 
imported  fruit  or  perishable  goods  have  been  condemned  at 
the  port  of  original  entry  within  ten  days  after  landing,  by 
health  officers  or  other  legally  constituted  authorities,  the 
importers  or  their  agents  shall,  within  twenty-four  hours 
after  such  condemnation,  lodge  with  the  collector,  or  the 
person  acting  as  collector,  of  said  port,  notice  thereof  in 
writing,  together  with  an  invoice  description  and  the 
quantity  of  the  articles  condemned,  their  location,  and  the 
name  of  the  vessel  in  which  imported.  Upon  receipt  of 
said  notice  the  collector,  or  person  acting  as  collector, 
shall  at  once  cause  an  investigation  and  a  report  to  be 
made  in  writing  by  at  least  two  customs  officers  touching 
the  identity  and  quantity  of  fruit  or  perishable  goods  con- 
demned, and  unless  proof  to  ascertain  the  shortage  or 
nonimportation  of  fruit  or  perishable  goods  shall  have 
been  lodged  as  herein  required,  or  if  the  importer  or  his 
agent  fails  to  notify  the  collector  of  such  condemnation 
proceedings  as  herein  provided,  proof  of  such  shortage  or 
nonimportation  shall  not  be  deemed  established  and  no 
allowance  shall  be  made  in  the  liquidation  of  duties  charge- 
able thereon. 

"Y.  That  whenever  it  shall  be  shown  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  that,  in  any  case  of  un- 
ascertained or  estimated  duties,  or  payments  made  upon 
appeal,  more  money  has  been  paid  to  or  deposited  with 
a  collector  of  customs  than,  as  has  been  ascertained  by 
final  liquidation  thereof,  the  law  required  to  be  paid  or 
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deposited,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  direct  the 
Treasurer  to  refund  and  pay  the  same  out  of  any  money 
in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated.  The  neces- 
sary moneys  therefor  are  hereby  appropriated,  and  this 
appropriation  shall  be  deemed  a  permanent  indefinite  ap- 
propriation; and  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  hereby 
authorized  to  correct  manifest  clerical  errors  in  any  entry 
or  liquidation  for  or  against  the  United  States,  at  any  time 
within  one  year  of  the  date  of  such  entry,  but  not  after- 
wards: Provided,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall, 
in  his  annual  report  to  Congress,  give  a  detailed  statement  . 
of  the  various  sums  of  money  refunded  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act  or  of  any  other  Act  of  Congress  relat- 
ing to  the  revenue,  together  with  copies  of  the  rulings 
under  which  repayments  were  made. 

"Z.  That  from  and  after  the  taking  effect  of  this  Act,  no 
collector  or  other  officer  of  the  customs  shall  be  in  any 
way  liable  to  any  owner,  importer,  consignee,  or  agent  of 
any  merchandise,  or  any  other  person,  for  or  on  account 
of  any  rulings  or  decisions  as  to  the  classification  of  said 
merchandise  or  the  duties  charged  thereon,  or  the  collec- 
tion of  any  dues,  charges,  or  duties  on  or  on  account  of 
said  merchandise,  or  any  other  matter  or  thing  as  to 
which  said  owner,  importer,  consignee,  or  agent  of  such 
merchandise  might,  under  this  Act,  be  entitled  to  appeal 
from  the  decision  of  said  collector  or  other  officer,  or  from 
any  board  of  appraisers. 

"AA.  That  any  person  who  shall  give,  or  offer  to  give, 
or  promise  to  give,  any  money  or  thing  of  value,  directly 
or  indirectly,  to  any  officer  or  employee  of  the  United 
States  in  consideration  of  or  for  any  act  or  omission  con- 
trary to  law  in  connection  with  or  pertaining  to  the  im- 
portation, appraisement,  entry,  examination,  or  inspection 
of  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  including  herein  any 
baggage  or  of  the  liquidation  of  the  entry  thereof,  or  shall 
by  threats  or  demands  or  promises  of  any  character  at- 
tempt to  improperly  influence  or  control  any  such  officer 
or  employee  of  the  United  States  as  to  the  performance 
of  his  official  duties  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  fined 
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not  exceeding  $2,000,  or  be  imprisoned  at  hard  labor  not 
more  than  one  year,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court; 
and  evidence  of  such  giving,  or  offering,  or  promising  to 
give,  satisfactory  to  the  court  in  which  such  trial  is  had, 
shall  be  regarded  as  prima  facie  evidence  that  such  giving 
or  offering  or  promising  was  contrary  to  law,  and  shall  put 
upon  the  accused  the  burden  of  proving  that  such  act  was 
innocent  and  not  done  with  an  unlawful  intention. 

"BB.  That  any  officer  or  employee  of  the  United  States 
who  shall,  excepting  for  lawful  duties  or  fees,  solicit,  de- 
mand, exact,  or  receive  from  any  person,  directly  or  in- 
directly, any  money  or  thing  of  value  in  connection  with 
or  pertaining  to  the  importation,  appraisement,  entry,  ex- 
amination, or  inspection  of  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise, 
including  herein  any  baggage  or  liquidation  of  the  entry 
thereof,  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  exceed- 
ing $5,000,  or  be  imprisoned  at  hard  labor  not  more  than 
two  years,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court;  and 
evidence  of  such  soliciting,  demanding,  exacting,  or  re- 
ceiving, satisfactory  to  the  court  in  which  such  trial  is 
had,  shall  be  regarded  as  prima  facie  evidence  that  such 
soliciting,  demanding,  exacting,  or  receiving  was  contrary 
to  law,  and  shall  put  upon  the  accused  the  burden  of  prov- 
ing that  such  act  was  innocent  and  not  with  an  unlawful 
intention. 

"CC.  That  any  baggage  or  personal  effects  arriving  in 
the  United  States  in  transit  to  any  foreign  country  may  be 
delivered  by  the  parties  having  it  in  charge  to  the  collec- 
tor of  the  proper  district,  to  be  by  him  retained,  without 
the  payment  or  exaction  of  any  import  duty,  or  to  be  for- 
warded by  such  collector  to  the  collector  of  the  port  of 
departure  and  to  be  delivered  to  such  parties  on  their  de- 
parture for  their  foreign  destination,  under  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  pre- 
scribe." 

Section  IV. 

A.  That  for  the  purpose  of  readjusting  the  present  duties 
on  importations  into  the  United  States  and  at  the  same 
time  to  encourage  the  export  trade  of  this  country,  the 
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President  of  the  United  States  is  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  negotiate  trade  agreements  with  foreign  nations 
wherein  mutual  concessions  are  made  looking  toward  freer 
trade  relations  and  further  reciprocal  expansion  of  trade 
and  commerce:  Provided,  however,  That  said  trade  agree- 
ments before  becoming  operative  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  for  ratification  or  rejection. 

B.  That  nothing  in  this  Act  contained  shall  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  abrogate  or  in  any  manner  impair  or  affect 
the  provisions  of  the  treaty  of  commercial  reciprocity  con- 
cluded between  the  United  States  and  the  Republic  of  Cuba 
on  the  eleventh  day  of  December,  nineteen  hundred  and 
two,  or  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Congress  heretofore 
passed  for  the  execution  of  the  same  except  as  to  the 
proviso  of  article  eight  of  said  treaty,  which  proviso  is 
hereby  abrogated  and  repealed. 

C.  That  there  shall  be  levied,  collected,  and  paid  upon 
all  articles  coming  into  the  United  States  from  the  Philip- 
pine Islands  the  rates  of  duty  which  are  required  to  be 
levied,  collected,  and  paid  upon  like  articles  imported  from 
foreign  countries:  Provided,  That  all  articles,  the  growth 
or  product  of  or  manufactured  in  the  Philippine  Islands 
from  materials  the  growth  or  product  of  the  Philippine 
Islands  or  of  the  United  States,  or  of  both,  or  which  do  not 
contain  foreign  materials  to  the  value  of  more  than  20  per 
centum  of  their  total  value,  upon  which  no  drawback  of 
customs  duties  has  been  allowed  therein,  coming  into  the 
United  States  from  the  Philippine  Islands  shall  hereafter 
be  admitted  free  of  duty:  Provided,  however,  That  in 
consideration  of  the  exemptions  aforesaid,  all  articles,  the 
growth,  product,  or  manufacture  of  the  United  States,  upon 
which  no  drawback  of  customs  duties  has  been  allowed 
therein,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Philippine  Islands  from 
the  United  States  free  of  duty:  And  provided  further,  That 
the  free  admission,  herein  provided,  of  such  articles,  the 
growth,  product,  or  manufacture  of  the  United  States,  into 
the  Philippine  Islands,  or  of  the  growth,  product,  or  man- 
ufacture, as  hereinbefore  defined,  of  the  Philippine  Islands 
into  the  United  States,  shall  be  conditioned  upon  the  direct 
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shipment  thereof,  under  a  through  hill  of  lading,  from  the 
country  of  origin  to  the  country  of  destination:  Provided, 
That  direct  shipment  shall  include  shipments  in  bond 
through  foreign  territory  contiguous  to  the  United  States: 
Provided,  however,  That  if  such  articles  become  unpacked 
while  en  route  by  accident,  wreck,  or  other  casualty,  or 
so  damaged  as  to  necessitate  their  repacking,  the  same 
shall  be  admitted  free  of  duty  upon  satisfactory  proof  that 
the  unpacking  occurred  through  accident  or  necessity  and 
that  the  merchandise  involved  is  the  identical  merchan- 
dise originally  shipped  from  the  United  States  or  the 
Philippine  Islands,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  that  its  con- 
dition has  not  been  changed  except  for  such  damage  as 
may  have  been  sustained:  And  provided,  That  there  shall 
be  levied,  collected,  and  paid,  in  the  United  States,  upon 
articles,  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  coming  into  the 
United  States  from  the  Philippine  Islands,  a  tax  equal  to 
the  internal-revenue  tax  imposed  in  the  United  States  upon 
the  like  articles,  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  of  domestic 
manufacture;  such  tax  to  be  paid  by  internal-revenue  stamp 
or  stamps,  to  be  provided  by  the  Commissioner  of  Internal 
Revenue,  and  to  be  affixed  in  such  manner  and  under  such 
regulations  as  he,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury,  shall  prescribe;  and  such  articles,  goods, 
wares,  or  merchandise,  shipped  from  said  islands  to  the 
United  States,  shall  be  exempt  from  the  payment  of  any 
tax  imposed  by  the  internal-revenue  laws  of  the  Philippine 
Islands:  And  provided  further,  That  there  shall  be  levied, 
collected,  and  paid  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  upon  articles, 
goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  going  into  the  Philippine 
Islands  from  the  United  States,  a  tax  equal  to  the 
internal-revenue  tax  imposed  in  the  Philippine  Islands 
upon  the  like  articles,  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise 
of  Philippine  Islands  manufacture;  such  tax  to  be  paid 
by  internal-revenue  stamps  or  otherwise,  as  provided 
by  the  laws  in  the  Philippine  Islands;  and  such  articles, 
goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  going  into  xhe  Philippine 
Islands  from  the  United  States  shall  be  exempt  from  the 
payment  of  any  tax  imposed  by  the  internal-revenue  laws 
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of  the  United  States:  And  provided  further,  That  in  addi- 
tion to  the  customs  taxes  imposed  in  the  Philippine  Islands, 
there  shall  be  levied,  collected,  and  paid  therein  upon 
articles,  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  imported  into  the 
Philippine  Islands  from  countries  other  than  the  United 
States,  the  internal-revenue  tax  imposed  by  the  Philippine 
Government  on  like  articles  manufactured  and  consumed 
in  the  Philippine  Islands  or  shipped  thereto  for  consump- 
tion therein,  from  the  United  States:  And  Provided 
further,  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  Act  all 
internal  revenues  collected  in  or  for  account  of  the  Philip- 
pine Islands  shall  accrue  intact  to  the  general  government 
thereof  and  be  paid  into  the  insular  treasury:  Andprovided 
further,  That  section  thirteen  of  "An  Act  to  raise  revenue 
for  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  for  other  purposes/'  approved 
August  fifth,  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  is  hereby  repealed. 

D.  That  articles,  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  going 
into  Porto  Rico  from  the  United  States  shall  be  exempted 
from  the  payment  of  any  tax  imposed  by  the  internal- 
revenue  laws  of  the  United  States. 

E.  That  whenever  any  country,  dependency,  colony,  prov- 
ince, or  other  political  subdivision  of  government  shall  pay 
or  bestow,  directly  or  indirectly,  any  bounty  or  grant  upon 
the  exportation  of  any  article  or  merchandise  from  such 
country,  dependency,  colony,  province,  or  other  political 
subdivision  of  government,  and  such  article  or  merchan- 
dise is  dutiable  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  then  upon 
the  importation  of  any  such  article  or  merchandise  into 
the  United  States,  whether  the  same  shall  be  imported 
directly  from  the  country  of  production  or  otherwise,  and 
whether  such  article  or  merchandise  is  imported  in  the 
same  condition  as  when  exported  from  the  country  of  pro- 
duction or  has  been  changed  in  condition  by  remanufac- 
ture  or  otherwise,  there  shall  be  levied  and  paid,  in  all 
such  cases,  in  addition  to  the  duties  otherwise  imposed 
by  this  Act,  an  additional  duty  equal  to  the  net  amount  of 
such  bounty  or  grant,  however  the  same  be  paid  or  be- 
stowed. The  net  amount  of  all  such  bounties  or  grants 
shall  be  from  time  to  time  ascertained,  determined,  and 
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declared  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  who  shall  make 
all  needful  regulations  for  the  identification  of  such  articles 
and  merchandise  and  for  the  assessment  and  collection 
of  such  additional  duties. 

F.  Subsection  1.  That  all  articles  of  foreign  manufac- 
ture or  production,  which  are  capable  of  being  marked, 
stamped,  branded,  or  labeled,  without  injury,  shall  be 
marked,  stamped,  branded,  or  labeled  in  legible  English 
words,  in  a  conspicuous  place  that  shall  not  be  covered  or 
obscured  by  any  subsequent  attachments  or  arrangements, 
so  as  to  indicate  the  country  of  origin.  Said  marking, 
stamping^  branding,  or  labeling  shall  be  as  nearly  indelible 
and  permanent  as  the  nature  of  the  article  will  permit. 

All  packages  containing  imported  articles  shall  be 
marked,  stamped,  branded,  or  labeled  so  as  to  indicate 
legibly,  and  plainly,  in  English  words,  the  country  of  origin 
and  the  quantity  of  their  contents,  and  until  marked  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  directions  prescribed  in  this  section  no 
articles  or  packages  shall  be  delivered  to  the  importer. 

Should  any  article  or  package  of  imported  merchandise 
be  marked,  stamped,  branded,  or  labeled  so  as  not  ac- 
curately to  indicate  the  quantity,  number,  or  measure- 
ment actually  contained  in  such  article  or  package,  no 
delivery  of  the  same  shall  be  made  to  the  importer  until 
the  mark,  stamp,  brand,  or  label,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall 
be  changed  so  as  to  conform  to  the  facts  of  the  case. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  prescribe  the  neces- 
sary rules  and  regulations  to  carry  out  the  foregoing  pro- 
vision. 

F.  Subsection  2.  If  any  person  shall  fraudulently  violate 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  relating  to  the  marking, 
stamping,  branding,  or  labeling  of  any  imported  articles 
or  packages;  or  shall  fraudulently  deface,  destroy,  remove, 
alter,  or  obliterate  any  such  marks,  stamps,  brands,  or 
labels  with  intent  to  conceal  the  information  given  by  or 
contained  in  such  marks,  stamps,  brands,  or  labels,  he 
shall  upon  conviction  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding 
15,000,  or  be  imprisoned  for  any  time  not  exceeding  one 
year,  or  both. 
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G.  Subsection  1.  That  all  persons  are  prohibited  from 
importing  into  the  United  States  from  any  foreign  country 
any  obscene  book,  pamphlet,  paper,  writing,  advertisement, 
circular,  print,  picture,  drawing,  or  other  representation, 
figure,  or  image  on  or  of  paper  or  other  material,  or  any 
cast,  instrument,  or  other  article  of  an  immoral  nature,  or 
any  drug  or  medicine,  or  any  article  whatever  for  the  pre- 
vention of  conception  or  for  causing  unlawful  abortion,  or 
any  lottery  ticket,  or  any  advertisement  of  any  lottery. 
No  such  articles,  whether  imported  separately  or  con- 
tained in  packages  with  other  goods  entitled  to  entry,  shall 
be  admitted  to  entry;  and  all  such  articles^  shall  be  pro- 
ceeded against,  seized,  and  forfeited  by  due  course  of  law. 
All  such  prohibited  articles  and  the  package  in  which  they 
are  contained  in  the  course  of  importation  shall  be  de- 
tained by  the  officer  of  customs,  and  proceedings  taken 
against  the  same  as  hereinafter  prescribed,  unless  it  ap- 
pears to  the  satisfaction  of  the  collector  of  customs  that 
the  obscene  articles  contained  in  the  package  were  in- 
closed therein  without  the  knowledge  or  consent  of  the 
importer,  owner,  agent,  or  consignee:  Provided,  That  the 
drugs  hereinbefore  mentioned,  when  imported  in  bulk  and 
not  put  up  for  any  of  the  purposes  hereinbefore  specified, 
are  excepted  from  the  operation  of  this  subsection. 

G.  Subsection  2.  That  whoever,  being  an  officer,  agent, 
or  employee  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  shall 
knowingly  aid  or  abet  any  person  engaged  in  any  violation 
of  any  of  the  provisions  of  law  prohibiting  importing, 
advertising,  dealing  in,  exhibiting,  or  sending  or  receiving 
by  mail  obscene  or  indecent  publications  or  representa- 
tions, or  means  for  preventing  conception  or  procuring 
abortion,  or  other  articles  of  indecent  or  immoral  use  or 
tendency,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
shall  for  every  offense  be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  $5,000,  or  by  imprisonment  at  har*d  labor  for  not 
more  than  ten  years,  or  both. 

G.  Subsection  3.  That  any  circuit  or  district  judge  of  the 
United   States,  within  the  proper   district,  before  whom 
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complaint  in  writing  of  any  violation  of  the  two  preceding: 
sections  is  made,  to  the  satisfaction  of  such  judge,  and 
founded  on  knowledge  or  belief,  and  if  upon  belief, 
setting  forth  the  grounds  of  such  belief,  and  supported  by 
oath  or  affirmation  of  the  complainant,  may  issue,  con- 
formably to  the  Constitution,  a  warrant  directed  to  the 
marshal  or  any  deputy  marshal  in  the  proper  district, 
directing  him  to  search  for,  seize,  and  take  possession  of 
any  such  article  or  thing  mentioned  in  the  two  preceding 
sections,  and  to  make  due  and  immediate  return  thereof, 
to  the  end  that  the  same  may  be  condemned  and  de- 
stroyed by  proceedings,  which  shall  be  conducted  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  proceedings  in  the  case  of  municipal 
seizure,  and  with  the  same  right  of  appeal  or  writ  of  error. 

H.  Subsection  1.  That  the  importation  of  neat  cattle 
and  the  hides  of  neat  cattle  from  any  foreign  country  into 
the  United  States  is  prohibited:  Provided,  That  the  opera- 
tion of  this  section  shall  be  suspended  as  to  any  foreign 
country  or  countries,  or  any  parts  of  such  country  or  coun- 
tries, whenever  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  offi- 
cially determine,  and  give  public  notice  thereof,  that  such 
importation  will  not  tend  to  the  introduction  or  spread  of 
contagious  or  infectious  diseases  among  the  cattle  of  the 
United  States;  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  here- 
by authorized  and  empowered,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty,  to 
make  all  necessary  orders  and  regulations  to  carry  this 
section  into  effect,  or  to  suspend  the  same  as  herein  pro- 
vided, and  to  send  copies  thereof  to  the  proper  officers  in  the 
United  States  and  to  such  officers  or  agents  of  the  United 
States  in  foreign  countries  as  he  shall  judge  necessary* 

H.  Subsection  2.  That  any  person  convicted  of  a  willful 
violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  subsec- 
tion shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  $500,  or  imprisoned  not 
exceeding  one  year,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

I.  That  all  goods,  wares,  articles,  and  merchandise  man- 
ufactured wholly  or  in  part  in  any  foreign  country  by  con- 
vict labor  shall  not  be  entitled  to  entry  at  any  of  the  ports 
of  the  United  States,  and  the  importation  thereof  is  hereby 
prohibited,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  authorized 
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and    directed  to  prescribe  such  regulations   as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  enforcement  of  this  provision. 

J.  Subsection  1.  That  a  discriminating  duty  of  10  per 
centum  ad  valorem,  in  addition  to  the  duties  imposed  by 
law,  shall  be  levied,  collected,  and  paid  on  all  goods,  wares, 
or  merchandise  which  shall  be. imported  in  vessels  not  of 
the  United  States,  or  which  being  the  production  or  manu- 
facture of  any  foreign  country  not  contiguous  to  the  United 
States,  shall  come  into  the  United  States  from  such  con- 
tiguous country;  but  this  discriminating  duty  shall  not 
apply  to  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  which  shall  be  im- 
ported in  vessels  not  of  the  United  States  entitled  at  the 
time  of  such  importation  by  treaty  or  convention  or  Act  of 
Congress  to  be  entered  in  the  ports  of  the  United  States 
on  payment  of  the  same  duties  as  shall  then  be  payable 
on  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise  imported  in  vessels  of 
the  United  States,  nor  to  such  foreign  products  or  manu- 
factures as  shall  be  imported  from  such  contiguous  coun- 
tries in  the  usual  course  of  strictly  retail  trade. 

J.  Subsection  2.  That  no  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise, 
unless  in  cases  provided  for  by  treaty,  shall  be  imported 
into  the  United  States  from  any  foreign  port  or  place, 
except  in  vessels  of  the  United  States,  or  in  such  foreign 
vessels  as  truly  and  wholly  belong  to  the  citizens  or  sub- 
jects of  that  country  of  which  the  goods  are  the  growth, 
production,  or  manufacture,  or  from  which  such  goods, 
wares,  or  merchandise  can  only  be,  or  most  usually  are, 
first  shipped  for  transportation.  All  goods,  wares,  or  mer- 
chandise imported  contrary  to  this  section,  and  the  vessel 
wherein  the  same  shall  be  imported,  together  with  her 
cargo,  tackle,  apparel,  and  furniture,  shall  be  forfeited  to 
the  United  States;  and  such  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise, 
ship,  or  vessel,  and  cargo  shall  be  liable  to  be  seized, 
prosecuted,  and  condemned  in  like  manner,  and  under  the 
same  regulations,  restrictions,  and  provisions  as  have 
been  heretofore  established  for  the  recovery,  collection, 
distribution,  and  remission  of  forfeitures  to  the  United 
States  by  the  several  revenue  laws. 
J.  Subsection  3.  That  the  preceding  subsection  shall  not 
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apply  to  vessels  or  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  imported 
in  vessels  of  a  foreign  nation  which  does  not  maintain  a 
similar  regulation  against  vessels  of  the  United  States. 

J.  Subsection  4.  That  machinery  or  other  articles  to  be 
altered  or  repaired,  molders'  patterns  for  use  in  the  man- 
ufacture of  castings  intended  to  be  and  actually  exported 
within  six  months  from  the  date  of  importation  thereof, 
models  of  women's  wearing  apparel  imported  by  manu- 
facturers for  use  as  models  in  their  own  establishments, 
and  not  for  sale,  samples  solely  for  use  in  taking  orders 
for  merchandise,  articles  intended  solely  for  experimental 
purposes,  and  automobiles,  motor  cycles,  bicycles,  aero- 
planes, airships,  balloons,  motor  boats,  racing  shells,  teams, 
and  saddle  horses,  and  similar  vehicles  and  craft  brought 
temporarily  into  the  United  States  by  nonresidents  for 
touring  purposes  or  for  the  purpose  of  taking  part  in  races 
or  other  specific  contests,  may  be  admitted  without  the 
payment  of  duty  under  bond  for  their  exportation  within 
six  months  from  the  date  of  importation  and  under  such 
regulations  and  subject  to  such  conditions  as  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  may  prescribe:  Provided,  That  no  article 
shall  be  entitled  to  entry  under  this  section  that  is  in- 
tended for  sale  or  which  is  imported  for  sale  on  approval. 

J.  Subsection  5.  That  all  materials  of  foreign  produc- 
tion which  may  be  necessary  for  the  construction  of  naval 
vessels  or  other  vessels  of  the  United  States,  vessels  built 
in  the  United  States  for  foreign  account  and  ownership,  or 
for  the  purpose  of  being  employed  in  the  foreign  or  do- 
mestic trade,  and  all  such  materials  necessary  for  the 
building  of  their  machinery,  and  all  articles  necessary  for 
their  outfit  and  equipment,  may  be  imported  in  bond  under 
such  regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  pre- 
scribe; and  upon  proof  that  such  materials  have  been 
used  for  such  purposes  no  duties  shall  be  paid  thereon. 

J.  Subsection  6.  That  all  articles  of  foreign  production 
needed  for  the  repair  of  naval  vessels  of,  or  other 
vessels  owned  or  used  by,  the  United  States  and  vessels 
now  or  hereafter  registered  under  the  laws  of  the  United 
States  may  be  withdrawn  from  bonded  warehouses  free 
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of  duty,  under  such  regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  may  prescribe. 

J.  Subsection  7.  That  a  discount  of-  5  per  centum  on  all  • 
duties  imposed  by  this  Act  shall  be  allowed  on  such  goods, 
wares,  and  merchandise  as  shall  be  imported  in  vessels 
admitted  to  registration  under  the  laws  of  the  United 
States:  Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  subsection  shall  be 
so  construed  as  to  abrogate  or  in  any  manner  impair  or 
affect  the  provisions  of  any  treaty  concluded  between  the 
United  States  and  any  foreign  nation. 

K.  The  privilege  of  purchasing  supplies  from  public 
warehouses,  free  of  duty,  and  from  bonded  manufacturing 
warehouses,  free  of  duty  or  of  internal-revenue  tax,  as  the 
case  may  be,  shall  be  extended,  under  such  regulations 
as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  prescribe,  to  the 
vessels  of  war  of  any  nation  in  ports  of  the  United  States 
which  may  reciprocate  such  privileges  toward  the  vessels 
of  war  of  the  United  States  in  its  ports. 

L.  That  whenever  any  vessel  laden  with  merchandise, 
in  whole  or  in  part  subject  to  duty,  has  been  sunk  in  any 
river,  harbor,  bay,  or  waters  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  United  States,  and  within  its  limits,  for  the  period  of 
two  years,  and  is  abandoned  by  the  owner  thereof,  any 
person  who  may- raise  such  vessel  shall  be  permitted  to 
bring  any  merchandise  recovered  therefrom  into  the  port 
nearest  to  the  place  where  such  vessel  was  so  raised  free 
from  the  payment  of  any  duty  thereupon,  but  under  such 
regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  prescribe. 
M.  That  all  articles  manufactured  in  whole  or  in  part  of 
imported  materials,  or  of  materials  subject  to  internal- 
revenue  tax,  and  intended  for  exportation  without  being 
charged  with  duty,  and  without  having  an  internal-revenue 
stamp  affixed  thereto,  shall,  under  such  regulations  as  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  prescribe,  in  order  to  be 
so  manufactured  and  exported,  be  made  and  manufactured 
in  bonded  warehouses  similar  to  those  known  and  desig- 
nated in  Treasury  Regulations  as  bonded  warehouses,  class 
six:  Provided,  That  the  manufacturer  of  such  articles  shall 
flrat  give  satisfactory  bonds  for  the  faithful  observance  of 
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all  the  provisions  of  law  and  of  such  regulations  as  shall 
be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury:  Provided 
further,  That  the  manufacture  of  distilled  spirits  from 
grain,  starch,  molasses,  or  sugar,  including  all  dilutions  or 
mixtures  of  them  or  either  of  them,  shall  not  be  permitted 
in  such  manufacturing  warehouses. 

Whenever  goods  manufactured  in  any  bonded  warehouse 
established  under  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  para- 
graph shall  be  exported  directly  therefrom  or  shall  be  duly 
laden  for  transportation  and  immediate  exportation  under 
the  supervision  of  the  proper  officer  who  shall  be  duly  desig- 
nated for  that  purpose,  such  goods  shall  be  exempt  from 
duty  and  from  the  requirements  relating  to  revenue  stamps. 

Any  materials  used  in  the  manufacture  of  such  goods, 
and  any  packages,  coverings,  vessels,  brands,  and  labels  used 
in  putting  up  the  same  may,  under  the  regulations  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  be  conveyed  without  the  pay- 
ment of  revenue  tax  or  duty  into  any  bonded  manufactur- 
ing warehouse,  and  imported  goods  may,  under  the  afore- 
said regulations,  be  transferred  without  the  exaction  of 
duty  from  any  bonded  warehouse  into  any  bonded  manu- 
facturing warehouse;  but  this  privilege  shall  not  be  held 
to  apply  to  implements,  machinery,  or  apparatus  to  be 
used  in  the  construction  or  repair  of  any  bonded  manu- 
facturing warehouse  or  for  the  prosecution  of  the  business 
carried  on  therein. 

No  articles  or  materials  received  into  such  bonded  man- 
ufacturing warehouse  shall  be  withdrawn  or  removed  there- 
from except  for  direct  shipment  and  exportation  or  for 
transportation  and  immediate  exportation  in  bond  to  for- 
eign countries  or  to  the  Philippine  Islands  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  officer  duly  designated  therefor  by  the  col- 
lector of  the  port,  who  shall  certify  to  such  shipment  and 
exportation,  or  ladening  for  transportation,  as  the  case 
may  be,  describing  the  articles  by  their  mark  or  otherwise, 
the  quantity,  the  date  of  exportation,  and  the  name  of  the 
vessel:  Provided,  That  the  waste  material  or  by-products 
incident  to  the  processes  of  manufacture,  including  waste 
derived  from  cleaning  rice  in  bonded  warehouses  under 
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Act  of  March  twenty-fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
four,  in  said  bonded  warehouses  may  he  withdrawn  for 
domestic  consumption  on  the  payment  of  duty  equal  to 
the  duty  which  would  be  assessed  and  collected,  by  law, 
if  such  waste  or  by-products  were  imported  from  a  foreign 
country.  All  labor  performed  and  services  rendered  under 
these  provisions  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  a  duly 
designated  officer  of  the  customs  and  at  the  expense  of 
the  manufacturer. 

A  careful  account  shall  be  kept  by  the  collector  of  all 
merchandise  delivered  by  him  to  any  bonded  manufactur- 
ing warehouse,  and  a  sworn  monthly  return,  verified  by  the 
customs  officers  in  charge,  shall  be  made  by  the  manufac- 
turers containing  a  detailed  statement  of  all  imported  mer- 
chandise used  by  him  in  the  manufacture  of  exported 
articles. 

Before  commencing  business  the  proprietor  of  any  man- 
ufacturing warehouse  shall  file  with  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  a  list  of  all  the  articles  intended  to  be  manu- 
factured in  such  warehouse,  and  state  the  formula  of  man- 
ufacture and  the  names  and  quantities  of  the  ingredients 
to  be  used  therein. 

Articles  manufactured  under  these  provisions  may  be 
withdrawn  under  such  regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  may  prescribe  for  transportation  and  delivery 
into  any  bonded  warehouse  at  an  exterior  port  for  the  sole 
purpose  of  immediate  export  therefrom:  Provided,  That 
cigars  manufactured  in  whole  of  tobacco  imported  from 
any  one  country,  made  and  manufactured  in  such  bonded 
manufacturing  warehouses,  may  be  withdrawn  for  home 
consumption  upon  the  payment  of  the  duties  on  such 
tobacco  in  its  condition  as  imported  under  such  regulations 
as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  prescribe,  and  the 
payment  of  the  internal-revenue  tax  accruing  on  such 
cigars  in  their  condition  as  withdrawn,  and  the  boxes  or 
packages  containing  such  cigars  shall  be  stamped  to  indi- 
cate their  character,  origin  of  tobacco  from  which  made, 
and  place  of  manufacture. 

The  provisions  of  Revised  Statutes  thirty-four  hundred 
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and  thirty-three  shall,  so  far  as  may  be  practicable,  apply 
to  any  bonded  manufacturing  warehouse  established  under 
this  Act  and  to  the  merchandise  conveyed  therein. 

N.  Subsection  1.  That  the  works  of  manufacturers  en- 
gaged in  smelting  or  refining,  or  both,  of  ores  and  crude 
metals,  may  upon  the  giving  of  satisfactory  bonds  be  desig- 
nated as  bonded  smelting  warehouses.  Ores  or  crude 
metals  may  be  removed  from  the  vessel  or  other  vehicle 
in  which  imported,  or  from  a  bonded  warehouse,  into  a 
bonded  smelting  warehouse  without  the  payment  of  duties 
thereon  and  there  smelted  or  refined,  or  both,  together 
with  ores  or  crude  metals  of  home  or  foreign  production: 
Provided,  That  the  bonds  shall  be  charged  with  the  amount 
of  duties  payable  upon  such  ores  and  crude  metals  at  the 
time  of  their  importation,  and  the  several  charges  against 
such  bonds  may  be  canceled  upon  the  exportation  or  de- 
livery to  a  bonded  manufacturing  warehouse  established 
under  paragraph  M  of  this  section  of  an  amount  of  the 
same  kind  of  metal  equal  to  the  actual  amount  of  dutiable 
metal  producible  from  the  smelting  or  refining,  or  both, 
of  such  ores  or  crude  metals  as  determined  from  time  to 
time  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury:  And  provided 
further,  That  the  said  metals  so  producible,  or  any  portion 
thereof,  may  be  withdrawn  for  domestic  consumption,  or 
transferred  to  a  bonded  customs  warehouse,  and  with- 
drawn therefrom,  and  the  several  charges  against  the 
bonds  canceled  upon  the  payment  of  the  duties  chargeable 
against  an  equivalent  amount  of  ores  or  crude  metals  from 
which  said  metal  would  be  producible  in  their  condition 
as  imported:  And  provided  further,  That  on  the  arrival  of 
the  ores  and  crude  metals  at  such  establishments  they 
shall  be  sampled  and  assayed  according  to  commercial 
methods  under  the  supervision  of  Government  officers,  to 
be  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  and  at  the 
expense  of  the  manufacturer:  Provided  further,  That  anti- 
monial  lead  produced  in  said  establishments  may  be  with- 
drawn for  consumption  upon  the  payment  of  the  duties 
chargeable  against  it  as  type  metal  under  existing  law  and 
the  charges  against  the  bonds  canceled  in  a  similar  sum: 
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Provided  further.  That  all  labor  performed  and  services 
rendered  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  be  under  the  super- 
vision of  an  officer  of  the  customs,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  and  at  the  expense  of  the  man- 
ufacturer: Provided  further,  That  all  regulations  for  the 
carrying  out  of  this  section  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Treasury. 

Subsection  2.  That  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  Jan- 
uary, nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  under  such  regula- 
tions as  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  prescribe, 
any  farmer  or  association  of  farmers,  any  fruit  grower  or 
association  of  fruit  growers,  or  other  person  or  persons 
may  manufacture  alcohol  free  of  tax  for  denaturization 
only,  out  of  any  of  the  products  of  farms,  fruit  orchards, 
or  any  substance  whatever,  on  condition  that  such  alcohol 
shall  be  directly  conveyed  from  the  'still  by  continuous 
closed  pipes  to  looked  and  sealed  receptacles  in  which  the 
same  may  be  rendered  unfit  for  use  as  an  intoxicating 
beverage  by  an  admixture  of  such  denaturing  materials 
as  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  may  prescribe,  or 
where  such  alcohol  is  of  insufficient  proof  to  be  denatured, 
the  same  may  be  transferred  in  bond  from  such  locked 
and  sealed  receptacles  to  a  central  distilling  and  denatur- 
ing plant  as  hereinafter  provided. 

That  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  may  authorize 
the  establishment  of  central  distilling  and  denaturing 
plants  to  which  alcohol  produced  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  free  of  tax,  may  be  transferred,  redistilled  and 
denatured  under  such  regulations,"  and  upon  the  execution 
of  such  notices  and  bonds  as  the  Commissioner  of  Internal 
Revenue,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury, may  prescribe. 

That  any  central  distilling  and  denaturing  plant  pro- 
vided for  in  section  two  of  this  Act  may,  in  addition  to 
the  spirits  produced  under  section  one  of  this  Act,  use  any 
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of  the  products  of  farms,  fruit  orchards,  or  any  substance 
whatever,  for  the  manufacture  of  alcohol  for  denaturation 
only:  Provided,  That  at  such  distilleries  the  use  of  cisterns 
or  tanks  of  such  size  and  construction  as  may  be  deemed 
expedient  shall  be  permitted  in  lieu  of  distillery  bonded 
warehouses  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Com- 
missioner of  Internal  Revenue,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  may  prescribe. 

That  any  person  who  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
shall  fail  to  register,  or  shall  falsely  register,  any  still  or 
distilling  apparatus  used  by  him,  or  who  shall  fraudulently 
remove  or  conceal  any  distilled  spirits  produced  by  him, 
or  who  shall  fail  to  comply  with  all  the  requirements  of 
this  Act,  or  any  regulations  issued  pursuant  thereto,  re- 
specting the  production  and  denaturization  of  distilled 
spirits;  and  any  person  who  shall  recover  or  attempt  to 
recover  by  redistillization  or  by  any  other  process  or 
means,  any  distilled  spirits  after  the  same  has  been  dena- 
tured, shall,  on  conviction,  for  each  offense,  be  fined  not 
more  than  $5,000  or  be  imprisoned  for  not  more  than  five 
years,  or  both,  and  shall  in  addition  thereto  forfeit  to  the 
United  States  all  real  and  personal  property  used  in  con- 
nection therewith. 

That  subsection  two  of  section  thirty-two  hundred  and 
forty-four  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States 
shall  not  apply  to  stills  and  worms  manufactured  for  use 
in  distilling,  provided  for  in  section  one  of  this  Act,  but 
the  manufacturer  or  owner  of  such  distilling  apparatus 
shall  give  notice  to  the  collector  of  internal  revenue  of  the 
district  in  which  the  said  apparatus  is  made,  or  to  which 
it  is  removed,  of  each  still,  or  worm,  manufactured,  sold, 
used,  or  exchanged  under  such  regulations  as  the  Com- 
missioner of  Internal  Revenue,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  may  prescribe. 

Section  four  of  the  Act  of  March  second,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  seven,  amendatory  of  the  Act  of  June  seventh, 
nineteen  hundred  and  six,  is  hereby  repealed,  and  the 
Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  shall  exempt  distillers  op- 
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erating  under  this  Act  from  the  provisions  of  sections 
thirty-two  hundred  and  eighty-three  and  thirty-three  hun- 
dred and  nine  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States, 
and  from  such  other  provisions  of  existing  laws  relating 
to  distilleries,  including  the  giving  of  bonds,  as  may  be 
deemed  expedient  by  said  officials:  Provided,  however, 
That  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  shall  assess 
and  collect  the  tax  on  any  spirits  unlawfully  produced  or 
produced  and  not  accounted  for  by  any  such  distiller. 

O.  That  upon  the  exportation  of  articles  manufactured 
or  produced  in  the  United  States  by  the  use  of  imported 
merchandise  or  materials  upon  which  customs  duties  have 
been  paid,  the  full  amount  of  such  duties  paid  upon  the 
quantity  of  materials  used  in  the  manufacture  or  produc- 
tion of  the  exported  product  shall  be  refunded  as  drawback, 
less  1  per  centum  of  such  duties:  Provided,  That  where  a 
principal  product  and  a  by-product  result  from  the  manip- 
ulation of  imported  material  and  only  the  by-product  is 
exported,  the  proportion  of  the  drawback  distributed  to 
such  by-product  shall  not  exceed  the  duty  assessable  under 
this  Act  on  a  similar  by-product  of  foreign  origin  if  im- 
ported into  the  United  States.  Where  no  duty  is  assess- 
able upon  the  importation  of  a  corresponding  by-product, 
no  drawback  shall  be  payable  on  such  by-product  produced 
from  the  imported  material;  if,  however,  the  principal  prod- 
uct is  exported,  then  on  the  exportation  thereof  there  shall 
be  refunded  as  drawback  the  whole  of  the  duty  paid  on 
the  imported  material  used  in  the  production  of  both  the 
principal  and  the  by-product,  less  1  per  cent,  as  herein- 
before provided:  Provided  further,  That  when  the  articles 
exported  are  manufactured  in  part  from  domestic  ma- 
terials, the  imported  materials  or  the  parts  of  the  articles 
manufactured  from  such  materials,  shall  so  appear  in  the 
completed  articles  that  the  quantity  or  measure  thereof 
may  be  ascertained:  And  provided  further,  That  the  draw- 
back on  any  article  allowed  under  existing  law  shall  be 
continued  at  the  rate  herein  provided.  That  the  imported 
materials  used  in  the  manufacture  or  production  of  articles 
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entitled  to  drawback  of  customs  duties  when  exported  shall, 
in  all  cases  where  drawback  of  duties  paid  on  such  mate- 
rials is  claimed,  be  identified,  the  quantity  of  such  materials 
used  and  the  amount  of  duties  paid  thereon  shall  be  ascer- 
tained, the  facts  of  the  manufacture  or  production  of  such 
articles  in  the  United  States  and  their  exportation  there- 
from shall  be  determined,  and  the  drawback  due  thereon 
shall  be  paid  to  the  manufacturer,  producer,  or  exporter,  to 
the  agent  of  either  or  to  the  person  to  whom  such  manu- 
facturer, producer,  exporter,  or  agent  shall  in  writing  order 
such  drawback  paid,  under  such  regulations  as  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury  shall  prescribe. 

That  on  the  exportation  of  flavoring  extracts,  medicinal 
or  toilet  preparations  (including  perfumery)  hereafter 
manufactured  or  produced  in  the  United  States  in  part 
from  domestic  alcohol  on  which  an  internal-revenue  tax 
has  been  paid,  there  shall  be  allowed  a  drawback  equal  in 
amount  to  the  tax  found  to  have  been  paid  on  the  alcohol 
so  used:  Provided,  That  no  other  than  domestic  tax-paid 
alcohol  shall  have  been  used  in  the  manufacture  or  pro- 
duction of  such  preparations.  Such  drawback  shall  be 
determined  and  paid  under  such  rules  and  regulations,  and 
upon  the  filing  of  such  notices,  bonds,  bills  of  lading,  and 
other  evidence  of  payment  of  tax  and  exportation,  as  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  prescribe. 

That  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  apply  to  ma- 
terials used  in  the  construction  and  equipment  of  vessels 
built  for  foreign  account  and  ownership,  or  for  the  govern- 
ment of  any  foreign  country,  notwithstanding  that  such 
vessels  may  not  within  the  strict  meaning  of  the  term  be 
articles  exported. 

P.  That  upon  the  reimportation  of  articles  once  exported, 
of  the  growth,  product,  or  manufacture  of  the  United 
States,  upon  which  no  internal  tax  has  been  assessed  or 
paid,  or  upon  which  such  tax  has  been  paid  and  refunded 
by  allowance  or  drawback,  there  shall  be  levied,  collected, 
and  paid  a  duty  equal  to  the  tax  imposed  by  the  Internal- 
revenue  laws  upon  such  articles,  except  articles  manufac- 
tured in  bonded  warehouses  and  exported  pursuant  to  law, 
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which  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  rate  of  duty  as  if 
originally  imported,  but  proof  of  the  identity  of  such 
articles  shall  be  made  under  general  regulations  to  be 
prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

Q.  That  on  and  after  the  day  when  this  Act  shall  go  into 
effect  all  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise  previously  Im- 
ported, for  which  no  entry  has  been  made,  and  all  goods, 
wares,  and  merchandise  previously  entered  without  pay- 
ment of  duty  and  under  bond  for  warehousing,  transporta- 
tion, or  any  other  purpose,  for  which  no  permit  of  delivery 
to  the  importer  or  his  agent  has  been  issued,  shall  be  sub- 
jected to  the  duties  Imposed  by  this  Act  and  to  no  other 
duty,  upon  the  entry  or  the  withdrawal  thereof:  Provided, 
That  when  duties  are  based  upon  the  weight  of  merchan- 
dise deposited  in  any  public  or  private  bonded  warehouse, 
said  duties  shall  be  levied  and  collected  upon  the  weight 
of  such  merchandise  at  the  time  of  its  entry. 

R.  That  the  President  shall  cause  to  be  ascertained  each 
year,  the  amount  of  imports  and  exports  of  the  articles 
enumerated  in  the  various  paragraphs  in  section  one  of 
this  Act  and  cause  an  estimate  to  be  made  of  the  amount 
of  the  domestic  production  and  consumption  of  said  arti- 
cles, and  where  it  is  ascertained  that  the  imports  under 
any  paragraph  amount  to  less  than  5  per  centum  of  the 
domestic  consumption  of  the  articles  enumerated  he  shall 
advise  the  Congress  as  to  the  facts  and  his  conclusions  by 
special  message,  if  deemed  important  in  the  public  interest. 

S.  That,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  sections  one  to 
forty-two  both  inclusive,  of  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to 
provide  revenue,  equalize  duties,  and  encourage  the  in- 
dustries of  the  United  States,  and  for  other  purposes," 
approved  August  fifth,  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  and  all 
Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  Act,  are  hereby  repealed:  Provided,  That  nothing  in 
this  Act  shall  be  construed  to  permit  any  oaths  to  be 
demanded  or  fees  to  be  charged  except  as  provided  in  this 
Act  or  in  section  twenty-eight  hundred  and  sixty-two  of 
the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  nor  to  repeal  or 
in  any  manner  affect  the  following  numbered  sections  of 
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the  aforesaid  Act  approved  August  fifth,  nineteen  hundred 
and  nine,  viz:  Subsection  twenty-nine  of  section  twenty- 
eight  and  subsequent  laws  and  amendments  relating  to 
the  establishment  and  continuance  of  a  Customs  Court, 
subsection  thirty  of  section  twenty-eight,  providing  for 
additional  attorneys,  subsection  twelve  of  section  twenty- 
eight  and  subsequent  provisions  establishing  a  Board  of 
General  Appraisers  of  merchandise,  sections  thirty,  thirty- 
one,  thirty-two,  thirty-three,  and  thirty-five,  imposing  an 
internal  revenue  tax  upon  tobacco,  section  thirty-six,  pro- 
viding for  a  tonnage  duty,  section  thirty-nine,  authorizing 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  borrow  on  the  credit  of 
the  United  States  to  defray  expenditures  on  account  of  the 
Panama  Canal,  section  forty,  authorizing  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  to  borrow  to  meet  public  expenditures:  Pro- 
vided further,  That  all  excise  taxes  upon  corporations  im- 
posed by  section  thirty-eight,  that  have  accrued  or  have 
been  imposed  for  the  year  ending  December  thirty-first, 
nineteen  hundred  and  twelve,  shall  be  returned,  assessed, 
and  collected  in  the  same  manner,  and  under  the  same 
provisions,  liens,  and  penalties  as  if  section  thirty-eight 
continued  in  full  force  and  effect:  And  provided  further. 
That  a  special  excise  tax  with  respect  to  the  carrying  on 
or  doing  of  business,  equivalent  to  1  per  centum  upon  their 
entire  net  income,  shall  be  levied,  assessed,  and  collected 
upon  corporations,  joint  stock  companies  or  associations, 
and  insurance  companies,  of  the  character  described  in 
section  thirty-eight  of  the  Act  of  August  fifth,  nineteen 
hundred  and  nine,  for  the  period  from  January  first  to 
February  twenty-eighth,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen, 
both  dates  inclusive,  which  said  tax  shall  be  computed 
upon  one-sixth  of  the  entire  net  income  of  said  corpora- 
tions, joint  stock  companies  or  associations,  and  insurance 
companies,  for  said  year,  said  net  income  to  be  ascertained 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  subsection  G  of  sec- 
tion two  of  this  Act:  Provided  further,  That  the  provisions 
of  said  section  thirty-eight  of  the  Act  of  August  fifth,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  nine,  relative  to  the  collection  of  the 
tax  therein  imposed  shall  remain  in  force  for  the  collection 
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of  the  excise  tax  herein  provided,  but  for  the  year  nineteen 
hundred  and  thirteen  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  make 
more  than  one  return  and  assessment  for  all  the  taxes 
imposed  herein  upon  said  corporations,  joint  stock  com- 
panies or  associations,  and  insurance  companies,  either 
by  way  of  income  or  excise,  which  return  and  assessment 
shall  be  made  at  the  times  and  in  the  manner  provided  in 
this  Act;  but  the  repeal  of  existing  laws  or  modifications 
thereof  embraced  in  this  Act  shall  not  affect  any  act  done, 
or  any  right  accruing  or  accrued,  or  any  suit  or  proceeding 
had  or  commenced  in  any  civil  case  before  the  said  repeal 
or  modification;  but  all  rights  and  liabilities  under  said 
laws  shall  continue  and  may  be  enforced  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  if  said  repeal  or  modifications  had  not  been  made. 
Any  offenses  committed  and  all  penalties  or  forfeitures  or 
liabilities  incurred  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  Act  under 
any  statute  embraced  in  or  changed,  modified,  or  repealed 
by  this  Act  may  be  prosecuted  or  punished  in  the  same 
manner  and  with  the  same  effect  as  if  this  Act  had  not  been 
passed.  No  Acts  of  limitation  now  in  force,  whether  ap- 
plicable to  civil  causes  and  proceedings  or  to  the  prosecu* 
tion  of  offenses  or  for  the  recovery  of  penalties  or  for- 
feitures embraced  in  or  modified,  changed,  or  repealed  by 
this  Act  shall  be  affected  thereby  so  far  as  they  affect 
any  suits,  proceedings,  or  prosecutions,  whether  civil  or 
criminal,  for  causes  arising  or  acts  done  or  committed 
prior  to  the  passage  of  this  Act,  which  may  be  commenced 
and  prosecuted  within  the  same  time  and  with  the  same 
effect  as  if  this  Act  had  not  been  passed. 

T.  If  any  clause,  sentence,  paragraph,  or  part  of  this 
Act  shall  for  any  reason  be  adjudged  by  any  court  of  com- 
petent jurisdiction  to  be  invalid,  such  judgment  shall  not 
affect,  impair,  or  invalidate  the  remainder  of  said  Act,  but 
shall  be  confined  in  its  operation  to  the  clause,  sentence, 
paragraph,  or  part  thereof  directly  involved  in  the  con- 
troversy in  which  such  judgment  shall  have  been  rendered. 

U.  That  unless  otherwise  herein  specially  provided,  this 
Act  shall  take  effect  on  the  day  following  its  passage.

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SEALSKINS— Act  of   Dec.  29,  1897   (30  Stat.,  226). 

Sec.  9.  That  the  importation  into  the  United  States  by 
any  person  whatsoever  of  fur-seal  skins  taken  from  the 
waters  mentioned  in  this  act  (waters  of  Pacific  Ocean, 
north  of  the  35th  degree  of  North  Latitude  and  including 
Behring  Sea  and  the  Sea  of  Okhotsk)  whether  raw, 
dressed,  dyed,  or  manufactured,  is  hereby  prohibited  and 
all  such  articles  imported  after  this  act  shall  take  effect 
shall  not  be  permitted  to  be  exported  but  shall  be  seized 
and  destroyed  by  the  proper  officers  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  President  shall  have  power  to  make 
all  necessary  regulations  to  carry  this  act  into  effect. 

Regulations. 

1.  No  fur-seal  skins,  whether  raw,  dressed,  dyed,  or 
otherwise  manufactured,  shall  be  admitted  to  entry  in  the 
United  States,  unless  there  shall  be  attached  to  the  in- 
voice a  certificate,  signed  by  the  United  States  consul  at 
the  place  of  exportation,  that  said  skins  were  not  taken 
from  seals  killed  within  the  waters  mentioned  in  said  act, 
specifying  in  detail  the  locality  of  such  taking,  whether  on 
land  or  at  sea,  and  also  the  person  from  whom  said  skins 
were  purchased  in  their  raw  and  dressed  state,  the  date  of 
such  purchase,  and  the  lot  number.  Consuls  shall  require 
satisfactory  evidence  of  the  truth  of  such  facts  by  oath  or 
otherwise  before  giving  any  such  certificate. 

No  fur-seal  skins,  raw,  dressed,  dyed,  or  otherwise  manu- 
factured shall  be  admitted  to  entry  as  part  of  a  passenger's 
personal  effects  unless  accompanied  by  an  invoice  certified 
by  the  consul  as  herein  provided. 

All  fur-seal  skins,  whether  raw,  dressed,  dyed,  or  other- 
wise manufactured,  the  invoices  of  which  are  not  ac- 
companied by  the  certificate  above  prescribed,  shall  be 
seized  by  the  collector  of  customs  and  destroyed  as  pro- 
vided for  in  section  9  of  the  act  of  December  29,  1897. 

2.  Every  article  manufactured,  in  whole  or  in  part,  from 
fur-seal  skins,  the  invoice  of  which  is  presented  as  afore- 
said to  the  consul,  shall  have  legibly  stamped  thereon  the 
name  of  the  manufacturer  and  the  place  of  manufacture, 
and  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  statement  in  writing  under 
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the  oath  of  said  manufacturer  that  said  skin  or  skins  used 
in  said  article  were  taken  from  seals  not  killed  at  sea 
within  the  waters  mentioned  in  said  act,  specifying:  the 
locality  in  detail,  and  also  the  person  from  whom  said 
skins  were  purchased  in  their  raw  and  dressed  state,  the 
date  of  said  purchase  and  the  lot  number. 

3.  When  an  application  is  made  to  a  consul  for  a  certifi- 
cate under  these  regulations  the  invoice  and  proofs  of 
origin  presented  by  the  exporter  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
Treasury  agent  designated  for  the  purpose  of  investigation, 
and  the  consul  shall  not  certify  any  such  invoice  until 
such  agent  shall  have  made  his  report. 

4.  All  articles  manufactured  in  whole  or  in  part  from 
fur-seal  skins  and  imported  into  the  United  States  shall 
have  the  linings  thereof  so  arranged  that  the  pelt  of  the 
skin  or  skins  underneath  shall  be  exposed  for  examination. 

5.  All  fur-seal  skins,  whether  raw,  dressed,  dyed,  or 
otherwise  manufactured  in  whole  or  in  part,  whether  im- 
ported as  merchandise  or  as  part  of  a  passenger's  effects, 
shall  be  sent  to  the  public  stores  for  careful  examination 
and  inspection  to  prevent  evasion  of  the  law. 

6.  All  garments  made  in  whole  or  in  part  of  seal  skins, 
and  taken  from  this  country  may  be  reentered  on  presen- 
tation of  a  certificate  of  ownership  from  the  collector  of 
customs  of  the  port  of  departure,  which  certificate  shall 
have  been  obtained  by  the  owner  of  the  garment  by  offer- 
ing the  same  to  the  collector  for  inspection  before  leaving 
this  country. 

7.  Nothing  in  these  regulations  shall  effect  the  right  of 
any  officer  of  the  customs  to  inspect  and  seize  any  fur-seal 
skin  or  garment  imported  which  he  may  find  to  have  been 
imported  in  violation  of  said  act. 

In  the  case  of  passengers  departing  from  and  arriving  in 
the  United  States,  with  fur-seal  garments,  it  is  prescribed — 

I. 
That  all  garments  made  in  whole  or  in  part  of  seal  skins, 
and  taken  from  this  country  may  be  reentered  on  presen- 
tation of  a  certificate  of  ownership  from  the  collector  of 
customs  at  the  port  of  departure,  which  certificate  shall 
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have  been  obtained  by  the  owner  of  the  garment  by  offer- 
ing the  garment  to  the  collector  for  inspection  before 
leaving  this  country.  n.

JUNE  30,  1906. 

(From  Custom  House  Guide.) 

Laboratory    Appraisers'   Warehouses 

Exportation  of  rejected  food  products  and  enforcement 
of  the  provisions  of  law  under  supervision  of  the  Law 
Division,  Collector's  Office,  where  information  in  detail 
may  be  obtained. 

The  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  June  30,  1906. 

An  Act  for  preventing  the  manufacture,  sale,  or  trans- 
portation of  adulterated  or  misbranded  or  poisonous  or 
deleterious  foods,  drugs,  medicines,  and  liquors  and  for 
regulating  traffic  therein,  and  for  other  purposes,  provides 
in  ljrief: 

That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  manufacture 
within  any  Territory  or  the  District  of  Columbia  any 
article  of  food  or  drug  which  is  adulterated  or  misbranded, 
within  the  meaning  of  this  Act;  and  any  person  who  shall 
violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor. 

That  the  introduction  into  any  State  or  Territory  or  the 
District  of  Columbia  from  any  other  State  or  Territory  or 
the  District  of  Columbia,  or  from  any  foreign  country,  or 
shipment  to  any  foreign  country  of  any  article  of  food  or 
drugs  which  is  adulterated  or  misbranded,  within  the  mean- 
ing of  this  Act,  is  hereby  prohibited. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  term  "drug,"  as  used  in  this  Act,  shall 
include  all  medicines  and  preparations  recognized  in  the 
United  States  Pharmacopoeia  or  Natural  Formulary  for 
internal  or  external  use,  and  any  substance  or  mixture  of 
substances  intended  to  be  used  for  the  cure,  mitigation,  or 
prevention  of  disease  of  either  man  or  other  animals. 
The  term  "food,"  as  used  herein,  shall  include  all  articles 
used  for  food,  drink,  confectionery,  or  condiment  by  man 
or  other  animals,  whether  simple,  mixed,  or  compound. 

Sec.  11.  The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  deliver  to 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,     *     *     *     samples  of  foods 
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and  drugs  which  are  being  imported  into  the  United  States 
*    *    *    and  if  it  appears  from  the  examination  of  such 
samples  that  any  article  of  food  or  drug  offered  to  be  im- 
ported into  the  United  States  is  adulterated  or  misbranded 
within  the  meaning  of  this  Act,  or  is  otherwise  dangerous 
to  the  health  of  the  people  of  the  United  States,  or  is  of 
a  kind  forbidden  entry  into,  or  forbidden  to  be  sold   or 
restricted  in  sale  in  the  country  in  which  it  is  made  or  from 
which  it  is  exported,  or  is  otherwise  falsely  labeled  in  any 
respect,  the  said  article  shall  be  refused  admission,  and 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  refuse  delivery  to  the 
consignee  and  shall  cause  the  destruction  of  any  goods 
refused  delivery  which  shall  not  be  exported  by -the  con- 
signee within  three  months  from  the  date  of  notice  of  such 
refusal  under  such  regulations  as  the   Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  may  prescribe. 


THE  8EED  INSPECTION  ACT. 

The  Act  approved  August  24,  1912,  entitled,  "An  Act 
to  regulate  foreign  commerce  by  prohibiting  the  admis- 
sion into  the  United  States  of  certain  adulterated  grains 
and  seeds  unfit  for  seeding  purposes,"  prohibits  the  impor- 
tation into  the  United  States  of  certain  grains  and  other 
seeds  unless  they  comply  with  certain  standards  promul- 
gated by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  in  accordance  with 
the  said  act. 

A  list  of  such  standards  and  regulations  governing  them 
may  be  obtained  from  the  Law  Division  of  the  Custom 
House. 


THE  "HUMPHREY  AMENDMENT." 

Whoever  shall  knowingly  ship  or  cause  to  be  shipped, 
from  one  State,  Territory  or  district  of  the  United  States, 
or  place  noncontiguous  to  but  subject  to  the  Jurisdiction 
thereof,  into  any  other  State,  Territory  or  district  of  the 
United  States,  or  place  noncontiguous  to  but  subject  to  the 
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jurisdiction  thereof,  or  from  any  foreign  country  into  any 
State,  Territory,  or  district  of  the  United  States,  or  place 
noncontiguous  to  but  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  thereof, 
any  package  of  or  package  containing  any  spirituous,  vin- 
ous, malted,  fermented,  or  other  intoxicating  liquor  of  any 
kind,  unless  such  package  be  so  labeled  on  the  outside  coyer 
as  to  plainly  show  the  name  of  the  consignee,  the  nature 
of  its  contents,  and  the  quantity  contained  therein,  shall 
be  fined  not  more  than  five  thousand  dollars;  and  such 
liquor  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  United  States,  and  may  be 
seized  and  condemned  by  like  proceedings  as  those  pro- 
vided by  law  for  the  seizure  and  forfeiture  of  property 
imported  into  the  United  States  contrary  to  law. — (See. 
240,  Criminal  Code,  Act  of  March  4,  1909.) 

Pursuant  to  the  above  and  in  accordance  with  the 
opinion  of  the  U.  S.  Attorney-General,  the  Department  has 
issued  the  following  instructions: 

T  D  30393 

Treasury  Department,  March  2,  1910. 
To  Collectors  and  Other  Officers  of  the  Customs — 

The  attention  of  officers  of  the  customs  is  hereby  called 
to  section  240  of  the  Criminal  Code  adopted  by  the  act  of 
March  4,  1909  (35  Stat.,  1088),  and  the  accompanying 
opinion  of  the  AttorneynGeneral  thereon  dated  December  16, 
1909,  in  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  labeling  on  the  outside 
covering  of  any  package  containing  spirituous,  vinous, 
malted,  fermented,  or  other  intoxicating  liquor  of  any  kind 
imported  from  foreign  countries. 

Such  officers  are  hereby  directed  to  seize  all  packages 
shipped  from  foreign  countries  into  the  United  States  or 
places  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States,  but 
noncontiguous  thereto,  containing  intoxicating  liquors,  and 
not  labeled  as  required  by  said  section  240,  and  to  take 
proceedings  as  provided  for  the  enforcement  of  forfeitures 
for  violation  of  the  custom  laws. 

Collectors  at  ports  other  than  those  of  first  arrival  will 
take  no  action  under  said  statute.

THE  METRIC  SYSTEM 

The  fundamental  unit  of  the  metric  system  is  the  METER  (the 
unit  of  length).  From  this  the  units  of  mass  (GRAMM)  and  capac- 
ity (LITER)  are  derived.  All  other  units  are  the  decimal  sub- 
divisions or  multiples  of  these.  These  three  units  are  simply 
related,  so  that  for  all  practical  purposes  the  volume  of  one  kilo- 
gram of  water  (one  liter)  is  equal  to  one  cubic  decimeter.
